* REMOVING FISHHOOKS 


The article “Fishhook 
First Aid” interested 
me very much. I worked 
for a number of years on a party fish- 
ing boat out of Ocean City, N.J., and 
during this time I removed a number 
of fishhooks or saw it done by others. 
Having also removed several from my 
own hand, I agree that hooking a 
human is no fun. 

However, I do not agree completely 
on the theory of “backing out” the 
hook. This might be done easily with 
a small hook and small barb, but when 
you get a hook of any size sunk into 
the body, removing it by backing can 
result in a very nasty laceration of the 
muscle tissue involved. If the barb is

not completely cleared, it brings a lot 
of muscle tissue with it as it comes out. 

On the boat we got good results from 
the practice of painting the shank of 
the hook and the surrounding flesh with 
iodine. Then, making sure no tendons 
were involved, we pushed the point on 
through, cut the shank, and removed 
the hook in the direction of the point. 
This seemed to leave a cleaner wound 
than any other method. I have never 
seen one become infected when this was 





done. We always recommended tetanus 


shots if the person had not had them. 

Actually, if the barb is involved this 
method is less Spartan than backing 
out. The wound should, of course, be 
covered with a sterile bandage. A small 
pair of cutting pliers should be in the 
kit of every fisherman, along with a 
dependable antiseptic and some small 
bandages.—Granville 8S. Thomas, Mul- 
lica Hill, N. J. 


I wonder if the writer 
of “Fishhook First Aid”’ 
has ever been success- 
ful in cutting a treble hook with a pair 
of pliers. 

Some years ago, one of the points of 
a treble hook caught the edge of the 
palm of my hand as I was lifting a fish 
into the boat. After getting the fish off 
the plug and the plug off the leader, 
I sized up the situation and decided to 
push the barb through and cut it off 
Believe me, there wasn’t a man in the 
party of four who could cut that hook 
with the pliers! We were about to make 
arrangements to go to town, 30 miles 
away, when I got the idea of using the 
pliers to flatten the barb against the 
hook. It was then backed out easily.

cially in the sandy belt along the Illinois 
River in the central portion. For ex- 
ample, it may be seen along the road- 
|side on [Illinois Route 10 between 
Havana and the junction with Route 
119 some 12 miles east. It is quite a 
nuisance in that area, and I’ll be sur- 
| prised if you don’t get some letters from 
former servicemen who were in train- 
ing at near-by Camp Ellis, describing 
its aggravating properties in vivid 
detail. 

The Illinois Natural History Survey 
Manual No. 1 (Fieldbook of Illinois 
Wildflowers), 1936, page 204, says the 
| plant is found from Ohio to Minnesota 
and south to Kentucky and Texas; that 
it grows in dry, sandy, or rocky soil; 
and that the ovary matures into a pear- 
shaped, fleshy, and edible berry nearly 
| 2 in. long. I have heard natives of the 
| region tell of eating these fruits, but 
I have never tasted them myself. In- 
cidentally, the leaves which Mr. Mc- 
Crea described are not actually leaves, 
but stems which in this plant have 











taken over the function of leaves in 
the photosynthesis of food material.—

Around here, practically all the nest- 
ing places are on cultivated land. A 
friend told me that in plowing some 300 
acres for planting rice last spring, 125 
nests were destroyed and nearly all the 
setting hens were killed. In another 
case, 10 setting hens were killed in cut- 
ting a 15-acre plot of alfalfa. 

In this section the hen brings off 
three broods for the season. Late in 
the fall I have seen hens with as many 
as 16 little chicks. Considering the 
hens, nests, and eggs destroyed on the 
few acres I mentioned, the loss all over 
the valley must be tremendous.—W. R.

From my experience in conservation 
| work, I don’t think any one conserva- 
tion commission can handle a progres- 
sive program of conservation for any 
one state, and I feel sure that one man 
could not tackle the conservation prob- 
lems of a nation satisfactorily. 

Over the last 20 years we have just 
drifted along, and now with the extra 
demands placed on our natural re- 
sources everyone is grasping for a 
straw to hang onto. Nature has done 
a wonderful job for us, and we have 
not been broad-minded enough to real- | 





ize that someday the well might run 

dry. We have spent millions of dollars 

trying to outdo Mother Nature. It can’t 
| be done; we have only delayed her. 
We need men of broad vision, bred- 
| in-the-heart conservationists, who can 
| formulate a progressive program for 
| the future; men who are free from poli- 
tics and can stand on their own feet. 

I have been in conservation work for 
about 30 years. For the last 5 years I 
have been preaching a change, appar- 
ently to deaf ears. So I am pleased when 
someone steps out in front.—M. T.

The Tough Timber Wolf 


Le can talk all you want about the 
native intelligence and cleverness 
of the fox, the buck deer, the otter, 
and other woods critters but for my 
money (with the exception of that fiend 
of ingenuity, the wolverine) the timber 
wolf is the smartest animal that roams 
the forests of North America. He has 
brains and knows how to use them. 

In my job as supervisor of the Red 
Lake Game Refuge and Public Hunting 
Grounds in northern Minnesota I see 
quite a bit of wolf work in the course 
of a year. We have a fairly steady influx 
of the big wolves in the 450,000 acres 
that make up the refuge and the 400,000 
in the Beltrami Island game and for- 
estry area that adjoins it. 

Wolves drift down from Canada and 
from the big caribou bog and muskeg 
along the border northwest of the ref- 
uge. They cross Lake of the Woods on 
the ice in the winter, they come down 
out of the bog country at any and all 
seasons, sometimes singly, sometimes in 
pairs, sometimes in packs. It’s our job 
to trap them before they can do major 
damage to moose, deer, and other game 
on the refuge. We do pretty well, too, 
taking 25 to 50 wolves a year. 

There seems to be a great deal of 
misunderstanding among’ sportsmen 
and outdoorsmen generally about the 
term wolf pack. Greenhorns may visu- 
alize a pack as 30 to 50 howling blood- 
hungry wolves ready to follow a man 
along a lonely trail in the twilight, ring 
his campfire with a circle of flame-green 
eyes, or pull down and devour a full- 
grown moose. 

Others, whose knowledge of wolves 
comes more from books than from the 
woods, may tell you that a pack never 
numbers more than five or six animals 
and consists unfailingly of an old female 
and her pups of the year. 

Somewhere between those extremes is 
the truth. The biggest timber-wolf pack 
I ever encountered numbered 12. I 
don’t mean to say that more than that 
never run together. Sometimes two 
small packs will team up for a while. 
But any time I hear of a pack of 20 or 
more wolves in this part of the country 
I'm going to be skeptical. As for those 
who contend that five or six is the max- 
imum number in a pack, we trapped 
eight out of a pack of 10 one night. 


A Family Party 


The pack doesn't always consist of an 
old bitch and her young, but, except in 
cases where two packs run together, I 
believe it’s usually a big family party. 
Of our catch of eight taken in one night, 
one was a big male weighing 102 Ib.; 
two were adult females, the biggest 
97 Ilb.; two were pups, one male and one 
female; one was a yearling male and 
one a 2-year-old female. We know that 
they represented two packs, one of five 
and the other of three, that had joined 
forces a short time before. 

Now and then an old timber wolf 
running alone will team up with one or 
two coyotes—the critters we call brush 
wolves here in Minnesota. That’s an odd 
combination but it works out well. The 
brush wolves do most of the running

Eight wolves out of 10 sounds like 
a high percentage to trap in a single 
night, considering their native cunning, 
but the answer is that the pack shows 
no mercy to a member in trouble. He's 
doomed if there are other wolves 
around. When the first one is caught 
and starts to sing, .the pack begins to 
circle, closing in for the kill. If addi- 
tional traps are placed in the right 
spots you are almost sure to pick up the 
entire bunch before the fracas is over. 

The most vicious wolf fight I know 
about took place one night when we had 
three traps wired together in a single 
set and two wolves stepped into two of 
them simultaneously. They literally tore 
each other to pieces. We caught the 
third wolf in that gang when he walked 
into a set a short distance up the trail 
while he was circling around, looking 
for a chance to be in at the kill. 


They Mate for Keeps 


No two of the big black-and-gray 
devils have personalities alike, but I am 
convinced they all have one trait in 
common—in addition to their blood 
hunger. When timber wolves mate, at 
least in my opinion, it’s for keeps. So 
far as I have been able to discover, 
there is no divorce and no philandering. 
And if one of the pair is killed I doubt 
that the other remates. Under those 
circumstances a lone wolf will join and 
run with a pack, or team up with a 
couple of brush wolves as runners, but 
that seems to be as far as the relation- 
ship goes. I caught a big female last 
fall and found her dead in the trap. I 
could see where the male had lain near 
by, watching her. He pulled out of the 
country and we have never seen a trace 
of him since. 

The timber wolf is a big, tough critter 
and his appetite is in proportion. The 
amount of havoc a band of wolves will 
wreak in a deer yard is appalling, espe- 
cially at the end of winter when their 
lust for killing seems to be strongest. 
At that season, when the spring break- 
up is at hand and deer are beginning to 
come out of the swamps, a wolf will 
indulge in what we call “piling up,’ 
killing as many deer as he can and let- 
ting ‘em lie, often not even returning 
to the kill afterward. 

Not that timber wolves are good 
neighbors to deer at any season! My 
experience indicates that a pack of four 
or five will average one deer a day. I 
have known a pack of nine wolves to 
kill four deer in one evening. We snared 
a big dog wolf here on the refuge that 
had accounted for 19 deer in 31 days, 
hunting alone. Three wolves will polish 
off a small deer at one meal and leave 
nothing but a few scraps. 

He’s a character, the timber wolf is 
Not a lovely character, but an interest- 
ing one. If you take his trail and expect 
to outsmart him you can count on 
earning your wolf pelt! 

One tale is told of him, however, that 
is not true. He is not dangerous to man, 
at least not in the United States. I have 
lived in the woods all my life and I |! 
yet to hear of a case of timber wolves 
even threatening, much less attacking, 
a human.—James D. Laughy.

sportsmen that this orgy of lawbreak- 
ing was the fault of only a small pro- 
portion of Ohio’s hunters. 

Admitted. But it also must be ad- 
mitted that a couple of hundred thou- 
sand reputable Ohio sportsmen stood 
around like weak-minded and water- 
jointed nitwits without raising a hand 
or seldom even a restraining voice, 
while a few thousand trigger-happ) 
pothunting muckers blasted our birtli- 
right sport of field shooting very per- 
ceptibly closer to the brink of extinc- 
tion. 

That may seem rough on Ohio sports 


men. It is meant to be rough on Ohi: 
sportsmen—but not one bit rougher on 


them than on all the rest of us million 
of reputable sportsmen. Each year, all 
over this once game-rich America, we 
stand around in similar lackwit anc 
spineless fashion and tolerate the sick- 
ening, senseless, and ruinous waste of 
huge numbers of game birds and game 
animals. Yet we know that these, if 
either lawfully harvested by the guns 
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an the worst predator is theta 
breaking pothuiter and game hog! 
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{STING GAME! 


or carried over as seed stock, would go 
a long way-—-probably nearly all the 
way—toward meeting the legitimate 
demand of real sportsmen for the ade- 
quate annual crops of shootable game 
on which the continuance of our grand 
old sport of hunting depends. 

Today the game situation is critical, 
or very close to it, in almost every sec- 
tion of the country. In parts of the 
West it was made supercritical by last 
winter's terrible blizzards, which caused 
an as yet unestimated but obviously 
a huge number of game animals and 
birds to freeze or starve to death. Yet, 
under conditions in which every deer, 
pheasant, duck, quail, and cottontail 
which can be produced is needed des- 
perately to keep hunting alive, we 
sportsmen are permitting the deliber- 
ate or careless waste of irreplaceable 
and priceless game in a variety of ways 
and in unthinkable quantities. It doesn’t 
make sense. 

Game is being wasted by both brazen- 
faced and undercover lawlessness, by

The game-law violator is a crook; you’re n 


the hoggish or addle-pated sort of 
shooting which piles up ruinously high 
crippling losses, by ineffectual game 
management, and by epidemic wildlife 
diseases. In some sections greedy com- 
mercialism, especially in waterfowl 
shooting, is adding to this unnecessary 
and ruinous drain on our _ rapidly 
dwindling game supplies. 

Only sportsmen, acting individually 
as occasion arises, can put a stop to 
this tragic game waste, which is one 
of the principal causes of today’s 
dangerous game shortage. And the 
waste must be stopped before we can 
derive any lasting benefit from the 
widespread adoption of proved methods 
of producing more game for more 
hunters on which depends the survival 
in a rapidly changing world of our 
American way of hunting for everyone 
who wants to hunt. 

To put a stop to this virulent waste 
which is draining the lifeblood of the 
sport of hunting down the rat hole, we 
millions of average sportsmen will have 
to sacrifice some of our traditional 
careless, easy-going, too-tolerant ways. 
We will have to get mad—good and 
mad. When we see or hear about large 
or small quantities of game. being 
wasted we will have to talk loud, act 
tough, and generally prove that we 
have backbones. 


Conservation Enemy No. 1 


First objective of the long-overdue 
crack-down on game waste should be to 
stamp out illegal hunting. This is the 
most damaging single cause of game 
waste, and in all probability it costs us 
as dearly as do losses from crippling, 
predation, starvation, and _ wildlife 
diseases combined. 

The amount of game killed unlaw- 
fully—and so stolen from law-abiding 
sportsmen—-is staggering. In the nature 
of things definite figures are nonexist- 
ent, but wildlife authorities are con- 
vinced that in many years the illegal 
kill comes very close to being as large 
as the lawful take, and more than a 
few observers say that in some years it 
is even larger. Every sportsman who 
keeps his eyes and ears cocked while 
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o squealer if you turn him in to a warden 


afield in open season, or who knows 
what goes on in game country in close 
season, knows that if the evil of illegal 
hunting were cured at least half of our 
game-production headaches would be 
cured with it. 

For 100 years and more, lawlessness 
afield has been a thorn in the flesh of 
American hunting. Since the end of the 
recent war it has become so virulent 
that it threatens the very life of the 
sport. 

The disastrous large-scale killing of 
hen pheasants last fall which probably 
spoiled Ohio’s ringneck shooting for 
many seasons to come, and perhaps 
forever, was no mere sporadic flare-up 
of greedy pothunting. It was just one 
more symptom of the widespread spirit 
of lawlessness which is dismaying 
game administrators and disgusting 
decent sportsmen in a large majority of 
the states. Last hunting season more 
game-law violators were afield than 
ever before, and never, in modern 
times, had they been so brazen. 

State after state piled up all-time 
highs of prosecutions and convictions, 
but the usually meager punishments 
which could be imposed had but slight 
deterring effect; the lawbreakers paid 
their fines with insolent grins, and in 
many cases probably went right out 
and did some more illegal killing—and 
that time got away with it. As every 
experienced sportsman knows, for each 
game-law violator brought to book, 
hundreds go uncaught and unpunished. 

Duck shooting contributed some of 
the most evil-smelling examples of 
lawlessness, bad sportsmanship, and 
lack of ordinary human decency. With 
the waterfowl population down to its 
lowest level since its spectacular nose 
dive in the early '30’s, bag limits had to 
be skimpy. Many duck hunters in dis- 
tricts where the birds seemed about as 
plentiful as usual thought that the 
limits were too low and said so—which, 
of course, they had a perfect right to 
do. Most of them cussed the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service—which, govern- 
ment officials and employees being 
servants of the public, they also had an 
undeniable right to do. But some of 
the discontented ones went further than 





criticism, protest, and profanity. They 
showed their displeasure with the regu- 
lations by going on a spree of law- 
breaking. They shot before hours, and 
after hours. They murdered the roost- 
ing birds by moonlight. They killed 
ducks by the boatload, and left them 
to rot. 

And this at a time when the rebuild- 
ing of our waterfowl population de- 
pends on our sending every duck we 
possibly can north to the breeding 
grounds in the spring! 

Little, if anything, could be don 
about this stupid slaughter. There 
weren't enough federal law-enforce- 
ment agents to pretend to cover all the 
shooting areas. State wardens usually 
were too busy trying to keep law- 
breakers from killing off all the native 
upland game to do much to protect the 
migratory birds. Many sportsmen must 
have known what was going on, be- 
cause they have talked about it since 
the season’s close. But at the time they 
either kept their mouths shut or merely 
gossiped rumors; they couldn’t or 
wouldn’t give the law-enforcement 
agents the provable who-where-when 
facts which are necessary to make a 
prosecution for illegal hunting stick. 

This nitwitted waste of game out of 
brutual spite was possible only in out- 
of-the-way localities seldom if ever 
penetrated by federal agents or state 
wardens. On better-patrolled shooting 
areas the illegal duck hunters were 
more intelligent—-and therefore even 
more despicable. They shot for the pot 
and the freeze locker, and they were 
cold-bloodedly determined to get every 
last ounce of duck meat they could in 
return for the time and ammunition 
they spent. Instead of picking up their 
birds as they killed them they kept on 
shooting every duck that came within 
range, let the dead ones float, and at 
quitting time picked up their legal 
limits of the biggest birds and left the 
rest of their kill to rot. This form of 
hard-to-prove illegal shooting was com- 
mon in many parts of the country, and 
was responsible for the waste of un- 
counted thousands ot ducks—especially 
the fast-flying little teal. 


Sport at the Expense of Cripples 


Some hunters with equal disrespect 
for the law but more fear of getting 
caught worked out an especially cruel 
variation of this scheme. They know 
that the shooting regulations limit the 
number of birds a hunter may kill in 
a day, but not the number he may hit 
and cripple; until he has killed the legal 
limit he can go on shooting. So instead 
of immediately dispatching cripples 
the first duty of the decent and humane 
sportsman—these contemptible chiselers 
let the wounded birds suffer while they 
went on shooting until their legal limits 
of dead birds were floating on the wate! 
Then they picked up the permitted 
number of the largest ducks and left 
the others, alive or dead, to the mars! 
rats and the hawks. Next fall thes« 
same highbinders will squawk loudly) 
because the season isn’t longer and th: 
bag limit larger! 

Every year an unknown but cer- 
tainly tremendous number of deer ar 
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killed unlawfully. Last spring techni- 
cians from the Wisconsin Conservation 
Department co-operated with local 
sportsmen in a systematic cruise of 
1,246 acres of good white-tail country 
in Jackson County. They found 101 
dead deer. Fifty-seven of the animals 
had died of starvation or disease caused 
by it; 44 had been shot illegally and 
left on the ground because the killers 
were afraid to take them out. Disre- 
garding the many others which must 
have been spirited away by meat hunt- 
ers, that worked out to one deer killed 
illegally, during or after the 1947 open 
season, for every 2814 acres of land 
cruised. 

Divide the acreage of good, and 
heavily hunted, deer territory in your 
state by 30, and you'll get a fairly ac- 
curate and decidely thought-provoking 
idea of how many deer are stolen by 
lawbreakers from those sportsmen who 
play the game honestly! 


Thieves in the Dark 


“Shining” or jack-lighting deer from 
cars or pick-up trucks equipped with 
powerful spotlights is a form of illegal 
hunting which has increased so rapidly 
in recent years that several states have 
upped the penalties for it in efforts— 
thus far unsuccessful—to stamp it out. 
Jack lighters do their dirty work in 
either open or close season; bucks, does, 
and fawns are equally their prey; and 
in the course of a year they kill a lot 
of deer which either should be bagged 
by law-abiding sportsmen or should 
survive to increase the size of the herd. 
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Since the end of the war many federal 
and state game administrators, alarmed 
by the swift and steady increase in il- 
legal hunting and its attendant waste 
of badly needed game, have urged and 
even pleaded with sportsmen to co- 
operate with game wardens in enforce- 
ment of the law. Some bitter critics of 
officialdom have seized on these pleas 
as confessions of incompetence, but 
actually they are indications of sound 
common sense. 

Obviously we never can have enough 
wardens in the field to keep every 
hunter under constant observation—and 
if we ever did have that many wardens 
hanging around, hunting wouldn’t be 
any fun. Obviously too, if a warden 
doesn't actually see a law violation, or 
happen on evidence of it during his 
routine checking of licenses and bags, 
the only way he can know about it is 
for someone to tell him, yet ninety-nine 
times out of 100 the only person who 
can give him information leading to an 
arrest and conviction is a sportsman 
who has seen the violation, identified 
the lawbreaker, and consents to make a 
complaint and testify in court against 
him. 

Few sportsmen, no matter how strong 
their dislike of lawlessness may be, 
seem willing to do this. In some cases 
their hesitancy may come from a feel- 
ing that illegal hunters are usually 
tough characters—a Mr. Milquetoast 
apprehension which certainly wasn’t 
justified by a supposedly hard-boiled 
duck trapper, who, run down by a fed- 


Bay marsh like a frightened rabbit out 
of a brush pile, and then broke into 
tears! 

Much more often the sportsman’s dis- 
inclination to act is a carry-over of his 
schoolboy dislike of being thought a 
squealer. But there is a wide difference 
between squealing and turning in a 
crook who is robbing you and your 
fellow citizens—which is exactly the 
case every time he illegally kills a deer, 
a bird, or a rabbit. If every reputable 
sportsman would take the attitude that 
the game-law violator is a crook, and 
would back it up with determined 
action, we soon would have fewer law 
violators and a lot more game. 


When Hunter and Quarry Both Lose 


Next to lawlessness, lost cripples 
probably are the most serious single 
cause of game waste. A game bird or 
animal which is badly wounded and not 
run down and killed is a double loss. It 
is lost both to its species and to sports- 
men, and the chap who crippled it can 
shrug his shoulders and go on hunting 
until he has killed his legal limit. Con- 
ceivably, in shooting a legal day’s bag 
of say two pheasants, a bad or very 
careless shot might cause the death of 
a dozen ringnecks—six times his legal 
limit! 

The extent of losses from cripples is 
undetermined, but a number of small- 
scale surveys have indicated that it is 
shockingly high. The Fish and Wild- 
life Service estimates it as probably 10

e ran afoul of Old Ironsides, the 
primitive pike, by sheer acci- 


dent. You could almost say 
Floyd O'Neil and I were blown into his 
bailiwick by four days of gale winds 
that made fishing on Lake Nipissing 
next to impossible. Nipissing, as you 
probably know, is a man-size Ontario 
lake, famous for big muskies as well 
as rough water, She can be brutal at 
times—-and we'd hit her at her worst. 

When the howling wind continued on 
the fifth day, we loaded the boat and 
broke camp. 

“I'm not sure where we should go,” 
O'Neil said as we headed southward, 
“but let’s take a look at the Pickerel 
River.” 

“If it’s sheltered and less than ten 
miles wide, that’s for me,” I declared. 

The upper reaches of the Pickerel 
had points in its favor. It was smaller 
water and better protected, but too well 
patronized to suit us. O'Neil drove to 
the end of the rough road that paralleled 
the river. Still not satisfied, he made 
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inquiry there and was told of an isolated 
wilderness camp some twenty-five miles 
back in the winding, damned-up chan- 
nels of the river. 

“That’s the ticket,” O'Neil decided. 
“Let’s get the boat in the water.” 

“It’s mighty hard to reach by water,” 
the native warned, “most folks fly in.” 

“How about a map?” 

He produced one. ‘You go west about 
fourteen miles, then north about eight, 
then west another three. There’s reefs

y dad has hunted a lot. As far 
back as I can remember, hear- 
ing him talk about it has made 

me want to hunt too. The game heads 
in his trophy room in our house in 
Harrisburg, Pa., also gave me big 
ideas. But I didn't expect to go after 
big game with him until I was a lot 
older. Then, in the summer of 1948, 
he surprised me by saying I could go 
with him on a big-game hunting trip to 
northern British Columbia. I was go- 
ing to get something that most boys of 
my age, fourteen years, would give 
anything to have. 

I got a big kick when I heard that our 
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outfitter was to be Frank Golata. I 
had read a great deal about Golata in 
OUTDOOR LIFE. I knew he was a good 
guide and would get us game. 

I had never hunted in my life. When 
I was nine, dad gave me a .22 single- 
shot rifle, but he let me use it, on targets 
and for plinking, only when he was with 
me. When I would talk about going 
hunting with him, he used to say that 
he knew I could handle a gun all right, 
but having a kid of my age in the 
party would probably give the other 
men the jitters. 

Dad had already made two trips into 
that northern country, one to Alberta 





and the other to Yukon Territory, and 
each time he told us about the beauti- 
ful picture shots he’d missed. While 
he did get about 1,000 feet of colored 
film on those trips, as well as many 
still shots, he always said that he lost 
out on the best chances because a man 
could not handle a camera and a gun 
at the same time. He either had to 
take pictures and go without shots, or 
shoot and forget the pictures. 
Photography is a hobby of mine. I’m 
a member of our high-school camera 
club. I have some good cameras, do 
my own printing and developing, and 
make my own enlargements. So, the 
last time dad complained about missing 
good pictures, I grabbed at the chance. 
I asked him why he didn’t take me 
along as official cameraman. Naturally 
I thought it was a swell suggestion, but 
I nearly dropped dead when he took it 
seriously and told me to pack my 
things and get ready to come along. 


Riding and Shooting Lessons 


We had to work fast, for we didn't 
have much time to get ready. I had 
never ridden a horse, so dad arranged 
for me to take riding lessons. He also 
had me take shooting lessons with a 
big-bore rifle. He bought me a Win- 
chester Model 70 .300 H. & H. Magnum 
rifle and had it fitted with a Lyman 
Alaskan scope with cross hairs, on a 
Griffin & Howe mount. He uses a simi- 
lar rifle himself. That is a pretty heavy 
gun for a kid who weighs only 127 
pounds, but after I found out that the 
recoil would not knock my head off, I 
settled down and did pretty well with it. 

Finally, on August 9, 1948, the great 
day arrived and we boarded a Trans- 
Canada plane at LaGuardia Airport in 
New York and flew to Edmonton, Al- 
berta. At Edmonton we took a plane of 
the Canadian Pacific Airlines and flew 
north to Fort St. John. A bus of the 
3ritish Yukon Navigation Co. took us 
along the Alaska Highway to Mile 175. 
At this point the highway crosses the 
Bucking Horse River, and there we met 
Frank Golata and the pack train. The 
horses had been driven from Dawson 
Creek and along the highway, a week 
before our arrival on August 12. 

With Frank were Colin McGuire, a 
guide with a lot of experience, and Earl 
Frederickson, the twenty-year-old cook. 
I had read about McGuire in the articles 
Jack O’Connor wrote for OUTDOOR LIFE 
about his hunt into this same region in 
1946. Dad introduced me around, ex- 
plaining that he had brought me along 
to take pictures of the hunt. 

“Well,” Frank said, “I’ve seen quite a 
few cameramen, but this is the first 
time I ever guided a party that had a 
camera boy.” 

We arrived about 4 p.m., and Earl 
cooked us a fine dinner. Then the older 
folks shot the breeze and filled the cook 
tent with the darnedest stories you ever 
heard. At least fifty assorted rams, 
thirty-five caribou, and ten goats—all 
monsters——-were knocked off right there 
in the tent. 

I didn’t sleep a wink that night, and 
was more than ready to get going when 
Frank stuck his head into our tent and 
yelled ‘‘Ro-o-ll out!” We had breakfast, 
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then the duffel was loaded onto the 
fifteen pack horses and we headed for 
the high country, the home of the Stone 
sheep and goats. After half an hour on 
horseback I wished I was home in 
Harrisburg. That country was really 
rough—bogs, muskegs, scrub timber, 
and down timber through which the 
horses plunged and wallowed. One pack 
horse went nuts and nearly stampeded 
the whole outfit. He bucked off his 
pack, and crosscut saws, canned beans 
and corn, and other things were scat- 
tered over half an acre. The bucking, 
kicking, and running about of that 
horse made the others nervous, and I 
had a hard time making mine behave. 

During the day two horses bogged 
down in the muskeg, up to their bellies. 
Their packs had to be unloaded and 
the horses pulled out. All five of us 
pulled, tugged, and lifted until our 
eyes almost popped out, and finally we 
got the horses out. At 6 o’clock, when 
we reached our new camp site, I could 
hardly get off my horse. 

This kind of traveling lasted for five 
days, but each day I was getting tough- 
er, and by the third day I was really 
beginning to enjoy all that I saw—the 
scenery and an occasional glimpse of 
a moose, wolf, or some other game. 
Finally, at the end of the fifth day, 
when Frank Golata told us that to- 
morrow we'd hunt, I thrilled all over. 

I'll never forget that first day’s hunt 
if I live to be a hundred. We climbed a 
steep hogback, first through heavy 
spruce where the moss came up to 
your ankles, then through thick poplar, 
and finally into thin timber and knee- 
high grass. By noon we had reached 
the rimrock on top. It was the first 
really high mountain I had ever been 
on, and the view was beautiful. Soon 
Frank, through his binoculars, sighted 
a ram about two miles away. We set 
up our spotting scope and were all sur- 
prised to find that this first sheep was 
of trophy size. We began a stalk, but 
had gone only about a quarter of a 
mile when we rounded a shoulder of 
the mountain and came upon two rams 
stretched out full length and sleeping. 
They didn’t hear us, and as their horns 
were only about 32-inchers, we took 
some pictures of them and sneaked 
away. We went around the other side 
of the mountain, fearing these sheep 
would spook the old grandpappy we 
had seen through the scope. We hadn't 
gone half a mile when we saw another 
ram sleeping in the sunshine, on a 
grassy saddle. 


Some Good Movie Shots 


This ram too didn’t have big-enough 
horns, but I wanted some pictures of 
him. The hum of the movie camera dis- 
turbed him and he got up. As he stood 
there looking at us, seven other rams 
came up to the top of the saddle to see 
what was going on. All eight stood 
and watched us for a few minutes, then 
slowly trotted off while I kept the 
camera going. When we got back home 
we found that we had some very fine 
pictures of these rare Stone sheep. 

We continued our stalk, but when we 
came to where we had seen the big 
ram he wasn’t there. We looked all 
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Colin MeGuire displays Joe’s goat head 


over, but the stalk had taken two hours 
because of many steep canyons, and the 
sheep had moved on. It was so late 
now that we had to return to camp. 
We had no game, but lots to remember. 

At breakfast the next morning Frank 
told us we'd give the sheep on that 
mountain a day’s rest, and make a try 
for goats. There was a mountain about 
a mile from camp where we'd glassed 
some goats the day before, high on the 
ledges. When we reached there, Frank 
led dad right up the slope, but Mac and 
I went on a mile farther before we 
started to climb. That goat hunt almost 
brought us to a grizzly, for we found 
fresh bear diggings. 

We climbed and climbed until T 
thought my lungs would burst. Sudden- 
ly Mac held up his hand and pointed. 
Right before us were two nanny goats 
and a kid. We could not tell which 
nanny owned the kid, and as we didn’t 
want to shoot the mother, we passed 
them up. 

After those goats wandered out of 
range, we discovered others higher up, 
and decided to stalk them. We climbed 
for half an hour, and were getting very 
close to the goats when over a ridge 
came two Stone ewes and a lamb. Goats 
and sheep on the same mountain! That’s 
unusual, Mac told me. If we scared the 
sheep, they might spook the goats we 
were after, so we threw ourselves flat 
against the very ridge the sheep were 
on, They were certainly curious. They 
were above us and didn't get our wind, 
but saw us and came closer and closer 
to find out just what we were. At one 
time we could almost have reached out 
and grabbed a leg of mutton. They 
wandered off, and then we continued 
our stalk. 

Suddenly Mac ducked and whispered, 
“There’s one. Kill it!" I inched up to 
where Mac had flopped down on the 
rock, and got into a prone position. 
About 100 yards away was a beautiful 
goat, peacefully feeding. I was so out 
of breath and excited that the cross 
hairs of the scope wobbled all around, 
but finally my nerves let me settle the 
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cross hairs on the goat’s shoulder. Then 
I squeezed off. The goat dropped with- 
out a wiggle. I'd killed my first big 
game with just one shot. The goat 
turned out to be a nanny with nice 
horns and a beautiful coat. 

We skinned out the goat, and I car- 
ried the head and hide while Mac toted 
two hams and the backstrap. We 
didn’t get back into camp until about 
8:30 that night, all tired out, and found 
dad pretty worried. When he saw my 
trophy he shook my hand, grabbed me 
in his arms, and we danced around. I 
think he got more of a kick out of my 
first piece of game than if he’d shot 
it himself. 

Many days of hard hunting followed. 
We sighted quite a number of Stone 
rams, but none of trophy size, so we 
moved camp. We went to the Prophet 
River to hunt Mt. Olympus—the Moun- 
tain of the Gods, as the Indians call it, 
or the Prophet Bench, as some trappers 
know it. While we were going down 
the steep slope leading to the Prophet 
Valley, a hard rain and sleet storm hit 
us. The horses refused to move and 
turned their backs to the driving sleet, 
which now turned to hail and again to 
rain. Everyone got soaked to the skin. 
Then, when we reached the river, it 
was so high we couldn’t cross. The 
ford had been washed out by spring 
floods. So we went downriver to an- 
other old ford. Frank Golata tried it 
on his horse, but found he couldn't 
make it. So we went down another 
mile, and still couldn't get across. Night 
was coming on and we had to make 
camp. The rain now turned to snow 
and we were not only soaking wet but 
shivering with the bitter cold. When 
we got dried out a little before a fire, 
and had drunk some hot tea, we felt 
much better. 


We Cross the River in a Storm 


The next morning we woke to find it 
still snowing, but along toward noon 
there were some breaks in the clouds 
that made us hopeful. By the time the 
pack horses were loaded, it began to 
snow again in real earnest. We could 
see only about 100 yards ahead, the 
snow was so thick. To carry our equip- 
ment across the river only the tallest 
horses were used, with all the duffel 
piled on top of them and no side packs. 
The same horses took us across the 
river. After they had made three or 
four round trips, the smaller horses 
were forced to go across. We were all 
wet when we reached the other side, but 
made a huge fire and dried ourselves the 
best we could. 

We spent several days in going over 
the Mountain of the Gods with a fine- 
tooth comb. We came to the valley 
where Jack O’Connor shot his rams in 
his OUTDOOR LIFE article called “A Day 
in Ram Heaven.’ We went to the gulch 
where Jack’s companion shot his ram. 
We went to the gorge where Nelson of 
Illinois got his splendid trophies. We 
visited many famous spots named by 
the guides after the hunters who had 
killed game there. But in none of them 
did we locate anything except a few 
three and four-year-old rams, and

The 
Pheasant’s 


Fight 
to Live 


rom the moment it chips the egg 
| walks out into the daylight, 

the pheasant’s life is a bitter strug- 
gle to survive. Foxes, house cats, wander- 
ing dogs. skunks, opossums, crows, and 
black snakes break up their nests, eat 
the eggs, or destroy the chicks. Add to 
that the hazards of a wet nesting season 
and the ice storms of a hard winter, and 
it is remarkable that any survive to 
make glad the heart of the hunter. 

Ground-nesting birds such as _ the 
pheasant, grouse, and quail are particu- 
larly vulnerable to predators. The fox 
is adept at stalking and capturing adult 
birds and the cock pheasant’s habit of 
crowing makes him especially easy prey. 
In winter, when existence is most diffi- 
cult, a large proportion of the birds that 
have survived the hunting season perish. 
Predators are the principal cause, and 
the fox is regarded by some authorities 
as among the worst offenders. 

Thus the pheasant must stake its fe- 
cundity and wits against its foes. Wild 
hens may average about ten eggs. A good 
nesting season increases the chance of 
survival, but if three of a brood live to 
maturity, that is doing very well. Even if 
a good supply of birds is left after the 
hunting season, the number of breeders 
in the spring in any area is limited by 
the available food and cover. Some birds 
may be spared from a well-stocked cover. 
but loss of several hen birds in the 
winter may be serious when the supply 
is short. 

For several years in succession, many 
states in the pheasant belt have had cold, 
wet nesting seasons, stepped-up hunting, 
and severe winters. Though the birds 
have been fewer, the predators have kept 
up their work. The result has been too 
few breeders in the spring, which means 
long and slow recovery. Under such con- 
ditions, and with other food hard to get 
at, the depredations of their enemies may 
wipe out the surviving pheasants in an 
area, and so prevent any recovery at all.

streams throughout the South and the 
Great Lakes area, but the Herrington 
Lake variety is one of the most prolific 
and it seems to gain momentum each 
year. In one shallow hole last spring 
2,000 pounds of whites were taken in 
a single day. 

The lake, in the central part of Ken- 
tucky about thirty miles south of Lex- 
ington, is a deep, irregular-shaped body 
of water backed up by a dam. The 
reservoir is at what was once the mouth 
of the Dix River where it emptied into 
the Kentucky. When the dam was com- 
pleted in 1925 the flow of water from 


The channel is constricted by cliffs and, as the whites head for the 
shallows they’re even more closely packed than anglers on the banks 
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the southern end of the Dix pooled up 


in a 38-mile-long canyonlike lake. The 
level was raised to 270 feet. 
Surrounding cliff walls were never 


completely cleared of trees—some of 
them being inaccessible from high lime- 
stone palisades—and submerged foliage 
made perfect cover for bass. For a few 
years it was no trick to catch two five- 
pound largemouths on one plug at a 
single cast. Since then, however, as the 
brush sank to the bottom of the lake, 
the black-bass fishing has fallen off. 

Shad minnows were introduced into 
the lake in an attempt to restore the 
black-bass population. It didn’t help 
the blacks, but white bass, some of 
which had come in from the Kentucky 
before the dam was built, thrived on 
the minnows. In summer months, the 
surface of the lake is alive with shad 
and feeding whites. The fish became so 
prolific, in fact, that the state lifted 
size limits and catches now may vary 
anywhere from punkinseed size up to 
five-pounders. 

After gorging all fall the whites rest 
over the winter and, in the spring, 
start their spawning run. They leave 
the hundreds of deep, twisted sloughs 
in the lake and head into the shallow 
tributaries. Since countless fish must 
work their way from the lake into only 
a few river branches, the channels 
along the route are jammed with them. 

In the summer it’s possible to take 
whites in deep water with a specially

e toughest and meanest game 
animal on the North American 
continent? That’s easy! It’s the 
European wild boar that ranges the 
tangled fastness of the Unaka Moun- 
tains in eastern Tennessee and western 
North Carolina. And I believe most 
sportsmen who have hunted him would 
agree. 

Cornered or enraged, the boar fears 
no living thing. He has hog strength 
and the cussedness and meanness of all 
hogs. Nimble as a deer and almost as 
fast, possessed of a temper as hair- 
triggered and vicious as any bear's, 
this alien from the Ural Mountains of 
Russia—whence comes the name of 
“Rooshian” by which the mountain 
people distinguish him from their half- 
domesticated native razorbacks—is in 
a class by himself. He’s a quarry and a 
trophy worth whatever he costs in time, 
heartbreaking effort, and risk to dogs 
or men. 

Only one other game animal in the 
mountains of the South comes near to 
being his equal. That is the black bear. 
And experienced hunters say that pound 
for pound the bear is no match for the 
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STRATIONS BY

boar. A bear fights wickedly, but he 
lacks the blind, deadly rage, the “‘T’ll get 
you and I don’t give a damn what hap- 
pens to me’’ courage of the hog. 


No Dog Pack Can Hold Him 


A pack of good dogs can hold a bear 

but not a wild boar—at bay. The 
boar will back in against a rock or log 
to protect his rear and fight off the 
pack until he is rested and ready to 
run again. When he makes up his mind 
to break bay he charges out through 
the ring of dogs like a thunderbolt, 
heedless of odds, and chopping and 
slashing with his long, keen tusks. Woe 
to the hound foolhardy enough to stand 
in his way! If you want to see a dog 
really cut to ribbons, look at one that 
has made the mistake of fighting it out 
with a boar at close quarters! 

All in all, for sheer devilishness and 
guts I'd rate the wild hog at the head 
of the list. But I have to confess I’m 
prejudiced. It was a Unaka Mountain 
boar that gave me the closest call of 
my life. 

My experience was highly unusual.

In fact, as far as I know, it was unique. 
And I must add that I brought it down 
on my own head. 

Ordinarily the wild hog does not pick 
a quarrel with humans if he can avoid 
it. He’s wary and retiring, and if you 
let him alone he’s usually willing to do 
as much for you. But he tolerates no 
liberties, and he’s a fiend when aroused. 
It’s a good thing for hunters that they 
normally make contact with a _ wild 
boar only when his attention is fully 
taken up with the dogs. Even that 
failed to give protection in my case. 

Val Solyom, of Nashville, and I were 
hunting in the wild and rugged country 
above Tellico Plains, the little eastern 
Tennessee town that is the wild-boar 
capital of this continent. Ben Ellis, 
owner of the most famous pack of bear 
dogs in the mountains, was guiding us. 

Val was the hunter of the party. I 
carried nothing more formidable than 
a camera. It was my ambition to make 
a series of photographs of a boar at 
bay, fighting off the hounds. No one 
had done it up to that time. As staff 
photographer for the Tennessee De- 
partment of Conservation I had gone 
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The hog spilled me and lunged at the dog. Ben scaled a rock with a long-bladed knife in his hand 
= Si 


out on thirty boar hunts, climbing and 
racing through mountain thickets day 
after day in the hope of making such 
pictures. But I always came _ back 
empty-handed. The hunt with Val was 
to be the thirty-first try. 

We left our car on the road and 
headed into the wild country along Bald 
River. Ben had brought four of his best 
dogs, Lead, Old Red, and two mongrels 
noted for savage infighting. We started 
with the dogs on leash but less than a 
mile from the road we came on fresh 
hog sign and turned them loose 

Lead and Old Red struck almost in- 
stantly and the four dogs were off, cold- 
trailing straight upasteep ridge and mak- 
ing the mountains ring with hair-lifting 
hound music. They really talked on that 
boar’ track, and we went clambering 
and running up the ridge behind them. 

Following hounds on a boar track is 
no job for a cream puff. The wild hog 
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keeps to the roughest and most broken 
country. If there is a rock-strewn slope 
covered with a tangled mat of laurel he 
makes for it. If there is a rhododendron 
hell where the big laurel and dog hobble 
are so thick a man can barely claw his 
way through on all fours, the boar 
plunges into it. His endurance is some- 
thing to marvel at. All in all, keeping 
up with the dogs on a boar trail is 
something even the most seasoned 
mountain hunter can hardly hope to do. 


The Dogs Slowly Pulled 


Away 


Ben, Val, and I panted along after 
the pack, up one ridge and down into a 
valley, up again and down the far side 
of the second ridge. The dogs slowly 
pulled away from us in spite of every- 
thing we could do and in spite of the fact 
they were still following a cold track. 

“That's a boar,’’ Ben said as we came 


into a timbered cove at the foot of the 
second ridge. “Ain’t no gonna 
travel that way.” 

We were struggling up the 
ridge, fighting our way through 
brier, pulling ourselves up in places 
with the aid of brush and saplings 
when we heard the dogs open on a hot 
trail on the far side of the crest. We 
knew they had roused the boar 
his daytime bed. 

A wild and frenzied clamor broke 
from the throats of the four dogs when 
they drank in the first hot reek of wild 
hog. They went insane with eagerness 
and their bawling rolled back to us 
like bugle notes. But it faded fast. We 
fought our way to the crest of the ridge 
and when we topped out, breathless and 
drenched with sweat, the voice of the 
last dog had faded into silence and we 
couldn't tell in which direction the 
chase had gone.

With awesome voice, 
as if he didn’t quite believe it, he

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whispered quietly, ‘“There’s a buck!’’ 

Excitement spurted up like a geyser. 
We followed the line of Don’s arm 
toward a great yellow pine, where the 
jumbled crags piled down to river's 
edge. There stood a sleek two-point 
mule-deer buck,  hair-trigger ears 
pitched forward, wet nose quivering, 
ready to bolt! Breathlessly Maurie 
reached for his rifle . . 

Five people aboard that boat wanted 
a buck. Maurie, his wife Paquita, Harry, 
Hal Roach Jr. (the movie maker), and 
yours truly. 

To understand how badly we wanted 
a buck, you'd have to learn of our last- 
minute disappointment after planning 
what started out to be the perfect hunt. 
Take a map, run your trigger finger 
all over the United States, and ask, 
“Where, in all this, is the most prim- 
itive hunting country left? Where the 
bucks are the biggest, thickest, and 
unhunted ?” 

My finger stopped in Idaho, along 
that 150-mile wilderness stretch of the 
Salmon River, between Shoup and Rig- 


gins, known as the River of No Return. 
You don’t get into it or through it 
except by boat, and when you do you’re 
in for a wild and thrilling ride. 

I'd lived within 200 miles of the 
region, yet I’d waited half a lifetime 
for a chance to hunt there. Then it 
came! Don’s boat was chartered months 
in advance, and all preparations made. 
Then, when it was too late to alter our 
plans, the state Department of Fish 
and Game cut ten days off the hunting 
season—and ours was the last hunt 
booked! 

Disappointed, we decided to go any- 
way. The rub was, it would take four 
or five days of downriver travel through 
high country to get to where the deer 
were concentrated in their lower, late- 
season range. With luck we might 
reach Warren Creek in time for a day 
or two of hunting. 

But here it was the next-to-last day 
of the season. We hadn’t made it to 
Warren Creek, and the river was too 
treacherous to run at night. Then Don 
spotted that two-pointer, farther up 
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the river than deer were supposed to be. 

Don and Paul eased the thirty-foot 
craft over to a sand bar, and the safety 
on Maurie’s .300 Savage went tick. 

A hundred yards downriver the buck 
watched immobile—maybe fascinated 
by the odd, animated driftwood floating 
through a country few humans ever see.

I looked upward. There, half silhou- 
etted against the sky in the fast- 
gathering dusk, was a buck such as a 
hunter sees only in a dream. His body 
was heavy and deep, his massive ant- 
lers spread out over him like a gnarled 
apple tree. In two decades of hunting, 
I'd never seen such a muley!

Only Once in Two Lifetimes 


Don, amazed to see a second buck 
where deer weren't supposed to be, 
gasped, “You'll hunt 100 years, Paquita, 
before you see his equal!”

Surely they didn’t have a chance!

They spoke of him merely as the Big 
One, and cursed him from hell to break- 
fast as a cannibal trout allergic to arti- 
ficial flies. He dwelt in an alluring run 
in a certain stream, not 100 miles out 
of New York City, which is so popular 
that if all the anglers who frequent it 
should, on any one day, go in over their 
boots, there would be no water left for 
the fish. Also, should you assume that 
the little river holds other twenty-inch 
trout, compose yourself. A _ thirteen- 
incher is just about tops in that water. 

Timothy’s run is about 100 feet long 
and in that part of the river dedicated 
to fly fishing only. The doctor and I had 
often wondered just why that particular 
run no longer yielded a fish, for it fairly 
yells trout. 

The current sets against the right- 
hand bank as you look upstream, and 
glides along unruffled as though proud 
of its own beauty. Its placid surface 
fools you. It appears as serene as a 
millpond, but a dry Royal Coachman 
will sail down its surface like a sloop in 
an America’s Cup race. Also, careful as 
you may be, your leader will ruffle that 
smooth surface and warn the trout. 

The water depth plays you for a suck- 
er, too. Try to wade upstream where 

> current sets: against the bank, and 
you're in up to your waist. Go up the 
Shallow side of the run and you find 
yourself on a steep incline, covered 

th rounded stones that skid under- 
ot and do their best to dunk you.

| \ he few anglers who had seen Timo- 
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Then why not fish from the bank? 
Ah, nice you brought that up. The 
right-hand bank supports a growth of 
sizable trees, standing, as you might 
say, elbow to elbow. They are draped 
with wild-grape and woodbine vines. 
A cast from that bank is impossible 
The left-hand bank is thick with alders, 
and with briers that reach out and 
scratch your face, hook into your 
clothing, and catch line and fly. 

So you wade, slipping and sliding on 
the treacherous stopes. The trees hang 
low over the water, some of their 
branches almost touching it. Your cast 
must be made with rod parallel to the 
water and held low. The cast also must 
be short, hardly more than the length 
ot your nine-foot leader. Smart trout, 
that Timothy. He knew where he would 
be hard to get at. 


It Looks Fishy—and Tough 


For an outsize trout, it is the best 
hide-out on the stream. It offers more 
hazards than an obstacle race. It is a 
challenge, because it looks so fishy 
and so tough that most fishermen, fig- 
uring that everybody else has passed it 
up as hopeless, decide it’s just the spot 
for them. Should I ever run out of flies 
on that little river, I'll climb a tree on 
the bank of that run. Those branches 
that reach out over the water should 
yield a fine harvest of flies and gut. 

Last summer the doctor he’s a 
Ph.D.—and I met for a sandwich sup- 
per just as the sun was setting. Our 
dining room was a scrubby pasture not 
100 yards from Timothy’s hangout. We 
compared notes. Between us we had 
only three trout, the largest eleven 
inches. Punk fishing, you might say. 
But not on that stream. All day we 


had toiled diligently behind a throng 
of anglers, many of whom had splashed 
heavy-footed up each run and through 
each pool, punishing the water with 
their lines as though lashing a reluctant 
bull into his paddock. We had no com- 
plaints. It took finesse for us to catch 
trout under those conditions, and we 
were quite content. 

“Fish that run just above the 
bridge ?”"’ I asked, biting into a ham- 
and-lettuce sandwich. 

“Sure I did. Dry fly when I went up- 
stream, wet fly, then weighted bucktail 
later when I came down. Not a rise. 
Don’t understand it. Best bit of water 
on the river, but I’ve drawn a blank 
for three years running. Always used 
to be some nice trout in it—if you 
could get ‘em, which wasn't often—but 
at least you could see 'em rise. Wouldn't 
be surprised to learn that some yahoos 
fish it illegally —-at night, and with 
live minnows.” 

“Could be, but they haven't taken all 
of them. I fished it too. Not a flicker. 
But I knew there just had to be a trout 
in there, and a good one. There is.” 

The doctor choked on a mouthful of 
cake and coughed until his eyes were 
streaming. He eased his anguish with 
a swig of coffee from the vacuum bottle. 
‘How do you know?” he gasped. 

‘Come with me,” I replied, rising to 
my feet. ‘“‘You know that tangle of wiid 
grapevines about halfway up the run? 
We're going to crawl up to them, part 
‘em gently, and stick our faces slowly 
over the bank. With luck you'll see 
the trout right in his front yard—lying 
this side of a big submerged rock about 
two feet from the bank. But make the 
slightest disturbance, and he'll streak 
for his hide-out under the tree roots.”’ 


Down on Our Bellies 


As we neared the spot the doctor, 
following my lead, bellywhopped to the 
bank. With infinite care we parted the 
vines and looked over. 

“You should be right on top of him,” 
I whispered 

At first I could not see the trout in 
the limpid depths. Then, as my eyes ad- 
justed themselves to the shine of the 
water, I saw a long dark shape beside 
the submerged rock. There he lay, 
with hardly a quiver of fin or tail. 

“JeeYOUdas!” whispered the doctor. 
“What a sweetheart!” 

A cricket, resenting our snakelike 
progress through the vines, then leaped 
too far out. It fell into the water a foot 
or two above the rock and began to 
kick energetically back toward the 
bank. The trout rose with imperceptible 
fin movement, hovered for a moment 
beneath the insect, then took it with a 
slurping sound. The ring the fish made 
on the water started about two feet 
wide, and spread over the quiet surface. 
The doctor was so excited that he 
moved his head. Like a flash the trout 
darted under the roots, leaving a little 
cloud of sediment to mark his going. 

“Show's over. That did it!” I said, 
then, and I rose and brushed the dirt 
from my fishing vest. 

“What of it?’ My friend demanded. 
“We know all we need to know. Tell 
you what—lI'll toss you to see which

I hooked the fish that had sold the pipe and tobacco. He 
had my dollar tucked in his gill.”

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one of us takes first crack at him.” 

“No need to toss. If you think you can 
get him, go to it. But give him at least 
fifteen minutes to forget that excited 
puss of yours.” 

Fifteen minutes later the doctor 
picked up his rod and fumbled with his 
fly box. “He rose to a cricket,” he 
mused, cutting off the Hendrickson dry 
fly he had on his leader. “He ought t 
take a big black fly, maybe a dry Blac! 
Gnat.” 

He eased intothe stream about twenty 
feet below the foot of the run and ad 
vanced with catlike steps. I had to smik 
as I turned away and left him. I earn 
estly hoped that my learned frien 
would hook that big trout, but I’d hav: 
taken the long end of almost any odds 
against it. I’d had too many trying 
experiences in just that spot to have 
any faith in ordinary methods such as 
the doctor would surely use. It was dusk 
when he got back-—no fish, and his 
leader was dangling flyless from his 
rod. 

“What happened?” I asked. 

“Lost two Black Gnats in_ those 
damned trees,” he explained. ‘Couldn't 
wade out to free them, so I tried to tug 
them loose, and the waving of the 
branches must have scared the trout. 
Yet when I first came to the foot of the 
run I saw him make a swirl. I give up.” 


Once Hooked, Twice Shy 


“T spotted that trout—at least I think 
it must be the same one—two years 
ago,’ I said, filling my pipe. “I saw him 
last year in June, when he grabbed a 
little yellow butterfly. But as I size it 
up, the trees aren’t the only hazard. 
It’s impossible to wade into that run 
without making an unholy racket on 
those round stones, and setting up 
waves on the water. Also, I'm convinced 
that the fish is devilishly gut-shy. Prob- 
ably in the past he was hooked, got 
away, and now is wise. I've tried gut 
that couldn’t possibly hold him—4X and 
5X—but he wouldn't take.” 

“T wish somebody would take the cuss 
out of there, just the same,” said the 
doctor reflectively. ‘“There’s room in 
that run for a dozen nice trout, but 
there won’t be any so long as that old 
pirate is there. He’s a snob. He snubs 
us. Makes me think of a fellow I used 
to know in school. His folks were rich, 
and he was the only kid with a nice 
car of his own. His name was Timothy 
the 3rd’—here the _ doctor’s nose 
wrinkled a bit—‘“and he wasn’t pop- 
ular.”’ 

“This Timothy sticks up his nose at 
everything too,’’ I said, as we walked 
back to the car. “Someday we may 
catch up with him.” 

The season waned. The weather w 
dry and our little river got low. But 
that lovely quiet valley lying between 
low, wooded mountain ranges, its old 
stone walls draped with wild grape and 
woodbine, drew us back. What if we 
got no fish? That was to be expected 
and quite all right. Fly fishing gives 
pleasure not so much in the actual cap- 
ture of trout as it does in its priceless 
by-products: the sound of flowing 
water on rattling shingle, the color of

“hen the third shot rang out on 
\\ the frosty morning air the fox’s 
tail seemed to wave me a taunt- 
ing good-by as it disappeared over the 
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brow of the knoll. I had feared when I 
pressed the trigger that I was an in- 
stant too late. And I.was certain of it 
when I examined the spot where the fox 


had been. There was no hair, blood, or 
sprawling tracks in the skim of snow. 
Not only had I been too late on that 
shot—tthe first two shots had also been 
misses. 

The fox had been started an hour 
earlier on Oak Hill, a tree-studded area 
adjoining the Connecticut River in west- 
ern New Hampshire.

So I called the dogs and started for 
home. But I promised myself that we 
would be back on the next tracking 
snow. 

Two days later, in the afternoon, 
clouds began to gather and at bedtime 
the sky was heavily overcast.

orty years ago the cattlemen 

around Montrose, Colo., offered a 

reward of $100 to the hunter who 
would rid the country of a giant grizzly 
which for years had been the scourge 
of the range lands. Many tried but 
none succeeded in bringing down the 
bruin. And each year the bear became 
more wary of traps, poisoned baits, and 
pitfalls. Like a coyote, the Killer—as 
the grizzly came to be known-——-seemed 
to develop a sixth sense for danger, 
with the result that the annual loss of 
cattle mounted while the ranch owners 
seemed less and less able to do any- 
thing about it. 

Finally one autumn a group of Mont- 
rose men organized a hunting expedi- 
tion. In the party was Oscar Lampman, 
a seasoned hunter and outdoorsman of 
fifty-three. As a lad he had trudged 
barefooted every mile of the way from 
Sheboygan Falls, Wis., to Garnett, 
Kans.

used to fish that lake,” con- 

fided Doc, pointing to a 

pretty little pond a quarter 
mile off the road, “but the 
farmer restocked a while back 
and closed it. Won’t do any good 
to ask permission.” 

“Let’s talk with him anyway,” 
I suggested. 

The farmer was friendly but 
blunt. “If you’ve come to fish, 
I'll have to say no. I stocked the 
lake eighteen months ago and I 
want the fish to grow before I 
open it again.” 

“That’s O.K.,” I said, “but 
could I just see the lake?” 

“Sure,” he replied, eyeing me 
curiously, “I’ve got to take the 
jeep up there after some calves. 
Hop in.” 

e lake was roughly three 
acres in size and seemed to 
have considerable shallow water, 
heavily grown with coontail and 
water chinquapin, a lilylike plant 
known locally as yonkopin. Back 
at the barn again, we penned the 
stock, then sat down. 

“Fine bunch of calves,” I 
commented. “How many head 
will that pasture support for a 
season?” 

““Twenty-five,’’ the farmer 
came right back. 

“With fifty head, how long 
would the pasture last?” 

He laughed. “Man,” he said, 
“you’d ruin it quick—and ruin 
your stock too!” 

“You wouldn’t have twenty- 
five fat animals and twenty-five 
poor ones?”

“Nope. You'd have fifty poor 
ones, and a ruined range.” 

After a long pause I said, 
grinning; “I should think you’d 
practice with water what you 
preach with land.” 

At first I thought I'd angered 
him, then he_ grinned back. 
Water and land, he assured me, 
are different. He’d put 2,100 
bluegills and 300 bass in the 
pond, but they were little. He 
wanted ’em to grow up. 

So I told him. 

The average pond in his sec- 
tion produces, without fertiliza- 
tion, 200 pounds of fish per 











































































acre; thus his three-acre pond 
had a production potential of 
600 pounds. Under favorable 
conditions a year-old bass will 
weigh a pound, and bluegills 
grow proportionately. So his 300 
bass and 2,100 bluegills pero 
filled that 600-pound potent 
at the end of the first year. 
Now, fish don’t stop there; they 
keep on growing, and_ they 
spawn. 

Bass spawn when they’re a 
year old —< nose been a 
to spawn . eggs apiece. 
Acuning omg er iocmeery 4 
were females and spawn 
4,000 eggs apiece, 200,000 were 
spawned the previous spring. 
Even if only a tenth of 1 percent 
of the eggs produced fingerlings, 
he now had 600 additional bass 
—twice the number of the 
original planting. If only half 
the fingerlings survived, they 
couldn’t attain normal growth 
unless the mature fish were 
removed. Meanwhile spawning 
bluegills, likewise prolific, would 
have contributed to the over 
population. 

What happens to fish with in- 
sufficient food shouldn’t happen 
to an egg-sucking dog! They be- 
come stunted, the fishing is 
ruined, the pond just can’t pro- 
duce as it should. 

The farmer, alarmed at the 
prospect [I outlined, asked me 
what to do. 

“Just what you do with your 
cattle!”’ I shot back. “Skim off 
the surplus at every opportunity. 
Remember, every steer above 
twenty-five on that pasture is a 
liability. So is every fish over the 
carrying capacity of that pond 
of yours!” 

All this was seven years ago. 
Today the farmer and I are firm 
friends. His pond produces 600 
pounds of fish a year, sport— 
for me, his other friends, and 
himself—and food for all hands, 

Such tactics don’t work with 
all fish, of course; but it is well- 
nigh impossible to “fish out” a 
pond stocked with bass and blue- 
gills. The danger is in not tak- 
ing enough fish.—Bud Jackson.

He 
certainly got enough thrills to last any 
ordinary man a lifetime. 
We'd packed into the Yaqui country, 
seeking gold; but we were there scarce-

cats caused us to forget all about world- 
ly riches. We had camped in a small, 
secluded cove, scouting the adjacent 
draws, looking for float ore. One eve- 
ning, after the horses had been hobbled 
and turned out to graze, we strolled up 
the canyon, bent on gathering the 
night’s wood—and met a tigre almost 
face to face! 

Now, the sight of a tigre in the wilds, 
even when you're armed to the teeth, 
is not exactly conducive to calm nerves 
and quiet heartbeats.

care of his gun is foolish; the man 
who neglects his dog is both foolish 
and ungrateful. 

This is particularly true in the case 
of your hunting dog. His work is ex- 
hausting and calls for a sound body and 
a clear head. He is not a machine, but 
a living thing with feelings and physical 
needs much like your own. 

In the pictures on these and the four 
following pages, some fine points of 
dog care are demonstrated by J. P. 
Rooney of West Redding, Conn., an 
expert on the subject. The patient 
model is his Windy Hill Rockette, 
called Etta for short. Rooney also 
passes along these tips to dog owners: 

A certain amount of exercise is a 
necessity for any dog; it prevents di- 
gestive troubles and constipation, and 
helps keep the skin supple. Exercise is 
doubly important if the dog is used for 
hunting. He should not be run strenu- 
ously on the week-end without being 
properly exercised every day. 

While you are hunting, see that the 


[i hunter who doesn’t take good 
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When you come back from a hunt, rub and dry your dog well, 
especially on chest and stomach. Above, J. P. Rooney and Etta 
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dog gets a drink of water every half 
to three quarters of an hour. If you are 
going to be out all day, take along some 
dog food containing a lot of meat, to 
replenish his store of energy. 

If your dog is wet after a cold day’s 
hunt, and must make the trip home in 
a chilly car, wrap him in a blanket and 
keep him out of drafts so he won't 
catch cold. When you get home and 
hustle yourself into warm, dry clothes, 
remember that your dog doesn’t have 
a spare skin; help him to dry his only 
suit by giving him a good rubdown. 

With dogs, as with humans, home 
doctoring shouldn’t be carried too far. 
If the animal runs a temperature above 
102 degrees (101 is normal), call a 
veterinarian. It is cheaper in the long 
run to consult a qualified person any 
time the dog seems seriously ill. 

Don’t show your affection by over- 
feeding. If your dog gains too much 
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weight, he needs either less food or 
more exercise. 

Bathing is another thing that is likely 
to be overdone. If a dog is groomed 
frequently and well, he can go weeks, 
months, and even years without a bath 
and be better off than the canine that 
is constantly floating in suds. Too- 
frequent bathing robs the skin and coat 
of the natural oils needed for health 
and good appearance. 

When you do give a bath, avoid soap 
containing chemicals that might irritate 
the dog’s skin. The water should be 
just warm enough that you can hold 
your wrist in it without discomfort, 
certainly no more than 95 degrees F. 
Work up a good lather and soap the 
dog well, but be sure to rinse well. 

It does no good to groom your dog 
conscientiously if the place where he 
sleeps is infested with fleas and other 
parasites. Spray the kennel, box, or 
basket frequently with a _ 5-percent 
DDT solution; clean and air permanent 
bedding, and replace papers and other 
temporary material regularly.

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Carefully examine the paw pads and the spaces between them, 
looking for cuts, briars, stones and other foreign objects 
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Give your dog a good grooming at least once a day, not only A good grooming method is to brush first with the hair, then 
for appearance but also to fight parasites and skin disease against it (as shown above), and finally with the hair again 





The nozzle of a hose-type vacuum cleaner makes quick work of removing dust, dirt, burrs, and some fleas 
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Use veterinarian’s dusting powder against parasites, ruffling back the hair so powder goes right to skin 
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This shouldn’t happen to a dog. Don’t try to comb burrs out “Teasing” is a better way to remove burrs. Pull the hairs 
of the coat. Cuitine out wads of hair is a last resort, too out of the burr, being careful not to tug at their roots 
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To give liquid medicine, hold the dog’s jaws closed Tilt the head back and pour the medicine into the pouch 
from a spoon. If necessary, get someone to hold lips open 


and pull the lips apart to form a pouchlike opening

Just any old line won’t do. 
This article tells how to select the 
right type for various kinds of bait 


casting and trolling 


a fishing line and nothing more. 

That is all right as far as it goes, 
but to the angler who takes his sport 
seriously the line is an important mem- 
ber of the basic trio of rod, reel, and 
line. It is chosen with care and with 
intelligent consideration of the rods and 
lures with which it will be used. 

This business of line selection can get 
very complicated because of the wide 
variety of rod lengths and actions, lure 
weights and their susceptibility to 
wind resistance, and vagaries of the 
wind itself. The latter, of course, varies 
not only in strength but also in direc- 
tion, which makes a new problem for 
every point of the compass and every 
change of lure. 

Naturally, you can’t expect to have 
a special line for every possible combi- 
nation of conditions. The best you can 
do is to consider your own probable 
fishing needs and get the line or lines 
that will be most generally useful to 
you. But remember that whatever line 
you get for a particular rod and method 
of fishing, it will not be perfect for all 
the conditions you will encounter. Even 
the length and weight of the leader 
will make a difference in the way a line 
performs. 

However, it is possible to strike an 
average set-up for each type of fishing, 
which will serve as a guide in your line 
selection. That is what I intend to do 
in this article with reference to bait 
casting and trolling, leaving spinning 
and fly fishing for discussion next 
month. If I omit some point that you 
consider important, it is not necessarily 
because I am unaware of the exceptions 
to what I say, but because I want to 
avoid overcomplicating the matter.

Cane-pole Lines 


I'm going to start at the very begin- 
ning, with the lines to be used with an 
ordinary cane pole. Here strength and 
some degree of stiffness are essential 
for best performance. You can use a 
heavier line with a fairly heavy sinker 
than you can with a light one, and if 
you use no sinker at all it may again 
be best to use the heavier line. 

On the whole, salt-water lines rang- 
ing from 18 to 30-lb. test will be O.K. 
for most cane-pole purposes, though 
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you may use much heavier without 
trouble. However, because of their non- 
kinking qualities the finished-surface 
fly lines may prove far more pleasant 
and easy to use, especially when you 
are not fishing with a sinker. You may 
also consider the possibilities of solid 


‘synthetics. I’ve never tried this mate- 


rial out with a cane pole. Much of it is 
stiff in the heavier calibrations, but it 
can be used to good advantage if the 
lure, bait, or sinker is heavy enough to 
straighten out the line when it is 
dapped or cast. 

The other lines, either twisted or 
braided, may be made of linen, cotton, 
or nylon yarn. While the last-named 
is new, it has been well received by 
salt-water anglers and so should be all 
right for cane-pole work, especially be- 
cause of its resistance to rotting when 
not well cared for. Linen, of course, is 
excellent, and cotton has the advan- 
tage of being low in cost. As for sur- 
faced fly lines, we shall take them up 
next month. 

For use with a bamboo pole, I'd sug- 
gest that you take some old fly line that 
has become too short for practical fly 
fishing and cut it up into the desired 
lengths. If you are not a fly fisherman 
yourself, you may be able to get some 
old line from a friend. Then, if you like 
it, buy a level (no taper) line of a size 
you like and cut it to suit your needs. 

This cane-pole fishing is elementary, 
but believe me you can bring into it

both lightness and skill. Just as fly 
fishermen brag about their light rods, 
cane fishermen go into ecstasies over 
their pet poles. And for some fishing, 
as along the banks of bayous and 
canals, the cane pole is the most prac- 
tical and effective way of fishing for 
a variety of fresh-water fish. I know 
from experience in testing fly, bait- 
casting, and spinning tackle against it. 


For Bait Casting and Trolling 


Now we'll take up lines for bait cast- 
ing and trolling. Generally speaking, 
the smaller the line diameter and the 
softer the make-up, the easier you can 
cast with it. But there are other things 
to be considered here, and a line that 
appears to be just right at the begin- 
ning may not prove out so well with 
hard usage. For instance, a soft-braided, 
nonwaterproofed line of small diameter 
will work like a charm for a while, but 
after a couple of hours of more or less 
constant fishing it becomes quite 
troublesome. It gets so thoroughly 
water-soaked that the cast is retarded 
by the excess moisture, to say nothing 
of the free shower bath you get with 
each throw. Of course, there are soft- 
braided lines that are waterproofed. 
These are better than the untreated 
ones, but even they pick up more water 
and lose strength more quickly than the 
hard-braided lines. 

In my estimation, the very best all- 
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“Pretty ingenious, eh?’’

around casting line is a hard-braided 
one made from threads that have been 
waterproofed before braiding. None of 
the hard-braided lines will cast as easily 
as the soft-braided ones, simply be- 
cause they are stiffer. But with a bit 
of use this stiffness becomes less, and 
often a line that seemed objectionable 
on the first two or three trips finally be- 
comes very pleasant to use. 


What Size or Strength? 


The proper size or strength of casting 
line depends on the weight of the fish 
you are after, the weight and action of 
| the rod and lure you are using, and your 
| own temperament. The last item can 
| be very important; if you are excit- 
| able and react violently to the strike of 
|a fish, you will need a strong line to 
stand the shock. 

Muskies, which are among the largest 
fish found in fresh water, are often 
taken with light bait-casting tackle—a 
lightweight rod and 12 to 14-lb.-test 
line. Nevertheless, I contend that ultra- 
light tackle is not practical for use 
with these fish in any water where you 
are likely to encounter large specimens. 
You may need to use large lures that 
have very heavy wire hooks. It takes 
power to send home the barbs, espe- 
cially in a big, tough muskie. 

For such fishing, I think it is a wise 
idea to forget the extremely light stuff 
and use something sturdy, including a 
rod that has backbone enough to send 
home 4/0 to 6/0 treble hooks securely 
above the barb. In a line this means 18 
to 24-lb. test, and I’d recommend the 








24 if you lean to large lures. Even 30- 
lb. test may be needed if the fish run 
extra large, if you are using large 
lures and a very stiff rod, and if you 
don’t want to take any chance of losing 
some really good takers. 

With an 18-lb.-test line and a moder- 
ately stiff bass casting rod, you can 
cast nicely both the regular bass-size 
lures and the larger regulation muskie 
types. But you may have trouble set- 
ting the hooks unless the rod is defi- 
nitely on the stiff side and the points of 
the hooks are needle sharp. 

The same lines will do for northern 
pike, although here one would not 
ordinarily need a 24-lb. test. Also, you 
may use lighter than 18-lb. test with 
less chance of losing a fish. 

For bass, a 12-lb.-test line is about 
right under average conditions. The 
diameter is small enough to cast well, 
and it is strong enough to take care of 
all but the most hazardous conditions, 
such as in very heavy weeds or snags 
where you must “horse’’ a fish to keep 
it from getting entangled, or in fast, 
heavy water where you have to pull 
the fish in by main force. 

Of course, if you want to fish with 
lures of % oz. or less, you will need 
lines that test no more than 12 lb. 
for the %-oz. weight and 8 or 6 lb. for 
the lighter ones. And when you step 
down to % oz. and particularly less, you 
must also have a rod to conform, other- 
wise, you won’t do very well unless 
you are a genius of a certain sort. 

You can do wonders with light tackle, 
even to landing very large fish, if the 
tackle is right, if you know how to use

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it, and if the water is suitable. But when 
it comes to very light lures we enter the 
realm of spinning tackle, the lines for 
which will be discussed in this depart- 
ment next month. 

As far as bait casting goes, I feel 
that 12-lb. test is getting quite low, but 
with the right rod and reel it is excel- 
lent for lures of not less than % or more 
than % oz. in weight. Line of about 
14-lb. test will take care of 14 oz. up to 
%-oz. lures as nicely as anything could, 
and will even do a good-enough job 
with the % oz., provided the line is of 
the right texture and the lure of the 
bulletlike type which has little air re- 
sistance. The extra strength gives 
greater security when you encounter a 
strike from a large fish, especially if 
you are a bit careless and forget to test 
your line frequently 

All lines lose strength in use, espe- 
cially the part near the lure where there 
is excessive wear in fishing near stumps 
and rocks. When you are working 
under such conditions, a few minutes 
taken out of each half or three quar 
ters of an hour, for checking th 
strength of the line, may save you a 
good fish. Do I practice what I’m 
preaching? Not all the time, but when 
I fail to do so I usually pay for it. 


Size Requirements in Brief 


To sum up the requirements in bait- 
casting line for muskies, bass, wall-eye 
or northern pike, and lake trout—-where 
they respond to this method of fishing 
the following should meet the needs of 
the average fisherman: 

Muskies, with heavy, stiff muskie rod 
and large, heavy lures, 24 to 30-lb. test; 
with bass rod of medium to heavy 
weight, 18 to 24-lb. test. 

Lake trout, when surface feeding, 
18-lb. test. 

Wall-eye pike, when susceptible to 
casting, 18-lb. test. 

Bass, largemouth and smallmouth, 
for heavy work with % to %-oz. plugs 
and lures, 18-lb. test; for average use, 
14 to 15-lb. test; for lures down to % oz. 
(skillful use), 12-lb. test; for 14 -oz. 
bait casting (very skillful), 6 to 8-lb. 
test. 

The work with 6 to 8-lb.-test line is 
not recommended to anglers who have 
no real conception of this particular 
type of fishing and the skill it involves. 
To get anywhere with it, you must have 
special equipment, enthusiasm, and a 
high tackle I.Q. 

For most trolling purposes your bait- 
casting lines will suffice. The exceptions 
however, are important. 

Take, for instance, trolling for lake 
trout when they are in deep water 
which is most of the time when you can 
fish for them legally. Here the best line 
is definitely one that sinks without the 
aid of any weight besides the lure, be 
cause it gets down to the fish at a more 
direct angle than is possible with a yarn 
or thread line that must be taken down 
with a sinker. Of course, wire is the 
most logical answer to this problem 
There are two general types. One is 
made of many small-calibration lines 
twisted or braided together; the other 
is solid wire—that is, a single strand 
of whatever calibration is needed. 
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The twisted-wire lines are perhaps 
the stronger, but they are bulky and 
have a springiness that calls for a 
large reel. Also, because of the bulk 
and the air spaces between the strands, 
they do not sink so readily as the solid 
lines. On the gther hand, they do not 
get into dangerous kinks so easily. 

One of the advantages of the solid 
metal line is its small bulk in propor- 
tion to its strength. This permits the 
use of a comparatively small reel in 
fishing at considerable depth, and the 
line spools more smoothly than the 
twisted type. A very satisfactory line is 
made of an alloy of nickel and copper, 
and I find that a size .015 or slightly 
larger in this solid metal is about the 
best for deep trolling in general. 

In recent years many anglers have 
been using solid-filament nylon for 
trolling with a sinker or a fairly heavy 
lure where no great depth is needed 
to reach the fish. In some Western 
waters this material in heavy calibra- 
tions and very great lengths has proved 
effective in trolling for large rainbows. 

Personally, I have not tried the solid- 
filament nylon except in the small sizes 
as used for spinning—that is, not heav- 
ier than 5 to 6-lb. test. I heartily ap- 
prove it for certain kinds of trolling, 
but for the very deep work I think the 
wire lines are best. With the solid metal 
you can reach considerable depth with- 
out using a sinker, which is always 
more pleasant. Naturally, if you need 
to get very deep you will have to use 
a sinker even with the solid line.—Ray 
Bergman.

We trudged down the ridge and for 
the next three hours combed the road- 
iess wilderness between the Bald and 
the upper Tellico. We followed ridges 
and we stopped time after time in coves 
and gaps, listening, hoping to pick up 
a far-off thread of hound music. But 
try as we might we could not re-estab- 
lish contact with the pack. 

At noon Ben gave up. “We might as 
well circle back to the car and eat 
lunch,” he said. “It’s a far piece back 
there. If we don’t hear no more from 
the dogs, after we eat we'll drive up the 
Tellico as far as the road goes and 
circle back on the Bald. That hawg 
might go right back where we started 
him!” 

It was, as Ben had said, a far piece 
back to the car, but we made it at last 
and sat down at the roadside to eat. We 
were still eating when, from far up on 
a ridge above the Bald, came the distant 
baying of dogs! 

They were far across the ridge when 
we first picked up the sound. It was 
a low throbbing, like a drumbeat car- 
ried on the wind. But the dogs were 
driving hard and coming straight for 
us, and the baying swelled until it was 
loud and clear. 

We dropped our sandwiches and I 
dived for my camera.

You're 
gonna see quite a boar if you set eyes 
on that fellow!”’ 

The dogs came bawling down off the 
ridge, nearer and nearer, headed for a 
point less than quarter of a mile down 
the road. We ran to intercept them and 
when they were almost on us the boar 
broke suddenly out of the laurel twenty- 
five yards ahead.

canoe paddle. No doubt about it, he was 
custom built to make life miserable for 
other fish. 

“T didn’t know they grew this big,” 
O’Neil said, “but I think he’s a king- 
size bowfin.” 

“Either that or a grandpappy dog- 
fish.”’ 

“You're both right,” a voice cut in. 
Its owner, a gray-haired, scholarly- 
looking chap, had rowed over unnoticed 
while we examined the fish. 


We Get the Real Low-down 


“The scientific name is Amia calva. 
He’s also called a grindle, and down 
South he’s the blackfish or mudfish.”’ 

“Is he any good?” O’Neil asked. 

“Yes and no,” our friend grinned. 
“He’s coarse, ugly, unfit to eat, and 

destructive of game fish—but on a line 
he’s game to the core.” 

“With all his armor plate,’’ I said, 
“he almost seems like a throwback to 
the Dark Ages.” 

“He goes farther back than that, 
even beyond the cave men. Even though 
the pike would resent it, I call him a 
primitive pike because he’s the only 
survivor of the Cretaceous period.

| fish, it’s likely Mr. Bowfin has taken 
|over. Comb his hangout carefully a 
couple of times, and if he likes your 
lure he’s not bashful.” 

He started his motor, waved good-by, 
and headed down the river. O'Neil 
stared after him. 

“That was quite a sales talk,” he said 
thoughtfully. “But I didn’t need it. 
That sample was enough. Feel like 

| hounding some dogfish ?”’

For the next four days we concen- 
trated on bowfins and had the time of 
our lives. Most of them were big, 
and all were savage, brawling battlers 
that asked no quarter and gave none. 
They fought harder than muskies of 


comparable size. We caught them on 
spoons, diving plugs, and spinners. They 
were particularly partial to deep-riding 
pork rind or rubber-skirted lures. Only 
our surface plugs failed to tally. 

Another interesting thing was that 
despite their fierce fights, comparatively 
few well-hooked fish managed to es- 
cape. The one flaw in Old Ironsides’ 
armor seems to be his tough, leathery 
jaws, which hold hooks like magnets. 
Just the same, you couldn’t get care- 
less or take liberties. It was murder t 
try to horse them, for their thick, 
muscled bodies, plus the leverage of 
their long dorsal fins, responded to those 
tactics by generating an amazing 
amount of power. A newcomer at our 
camp wrecked two fine rods trying to 
manhandle them. Thirsting for re- 
venge, he set out next morning with a 
heavy trolling rig. He returned with a 
splintered rod. 

“Stepped on it,” he alibied. 

We were unconvinced and later 
sought out his guide, who was repair- 
ing the rod. “Strongarming a big dog- 
fish,” he said, ‘is like kicking a skunk. 
It just ain’t smart.’ 

Now, any self-respecting skunk would 
resent that slanderous comparison. 
But to any fisherman who is more in- 
terested in the fighting qualities of the 
fish than in his habits, appearance, or 
tastiness, I recommend Old Ironsides 
to you. As the guide might have put 
it, “He just ain’t civilized!”’

constructed rig made up with a hook- 
less surface plug that has a scoop 
mouth. To it is attached a two-foot 
leader and a hook with a small white 
fly. In action the rig looks exactly like 
an active shad minnow. 

Angling at night with a light (legal 
in Kentucky) is also popular. The fish- 
erman ties up his boat at a rock wall 
and flashes the light of a gas lantern 
on the water to attract skipjack min- 
nows which are then used for bait in 
about thirty feet of water. More than 
5,000 pounds of whites were taken by 
this method from one rock ledge near 
Burgin last fall. 

Fishing the shallows in the spring, 
however, is still the most exciting 
method. Many anglers use a bass fly 
rod and medium-size shiner minnows 
A few prefer flies or other lures, al- 
though the trees and rocky ledges make 
casting difficult. A weighted white fly 
artificial minnow, or a fly-weight silver 
spoon also get results. The spawning 
run usually lasts from one to two 
weeks, with a few stragglers being 
picked up over a period of thirty days. 

The deev-water whites are almost as 
rugged on the end of a line as the 
blacks, and they have a crisp, fresh 
taste not unlike crappies. When the 
run is on, it’s not difficult to find them 
Just follow the crowds to Danville and 
Harrodsburg on Route 33. The main 
road near the good runs will be crowded 
on both sides with parked cars. And 
anglers will be at the banks getting 
plenty of action. THE ENP 
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“Friendship” Program 


unters and anglers who are worried 

by the growing problem of posted 
land might get a few ideas from the 
i4-point “friendship” program just 
launched by the Fifth District Federa- 
tion of Kentucky Sportsmen, an or- 
vanization composed of 20 clubs in 10 
northern counties of the Bluegrass 
State. 

Sportsman-farmer’ relations have 
been pretty bad lately in the region 
iround the heavily populated metro- 
politan areas of southern Ohio and 
northern Kentucky. Claiming that city- 
dwelling fishermen and hunters were 
killing off all the game, destroying 
property, and injuring livestock, land- 
owners have joined in “posted area” 
pacts to seal off solid blocks of prop- 
erty along major highways. 

To save their hunting and fishing the 
members of the federation, which is 
Kentucky’s largest organized group of 
sportsmen, have embarked on an en- 
ergetic campaign to win back the 
farmers’ friendship and confidence. The 
14 points of the program include the 
following projects: 


Some of the 14 Points 


Pest control. Sportsmen will help 
farmers rid their property of crows, 
gray foxes, and other nuisances by 
means of organized hunts. 

Planting. The federation will encour- 
age farmers to get free seed, shrubs, 
and trees for conservation work on 
their farms. 

Signs. Farmers will be supplied with 
attractive signs reading “Hunting and 
Fishing by Permit Only,” to replace 
ugly ‘“‘No Hunting or Fishing” signs. 

Personal contact. Sportsmen will keep 
in close touch with agricultural agents, 
soil-conservation men, 4-H clubs, and 
others in the farm field. 

Reward fund. The federation will 
offer $25 for information leading to the 
apprehension of any person damaging 
farm property. 

Understanding. Farmers will be in- 
vited to attend sportsmen’s club meet- 
ings, and sportsmen will speak at 
farmers’ gatherings. 

Visiting. Club members will drop in 
for friendly calls on farmers outside of 
fishing and hunting seasons. 

Magazines. The federation will ar- 
range for a free subscription to the 
state’s fish and game magazine for any 
farmer who wants it. 

Wildlife conservation. Feeding sta- 
tions for birds will be established and 
maintained on farms with the co-opera- 
tion of the owners. 

Fish stocking. Sportsmen will help 
farmers establish farm ponds and water 
holes, and supply them with informa- 
tion on the subject. 

Public relations. Through local news- 
papers and radio stations, the federa- 
tion will try to get better publicity on 
sportsman-farmer relations. 

Members of clubs affiliated with the 
ederation will wear badges or carry 
identification cards, to let the farmer 
know that they are connected with an 
rganization which is trying to help 
him.—Bob Rankin,

some ewes and lambs. So we went back 
to our first sheep camp where I’d taken 
pictures of so many rams. 

Our first day of hunting at the old 
stand was a big one for dad, but a dud 
for me. There were two parallel hog- 
backs, about three quarters of a mile 
apart, leading up to the mountain where 
our ram pictures had been taken. 
When dad and Mac topped out above 
timberline, they looked over to our 
hogback to see how Frank and I were 
coming along, but couldn’t see _ us. 
Frank and I had got above timberline 
before Mac and dad. We had hardly 
reached the edge of the timber before 
we saw five beautiful Stone rams with 
big curling horns, peacefully feeding on 
the other hogback. However, neither 
Mac nor dad could see those sheep be- 
cause of rocks in between. We couldn’t 
call over to them for fear of frighten- 
ing the rams. 

The limit on Stone sheep in British 
Columbia has been reduced to one ram 
a hunter. If I could get over to dad, 
and tell him about the sheep, we could 
each get one. So we dropped down on 
the edge of the hogback and waved our 
arms. I even took off my red shirt and 
waved it. We could see the others stop 
every ten or fifteen minutes; we thought 
they had seen us, but they hadn’t. 

They got within seventy-five yards of 
the sheep and at last saw them—some 
lying down, others grazing.

rimrock on the crest of a mountain 
when we saw a big bull caribou, peace- 
fully feeding. When we'd left home 
iad and I had agreed to leave the cari- 
bou alone, for in our game room is the 
head of a caribou with a double shovel, 
shot by dad in Alberta, and opposite it 
the head of another which almost equals 
the world’s record. The latter dad shot 
in the Yukon in 1947. With two such 
trophies, we didn’t need another. 

However, as we watched this bull 
feeding, and looked at him through the 
spotting scope, dad declared that his 
head would just about equal his Yukon 
trophy. While we watched, the bull 
bedded down. It looked like a very easy 
job to go down and kill the bull in his 
bed. So dad told me, “You and Mac go 
down and get that bull, and I'll stay up 
here and watch. If the bull moves 
while you're making the stalk, I'll sig- 
nal you which way he has gone.”’ 

It took about half an hour to get 
down to the caribou. Our plan was to 
climb to the top of the knoll on which 
the bull lay, and shoot from a prone 
position. We peeked over the top of 
the knoll and were surprised to see the 
bull on his feet and running full tilt. 
He evidently had got our wind. I had 
to shoot offhand. I sent off three shots 
and never touched a hair. I had not 
practiced shooting at a running target. 
I didn’t know how to pick up the rear 
of the bull with the rifle, swing until 
the cross hairs passed his shoulder, and 
then fire. I felt pretty low. Later I 
got plenty of advice at our campfire. 


What with rain and snow, taking 
time out for pictures, and the like, 


twenty days of our thirty-day trip had 
already passed, and it would take at 
least five days to get back to the high- 
way. So we had only five days left to 
hunt. Chances didn’t look too good for 
me to realize my ambition and get a 
good Stone ram. 


We Move Into Caribou Country 


We moved camp one day nearer the 
highway. Frank told us that now we 
were in better caribou country than 
sheep. This section of British Columbia 
is heavily wooded, with very high moun- 
tains, so that all hunting must be done 
on foot. Frank and I started out, and 
had not gone very far when we saw 
two bull caribou above us. Through 
the glasses they proved nothing special, 
so I passed them up. It was lucky I did. 

As we turned from the caribou, Frank 
caught sight of something grayish 
white, and all he could see of it was a 
patch about the size of a hat. He glassed 
it and it turned out to be the face of a 
fine Stone ram. We had a quick talk, 
after sizing up the cover. We could 
sneak through a little gully to the edge 
of some buckbrush, where I could have 
a 200-yard shot from a standing posi- 
tion. There was no chance for a prone 
shot. Or, we could circle the base of the 
nountain, climb to the top, and work 
iown on the ram from above. This 
seemed to be the better plan. The stalk 
took an hour and a half, and by that 
time I had the jitters, thinking how the 
ram would look through the scope, and 
wondering if I could get him.

some veteran baymen and guides hold 
that it is nearer 50 percent. An investi- 
gation of Pennsylvania pheasant shoot- 
ing some years ago showed that birds 
crippled and lost varied from 15.5 
percent for veteran hunters using good 
dogs to 46.7 percent for novice hunters 
shooting without dogs; the average loss 
was 32 percent of the bag. In an ex- 
pertly managed mule-deer hunt in the 
Dixie National Forest in Utah a few 
years ago there was an almost unbe- 
lievably high proportion of cripples— 
25 percent in areas where both sexes 
were hunted, and 42 percent in areas 
where only bucks were legal! 

Only the individual sportsman every- 
where can reduce the game waste 
caused by crippling. It’s a matter of 
skill and self-control—no law or regu- 
lation can ever restrict a man to shoot- 
ing only when the odds are heavily in 
favor of his scoring a clean kill. Old- 
time gunners used to pride themselves 
on running up long strings of single- 
shot kills; the modern idea, too often, is 
to take a long chance on a long shot, 
and if it results in a cripple to forget 
it and look for another bird. 

The real sportsman can reduce the 
game loss from crippling by always 
shooting carefully, and by using re- 
trievers to recover unavoidably crippled 
birds. Sylva, the magazine of the On- 
tario Department of Lands and For- 
ests, recently suggested something even 
better—that the individual hunter re- 
duce crippling by counting in his limit 
every bird he hits, even if he doesn’t 
recover it. This suggestion is one that 
might well be made a part of every 
sportsman’s creed. 

Predators are a sometimes serious 
but often overrated cause of game 
waste. Dr. Ira N. Gabrielson, president 
of the Wildlife Management Institute 
and former director of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, who knows as much 
about them as anyone does, says that 
they aren’t a real factor in more than 
one out of a dozen game-production 
areas, and that killing all the predators 
in America wouldn’t bring back an 
abundant stock of game. The illegal 
hunter is the really dangerous predator 

if we put him out of business game 
managers, with a little help from 
sportsmen, won't have any trouble in 
controlling the lesser ones. 

Starvation is the cause of serious 
game waste, but except for acts of na- 
ture such as last winter’s Western 
blizzards, it usually results from bad 
game management — often influenced 
by the refusal of well-meaning sports- 
men to take a realistic view of condi- 
tions—which protects game so inten- 
sively that the population grows too 
large for the area on which it must 
live. This is a condition which now is 
causing justified anxiety in many of 
‘he states having large herds of white- 
tail deer. 

Few sportsman, and not all game ad- 
ninistrators, realize how much game 
3s wasted by epidemic wildlife diseases.

calities—played the decisive part in| 


|exterminating the passenger pigeon, 


the disappearance of which always has | 
been charged to market hunting. 

Although methods of _ controlling 
botulism have been developed, this 
plague still kills many thousands of 
ducks. There was an outbreak last 
year on the Lower Klamath Refuge in 
northern California. Two newspaper 
writers who visited the refuge reported 
seing 105,000 dead birds. 

Tick infestation kills many thousands 
of deer, elk, and moose. An intestinal 
parasite is deadly to antelope, and 
pneumonia is common among most big- 
game species, especially after periods 
of food shortage. Coccidiosis wipes out 
entire flocks of sage grouse. 

The Wyoming Game and Fish Com- 
mission recently established a_ well- 
equipped laboratory, for the study of 
wildlife disease, and California’s Di- 
vision of Fish and Game has a mobile 
unit for on-the-spot investigations. Al- 
ready drugs have been found which will 
cure some wildlife diseases—though get- 
ting the drugs to, and into, the afflicted 
animals is going to give the field tech- 
nicians plenty of headaches. The work 
of the test-tube boys is just starting, 
but eventually it will save a large quan- 
tity of game now being wasted. Sports- 
men can help by insisting that the 
findings of the research workers—who 
are paid with sportsmen’s dollars—are 
given a thorough trial in practice. 

Stopping game waste is the first step 
in starting the sort of large-scale, high- 
pressure game production we must 
have to keep hunting a top sport. Let’s 
do something about it—now.

Lead Poisoning Deadliest 
to Corn-fed Ducks 


Jild ducks that feed largely on corn 
are more likely to die of lead 
poisoning than ducks that have a bal- 
anced diet, it appears from a progress 
report on an experiment being made 
at the Illinois Natural History Survey 
field laboratory near Havana, III. 
More than 500 ducks——-Pekins, domes- 
tic mallards, and wild mallards—-have 
been under observation in tests de- 
signed to find ways to reduce the loss of 
wild ducks which pick up lead pellets 
in areas heavily shot over by hunters. 
Domestic Pekin ducks survived doses 
of as many as 25 lead pellets when 
given a balanced diet, while Pekins 
given the same dose and fed on corn 
died within a few days. 
The addition of magnesium, phos- 
phorus, or other substances to the lead 


| alloy used in commercial shot did not 


materially reduce the lethal effect of 


'the pellets. On the other hand, heavy 


dosages of arsenic and antimony, basic 
components of commercial shot alloys, 
produced no deaths among the experi- 
mental ducks, indicating that these in- 
gredients are not poisonous as used in 
commercial shot.

yl some really nonskid shoes to wear 
around a boat or canoe, try resoling 
a pair of old moccasin oxfords with 
rope. Or, if you have some unsoled 
canoe moccasins, you can retread them 
with rope before they’re completely 
worn through. So long as the footgear 
is of the true moccasin type with a 
continuous inner sole, you can give it 
a new lease on life. Rope soles properly 
applied will give an amazing amount of 
boat or camp wear. 

First cut carefully through the hand 
stitching halfway around the vamp or 
toe, to permit working from inside. 
(You restitch this after the sole is on, 
using two needles with a continuous 
length of twine between them to sew 
the same moccasin-type stitches.) If 
the shoes are of the soled type, cut off 
the old sole and heel. 

Use 1% or 5/16-in.-diameter rope, 
either cotton or Manila. (They are 
equally nonskid, but the Manila is easier 
to sew.) To estimate the length for 
each shoe, lay the rope on the sole and 
twist it around to cover the surface as 
shown in the drawing, and then allow 
about a quarter of this length extra to 
be on the safe side. Whip one end rough- 
ly to prevent unlaying. 

Lay the unwhipped end at the arch of 
the shoe and begin sewing about 1 in. 
from this end. Use a convenient length 
of stout cotton twine, rubbed with bees- 
wax or common wax to waterproof it 
and threaded double through a heavy 
needle. A sailmaker’s needle is best, 
but a heavy darning needle will do. 
With the latter you'll have to use a 
sharp awl to make the holes in the 
leather, and with either you'll need a 
pair of pliers to pull itt through. 

For this first row around, use the 
holes from the old sole as a guide—or, 
if the shoe was not soled, carry this row 
around so that it comes where the edge 
of a sole would normally be. Start with 
the two ends of the twine knotted inside 
the shoe, carrying the needle through 
the leather and out between the strands 
of the rope. Pass it through the rope so 
as to grip the underneath strand, with 
the other strands over it to protect it 
against wear. Go back through the 
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leather for the next stitch and come 
out again at a point which will carry 
the twine through the rope a strand 
away from the first stitch. In other 
words, there is a stitch at every other 
strand, or about 1% in. apart. 

Keep on stitching until the rope has 
been carried around the sole to the 
starting point. Just before you reach 
there, tuck the cut-off ends between the 
strands of the solid part, making sev- 
eral extra turns or stitches to hold them 
in place. 

From there on, keep carrying the 
rope around, placing each row inside and 
fairly close against the preceding one 
to gradually cover the whole sole. For 
the wider part at the ball of the foot, 
you will have to add one or more short 
inner loops as shown in the drawing. 
When you can estimate exactly the 
amount of rope needed to finish, cut it 
off and whip the end, which is sewed 
down with a few turns around it and 
through the leather. Finally, resew the | 
vamp or toe as directed above. 

You'll have to rethread your needle 
several times in the course of the job. 
Simply knot the new length of thread | 
to the old, using a square knot which | 
is drawn up well into the strands of | 
the rope outside. These rope-soled shoes 
give even surer footing than the ex- 
pensive patented nonskid sneakers, es- | 
pecially on a wet surface. Indeed, the | 
wetter the surface the tighter they | 
stick._J.

Tips on Bass Fishing 


Question: When fishing for bass is it better 
to use a slow or a fast retrieve? How much 
pressure should be on the line when the fish is 
jumping? Is a leader helpful?—Louis Simon- 


son, N. J. 

Answer: In general, a slow retrieve with oc- 
casional sharp jerks on the line gets more 
strikes. When you're playing a jumping fish 


give slack if you’re using a light lure—such as 
a fly. If the lure is a plug or an extra heavy 
bug, keep tension on the line. 

Some lures don’t work well if they’re tied 
directly to the line. In such cases use a leader. 
It’s well to use one, also, if you're fishing with 


a tapered line. It will protect the end of the 
line. When a leader is needed, usually the 
finer it is—within reason—the better success 


| you'll have.—R. B. 











Techniques for Wall-eyes 


Question: What's a good bait for wall-eyes? 
Do you advise trolling for them, or stillfishing? 
—Gene Wandall, Ill. 


Try tempting wall-eyes with min- 
nows or worms. Either trolling or stillfishing 
should get results. A good plan is to troll until 
you locate a school and stillfish as long as the 
wall-eyes continue to take. Then move along with 
the troll until you locate them again.—R. B.

No All-purpose Rod 


Question: Are there distinctly different rods 
for casting with dry flies, wet flies, and bass 
plugs? Can one rod be used for all three?— 
R. Blair Wilson, Ill. 


Answer: There are three types of rods, but 
if you have a good dry-fly rod it can be used 
for casting wet flies. However, what is common- 
ly called a wet-fly rod is too limber and slow in 
action to be any good for use with dry flies. 

A good dry-fly rod with sufficient backbone to 
handle a bass bug might be used for some trout 
fishing, but it would be entirely too much rod 
for average trout-fishing conditions. 

It’s possible to compromise, but you won't get 
top performance. For all-round work an 8%-ft. 


stiff bamboo rod would do. The ideal set-up, 
however, would be an 8-ft. dry-fly trout rod, 
and a 9 to 914-ft. bass action.—R. B

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if something busted, it would just have 
to bust. That bass was moving fast— 
first away from me, then toward me, 
then up into the air, then down to the 
bottom. Finally he slowed enough for 
my rod to unbend a trifle and let me 
give him a spot of line.

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casting at the stumps in the middle 
and at the rushes on the sides. I had a 
couple of rises, but it was Carl who 
caught the fish. Twice more, as he 
brought that black-and-white rascal in, 
or let it lie atop the water, a big black 
plug-ugly tried to gobble it—and wound 
up, after a series of capers, in the net, 
breathless and smoldering. Both scaled 
between three and four pounds. 

Then, grudgingly, I put on a black- 
and-white mouse. 

I think it was on the third cast that 
the roof fell in again. This was no} 
tender-tempered fellow, either. He was 
just as mean as my first, only he did | 
more dashing and darting. Ever fight 
a bass in three feet of water? That’s 
the depth we now were in. It’s a whale 
lof a lot different than fighting a bass 
| where there’s deep water in which he | 
|can dive, or a drop-off over which you | 
can pull him. 

In shallow water you can’t afford to 
|let him run. You try your best to hold 
on while he changes directions like a | 
snipe in flight, and when you give him | 
line you’d better be prepared. Chances | 
|are he’s going to come to the surface. | 
| Mine did. And that’s the way I finally 
| lost him. 

I lost yet another before I figured out | 
that this all-shallows stuff requires a| 
special technique. In five feet of water | 
you can let the fish write his own ticket 
and sooner or later he’ll tire. In three 
feet of water—mister, you’d better be | 
on top of the battle or there won’t be 
any more battle. The fish, like my 
third one, will just swim under the 
boat at a mile-a-minute clip and keep 
right on swimming. Or he’ll shift like a 
halfback—and leave you so off balance 
that he can rattle the plug loose almost 
without trying and then swim tran- 
| quilly away. 








| You’ve Got to Run the Show 


After I learned that I had to boss 
the bass and not let him boss me, I 
caught another, a frenzied four-pounder 
who got down in the weeds, around a 
tree stump, and under the boat before 
I finally won out. 

We cast for perhaps half an hour 
more. In the first ten minutes we had a 
couple of rises; swirls at the plug 
butting it. Then things quit. A pair of 
loons, sojourning back in this lagoon, 
had quit their broken-winged flapping 
about to lure us from their nest and 
had settled to the water peacefully. The 
mallards had quit flying from the 
rushes. Blackbirds were settling down 
to light in shoreline trees. The sun was 
waist-high on the horizon. 

“Bass fishing’s over for the day,” 
Carl said. ‘Early morning, before that 
sun gets to burning into this shallow 
water, is the best time to catch these 
fellows. Evening comes second. Don’t | 
waste time during the day.” 

We went home to breakfast. I’d| 
learned two lessons: Bass can be 
caught in a big pike lake; but when you 
| are in shallow water you've got to be| 
the boss. 

And do you know what? We had five 
bass that weighed seventeen pounds. | 
That’s the best opening-day string I 
jever saw!

sky, meadow, and water, and the good 
smell of earth and vegetation. Should 
the time ever come when a weighty 
creel means more to me than these 
enjoyments of the spirit, then I shall 
know that my favorite sport of fly fish- 
ing has gone to seed. 

These big incidentals delight through- 
out the season. In spring the river runs 
full, exultant in its freedom from win- 
ter. You come upon a little low clump 
of hepatica, its shining leaves with a 
lining of pink, its modest blue blossom 
an assurance that spring has really 
come. The songbirds are back. The 
wood thrush sings reverentially from a 
thicket. 

In the summer the drifts of field 
daisies repeat the winter snows. Should 
you be out in early morning, there’s a 
perfect spider’s web strung across your 
path, between two bushes, and glisten- 
ing with dew. You step around it to 





spare such beauty. 

The summer wanes, and there’s a 
spot of red in that woodbine. One leaf 
has borrowed from the future and 
prophesies the fall. The joe-pye weed 
is a mass of old rose, the lure of butter- 
flies. There by that long pool where 
once you caught a fifteen-inch trout a 
single cardinal flower nods to its reflec- 
tion in the quiet water, a flower that 
has captured beauty.

The doctor and I parked the car in 
the same old place.

Only the simplest tools and materials 
are required. The clothespin line holder 
shown above is helpful, but you can 
use stacks of books to suspend the line 
above a table top. If you don’t have a 
pin vise to hold your needle, set it ina 
piece of dowel for a handle. 

Just follow the pictures. Make a few 
test splices on pieces of waste line; 
after a few tries you'll be turning out 
smooth, permanent splices that are 
actually stronger than the line itself 
and will slide through rod guides as if 
they weren’t there. This method works 
on fly and bait-casting lines of either 
silk or nylon. 
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With the needle, fray out about half an inch of the end of each niece of line. 
Pick off loosened coating and break the line down into smallest fibers possible

that grips the hunter when he hears 
those exultant voices in hot pursuit 
of the fox. It’s an immortal melody. It 
moves some to tears. As a man stands 
on a wintery hillside and listens while 
those familiar and beloved hound voices 
draw nearer and nearer, never losing a 
note of their eagerness, never missing 

beat in their trail song, his heart 
pounds and his whole being thrills. He 
knows in his heart that for him there’s 
no other sound in the world to match it. 

I am a hound man. And I was ex- 
periencing again that indescribable 
tremor of excitement as I heard Tootsie 
and Gertie driving toward the corner of 
woods. They reached the foot of the 
hill and started up the side, through 
briers and windfalls, without a falter- 
ing note. Now they were halfway to the 
top. In just a few seconds the fox would 
be in sight. 

Now only 300 yards separated me 
from the dogs. The blood pounded in 
my throat and temples. Any instant 
now. Then—there he was! He came out 
of the woods fifty yards away, looking 
just as I had known he would, ears flat, 
tail straight out, and fast as the wind.

Maine fishing. The following 

letter from E. G. Flint Jr. of 
Massachusetts should be of interest to 
many Eastern anglers: 

“As you probably know, much of the 
early fishing on Moosehead Lake, in 
Maine, is trolling. However, my guide 
told me I could do all right at fly fish- 
ing, which I prefer. So, on the second 
day, he took me to the mouth of a smal! 
stream emptying into Duck Cove. 

“The water in the lake was about 7 
ft. below normal and the pool at the 
mouth of the brook wasn’t more than 
3 ft. deep, the bottom covered with 
roots and snags of all kinds. Unfortu- 
nately I started using two flies. I hit 
the best trout of the day (about a 3- 
pounder) on the tail fly right away, and 
promptly lost it when it ran under a 
root where the trailing dropper fly 
snagged. 

“Before I could do anything about 
breaking the leader, the guide paddled 
into the pool—spoiling, I thought, the 
chances of taking any more fish. Then 
he returned to the original spot and 
put out his rock anchor. When I ques- 
tioned his judgment he said, ‘Get going 
before the school leaves.’ 

“How right he was! In the next hour 
I took five good trout (ten Ib. and one 
fish), then four, more on a barbless 
hook that were released. These trout 
were undiscriminating as far as pat- 
terns went, taking Montreal, Silver 
Doctor, and a red-and-white bucktail, 
all in size 8, with equal enthusiasm- 
despite the fact that the contents of 
their stomachs were almost entirely 
fresh-water shrimp. 

“Then, the day before we left for 
home, we fished Socatean Cove. As we 
headed for the mouth of Moose Brook 
I had three good swirls to a Gray Ghost 
None of these fish hit, but through the 
glassy-calm water I saw them follow 
the fly, the last one for at least 15 ft. 

“An hour later a slight breeze came 
up, and back in this same spot I hooked 
16 fish in a bit over an hour. Suddenly 
they stopped taking my fly and I 
couldn’t get another touch. 

“Now, I wonder why the fish in the 
first pool weren’t scared when we went 
right over them to rescue the snagged 
flies, and why they acted so hungry 
when their stomachs were so full. Then 
in the second case, what put such 4 
sudden end to the activity? The fis! 
kept rolling and breaking, but stopped 
taking my flies?”

A ponds, streams, or lakes where 
snapping turtles or rubberbacks 
are found-—-and that takes in most of 
the inland waters to be found in the 
United States east of the Rockies—is 
missing a good bet if he doesn’t try his 
hand at turtle trapping. 
Besides being an interesting and en- 
tertaining summer pastime, it’s an ex-

cellent way of helping the fish and 
waterfowl population of your neighbor- 
hood by thinning out one of their major 
enemies. All big turtles feed regularly 
and voraciously on fish and make a 
meal of young duck whenever they get 
the chance. Authorities list the snap- 
ping turtle and the long-snouted rubber- 
back (better KMnown as the flapjack 
turtle from its flat, round shape and 
also called the soft-shell snapper in 
some parts of its range) among the 
foremost foes of fresh-water fish. Each 
one trapped means bass, perch, sunfish, 
bream, and ducks saved—for better fish- 
ing and hunting. 

Furthermore, turtle trapping will 
provide you with some very tasty 
meals. The snapper and the rubber- 
back are first-rate eating, and if you 
catch more than you can use both find 
ready sale and bring a fair price in 
most sections of the country. Many a 
schoolboy earns his spending money by 
running a line of turtle traps in the 
summer, and in many states profes- 
sional turtle trappers make a good liv- 
ing from the business. 

Turtle traps are easy to make, but 
before you begin operations be sure the

game and fish laws of your state will 
let you set them. Most states permit 
them on condition that they are built 
in such a way as not to take fish il- 
legally. 

The commonest type is a cylinder of 
chicken wire or heavy netting on a wire 
frame, with a funnel-shaped entrance 
at either end. Turtles enter the trap 
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through these inward-pointed funnels, 
and are unable to find their way out 
again. Care must be taken to set and 
anchor such a trap with at least one 
end a few inches above water, to enable 
iny turtles taken to come to the surface 
and breathe. They will drown in a 
completely submerged trap. 

Another type of trap in use in many 
places consists of a frame 3 or 4 ft. 
square, made of four pieces of half- 
round log or pole mitered together at 
the corners. A cedar fence post cut in 
two equal lengths and then split length- 
wise makes an ideal frame. Under the 
frame is suspended a deep chicken-wire 
bag. Spikes are driven through the 
frame at 6-in. intervals all around, 
pointing inward at a 45-degree angle. 
This trap is floated and anchored in like- 
ly turtle territory. The _ shellbacks 
climb in over the sides without difficulty, 
but the barrier of inward-slanting 
spikes makes it impossible for them to 
climb out again. 

A floating box or crate trap, sup- 
ported by two logs to keep its top a few 
inches out of water and rigged with 
spring doors that open down and in, 
dropping the turtles into the box when 
they venture onto it to get at the bait, 
is often used with good results. 


Where to Set Traps 


The traps should be set in medium- 
shallow water along the shore or edge 
of weed beds, in places where turtles 
prowl in search of food. The cylinder 
trap is best used near shore where the 
bottom slopes down sharply and where 
the trap can be anchored with one end 
above the surface and the other in fairly 
deep water. 

Turtles are born scavengers and the 
traps can be baited successfully with 
almost any kind of meat. It need not 
be fresh. Old beef bones, dead fish, and 
chicken entrails are favorite baits. 

Dressing a turtle is simpler than 
many sportsmen believe. The critters 
are best killed by beheading. They are 
tenacious of life, and even decapitated 
they may continue to show muscular re- 
action in the legs and neck for hours. 
But that need not trouble you in dress- 
ing them. All sense of feeling goes with 
the head, and when the turtle claws 
back at the touch of the knife after it 
has been beheaded it is not because it 
feels any pain. 

Get the turtle to snap at and hang 
onto a small stick, if you can, and use 
the stick to pull the head well out from 
the shell to insure a neat job of de- 
capitating. Once the head is off, hang 
the turtle up by the tail, belly toward 
you. Cut the skin loose all around the 
edge of the lower shell and separate it 
from the upper with a light ax or heavy 
knife. The lower shell can then be lifted 
away and the entrails removed. 

You will have left five meaty pieces 
of turtle: the legs and neck, still at- 
tached solidly to the upper shell. Skin 
them out, disjoint them, cut them away 
close to the shell, and they are ready for 
cooking. The legend that a turtle has 
seven kinds of meat is just legend, in- 
c'dentally. The flesh is light in color, 
mewhat like fish or breast of fowl. 
A big snapping turtle may weigh as

More modern turtle fanciers say, 
however, that a better flavor results if 
the flesh is soaked in salt water, then 
frozen in a home freezer or locker plant 
and fried. Freezing tenderizes the meat 
and makes parboiling unnecessary.

How to Cook Trout 


he usual slapdash method of cook- 
ing trout is unfair to you and to the 


| fish. It’s not enough to slit and clean 


and fry in fat, nor yet to roll in corn- 
meal or flour. There is nothing more 
unappetizing than a mess of trout col- 
ored a dirty gray or covered with a 


| singed coating of cornmeal. 


To begin with, take no more trout 
than you expect to eat at one sitting. 
Don’t keep them overnight. Nothing is 
less palatable than stale trout. 

First prepare your fire. Heap on 
plenty of dry wood and let it burn down 
to a bed of coals. While the coals are 
in the making, dress your trout this 
way: Slit down the belly with a sharp 
knife, scrape away the dark substance 
from beneath the backbone, and wipe | 
dry inside and out with a damp cloth. 
Do not immerse in water—and, of 
course, do not attempt to scale a trout. | 





Cut a thin strip of bacon and place it 
lengthwise in the belly cavity; sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. 

Take two heavy frying pans of differ- | 
ent sizes. Place the larger on the fire | 
and heat it thoroughly, then remove and | 
grease with bacon rind. Rake out a bed | 
of coals and place the trout and larger 
pan in it.

maybe being maimed for life? 


word of someone who by injudi- 

cious handloading or some other 
foolishness has succeeded in blowing up 
a gun. Even oftener this department 
gets letters from lads who are planning 
to get ancient single-shot .22 rifles re- 
chambered to .22 Hornet or who are 
plotting to rebarrel other broken-down 
muskets of the buffalo-hunting days to 
potent hot-shot cartridges like the .300 
H. & H. Magnum. 

All this points to the conclusion that 
a good many owners of rifles, shotguns, 
and handguns are pretty hazy about 
what pressure is. To them it’s just a 
vague and mysterious term. 

The loading companies themselves 
haven't helped much. Their ballistics 
departments make hundreds of pres- 
sure tests daily, yet if a customer should 
write in and ask, let us say, for the 
mean breech pressure of a certain load, 
he'd be greeted with a silence that 
would make the interior of a safe at the 
First National Bank sound like the 
Fourth of July at Coney Island. 

Even a practicing gun editor cannot 
get the dope through official channels, 
for pressure figures are guarded like 
the secret of the atomic bomb. Once, I 
understand, a certain gun editor who is 
no longer in the racket slipped a bal- 
listician a Mickey Finn and made away 
with some dope. Operatives of the load- 
ing company tracked him down, re-

covered the material, and chopped both 
his hands off at the wrist. I am not 
swearing to the truth of this, but that’s 
the way I heard it! 

In spite of all the hush-hush, most 
gun nuts are aware of the fact that 
there is such a thing as pressure, just 
as they suspect that babies are not 
found under cabbage leaves or that the 
department-store Santa Claus may ac- 
tually be that fat Mr. Knopfheimer in 
white whiskers and a funny red suit. 

When someone presses a trigger, the 
hot jet of flame from the primer ignites 
the powder charge in the cartridge 
case. The powder begins to burn and 
to throw off relatively enormous quan- 
tities of gas. A “quick burning” pow- 
der creates its gas in a relatively 
shorter time interval than a “slow burn- 
ing” powder, but a propellent powder 
must burn and give off its gas gradu- 
ally, even though “gradually” in this 
case means the split fraction of a 
second. If the powder gives the gas 
off instantly, it detonates or explodes.

Another case that blew out and ruined a 
good rifle. Gas escaping at a pressure 


of 100,000 Ib. per sq. in. can play hob! 


The expanding gases apply pressure 
in every direction—against the head 
and side of the case, and against the 
base of the bullet. The case itself is 
held in place by the chamber walls and 
the face of the bolt, breechblock, or 
what have you. The bullet, on the other 
hand, is supposed to be pushed out of 
the barrel, and if all goes well, that is 
what happens. As the puwder begins 
to burn, the bullet moves out of the 
case and into the barrel. The powder 
burns faster and the bullet moves 
faster. As the air space is increased the 
pressure falls off, and finally the gases 
chase the bullet out of the barrel and 
emerge behind it. The pressure of the 
gases is now zero. 

Those gases have to go someplace. 
Ordinarily they send the bullet on its 
way because to do so is to follow the 
path of least resistance. At times, how- 
ever, an obstruction, perhaps a twig or 
ice, gets in the barrel. The gases seek- 
ing an outlet are dangerously confined. 
Pressures jump enormously, and a gun 
is ruined. The same thing happens when 
an oversize bullet is used or when the 
bore is obstructed by heavy grease. I 
have seen rifle barrels of strong, tough 
steel split lengthwise when a cartridge 
was inadvertently fired in an obstructed 
bore. 

It is the pressure exerted by the 
burning gases that speeds the bullet or 
shot charge on its merry way. It is 
also the pressure that blows Old Betsy 
up. Pressure iS a useful servant without

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which there could be no firearm. It is 
also a monster that will ruin a fine gun 
and even maim or kill the man behind 
it. 

Obviously, there has to be some way 
to keep track of pressures given by 
loaded ammunition. Hundreds of chron- 
ographs, for measuring velocities, are 
in operation in this country, Many in- 
dividual gun nuts have them and so do 
most of the larger firms of custom rifle 
makers, particularly those that turn 
out weapons for wildcat cartridges. The 
only outfits, though, that are equipped 
to record pressures are the loading 
companies and the government arse- 
nals. They know what pressures the 
ammunition they cook up is giving. 
They have to know, because they’d be 
in a pretty pickle if they started blow- 
ing their customers up. 


A Big Margin of Safety 


The experimenter without pressure 
apparatus can only guess at the pres- 
sures he is getting by carefully noting 
symptoms which I will take up later. As 
a consequence, some of the wilder wild- 
cats must give pressures that are out 
of this world. The only reason they have 
not given bad trouble is that a big 
margin of safety is built into the mod- 
ern rifle action and the modern car- 
tridge case. This is particularly true 
where a small-capacity case gives veloc- 
ities normally obtained only with a 
much larger case. It is also true, I be- 
lieve, with many of the so-called ‘‘im- 
proved” cartridges. 

Once I had a highly touted little wild- 
cat .22 which, considering its limited 
case capacity, gave really astonishing 
velocity. It was said that the case could 
be filled with any American rifle pow- 
der, the bullet seated on the charge, 
and all would be well. When I tried 
recommended loads of fine-grain pow- 
ders like du Pont No. 4227 and Hercules 
No. 2400, I got all the signs of high 
pressures and I began to suspect that 
there was something phony. 

Then a little bird told me that a load- 
ing-company employee who was inter- 
ested in the same cartridge had con- 
structed an off-the-record pressure bar- 
rel in that caliber. I hotfooted some of 
those suspicious loads off to him. Re-

sults were even worse than I had antici- 
pated. I had suspected that pressures 
were running from 65,000 to 75,000 Ib. 
per square inch. Actually they were 
running around 85,000! All that was 
saving the boys was that the little case 
had a small head, so not much of that 
very high pressure was translated into 
back thrust. 

I got a good factory rifle rechambered 
for another hot-shot little cartridge, 
used it for recommended loads—and 
started getting partial head separations 
within 100 rounds. Very high pressures 
had quickly developed excessive head- 
space. 

The famous German .280 Halger, a 
sort of Kraut wildcat cartridge, is 
nothing more than the old .280 Ross 
with a Teutonic accent. It is a per- 
former, but tests in an old .280 Ross 
pressure barrel show mean pressures of 
80,000 lb. or so, whereas top pressures 
of the hottest American factory loads 
have a mean of only about 55,000. 

Pal of mine had a .270, which is a 
fairly hot cooky itself, rechambered 


for an “improved” .270 cartridge with 
straight body and very sharp shoulder. 
There was no doubt that there was a 
gain in velocity; but even a starry-eyed 
character like your gun editor could 
see that pressures were unduly high, 
and the barrel was ruined in 350 
rounds. 

Routine way of gauging pressures at 
the factories is to use a crusher-type 
pressure barrel. (See sketch and photo- 
graphs.) A hole is bored through the 
chamber of the barrel. The hole is 
plugged with a piston having exactly 
the same diameter. An arbor with an 
adjustable anvil is then fastened around 
the barrel. The crusher cylinder is 
placed between the piston and the anvil. 

A cartridge to be used in the pressure 
test has a hole bored into its side the 
exact size of the hole in the pressure 
barrel, and the case is inserted into the 
chamber so the hole is directly under 
the piston. When the cartridge is fired, 
the piston is driven against the crusher 
with as much force as that exerted 
against the base of the bullet. The

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crusher is then removed, and the 
amount its been shortened— indicating 
the pressure developed—gives a dial 
reading in terms of pounds per square 
inch. 

Crushers made of lead are used to 
record low pressures, but very care- 
fully made copper cylinders are used 
for the high pressures of center-fire 
rifle cartridges. All crusher cylinders 
are carefully checked in a machine with 
controlled pressures and a different 
table is prepared for each new batch, 
for of course the slightest difference in 
their hardness would result in different 
pressure readings. 

All the loading companies have, in 
addition, electric strain gauges which 
are believed to indicate pressures some- 
what more exactly, but these are labo- 
ratory instruments and routine testing 
is still done with the crusher gauge. 


When Enough is Enough 


Many factors demand that ammuni- 
tion pressures be kept within certain 
limits. Let us suppose that, in a given 
rifle action and cartridge case designed 
to withstand a pressure of 40,000 Ib., 
some character habitually uses fodder 
that builds up a pressure of 50,000 Ib. 
Eventually something is going to give 
way! 

Or take the 50 and 60-year-old shot- 
guns with barrels of laminated, twist, 
Damascus, or Skelp steel. They were 
designed for black-powder loads giving 
pressures of from 4,000 to 5,000 Ib. 
per square inch. With these they were 
entirely safe. With modern smokeless 
powders, pressures run from 8,000 Ib. 
(in the case of the very light 12 gauge 
load of 3 drams equivalent and 1 oz. 
of shot) to 12,000 lb. with 3% drams 
equivalent and 1% oz. of shot. Even a 
light load of smokeless powder is an 
extreme proof load for one of those old 
charcoal burners, then. Nevertheless, 
many are still in use and have not yet 
blown up. Does that prove anything? 
Nothing except that all guns have gen- 
erous factors of safety and that some 
people are lucky. 

I have told this before but I'll tell it 
again, as it beautifully illustrates my 
point. Once I warned an acquaintance 
about using any “standard” smokeless 
loads in a gun with Damascus barrels. 
He told me I was simply trying to 
peddle more guns for the manufactur- 
ers. 

That very day he went dove hunting, 
using still hotter Remington Nitro Ex- 
press shells with 2%-in. cases. Shooting 
long shells in short chambers raises 
pressures. Letting a box of shells sit 
around for an hour in the hot, bright, 
direct sunlight, as he did, raises pres- 
sures more. A dove came over. My pal 
touched one off and the old gun let go 
forward of the chamber. 

Luckily he didn’t lose a hand, but he 
got some splinters from the fore-end 
in his left hand and his dignity was a 
wreck. He was furious at Remington 
for not making the warning printed on 
the box more emphatic, at the clerk in 
the sporting-goods store for selling him 
the ammunition, at me for not having 
insisted that he retire that old cannon.

rifles designed for the old-time low- 
pressure ammunition! Used with mod- 
ern high-velocity stuff with its much 
higher pressures, those rifles begin to 
take themselves apart eventually. Like- 
wise it is a chump’s trick to use a light- 
frame .38 Special revolver with high- 
velocity .38 Special ammunition in- 
tended for use only in heavy-frame 
revolvers, or to adapt any .38 Special 
revolver for the potent .357 Magnum 
cartridge. 

Old black-powder rifle cartridges like 
the .44/40 and the .45/70 gave pres- 
sures of from 22,000 to 25,000 lb. The 
early smokeless-powder .30/30 car- 
tridge, and all others of its class, gave 
pressures of around 39,000. The old 
.30/40 Krag and the .303 British run 
around 42,000 lb., which is the pressure 
the tiny .22 Hornet develops. So as you 
see, pressure and size of case do not 
necessarily bear much relationship. 

High rifle pressures were made pos- 
sible quite early in the smokeless-pow- 
der days by the development of the 
Mauser action with its two locking lugs 
at the head of the bolt, instead of one 
lug as was the case with the Krag. 
When the German ordnance depart- 
ment souped the 7.9 (8 mm.) military 
cartridge with the 154-gr. bullet up 
to a muzzle velocity of around 2,900 
foot seconds in 1905, pressures surely 
| must have run around 50,000 lb. Pres- 
sures for our own caliber .30, Model 
1906 (.30/06) cartridge, developed for 
the modified Mauser rifle known as the 
1903 Springfield, ran about 50,000 Ib. 
Today top pressures in American fac- 
tory cartridges run from 53,000 to 55,- 
000 lb.—as witness the .220 Swift, .270 
W.C.F., and .300 H. & H. Magnum. 

Velocities have been stepped up in 
the last 50 years, but for the most part 
pressures have gone up but little. The 
original .30/06 load gave the 150-gr. 
bullet 2,700 foot seconds, but now com- 
mercial loadings give the same bullet 
2,960 with no higher pressures. The 
original .30/30 loading was a 160-gr. 
bullet at 1,950 foot seconds; now the 
.30/30 uses a 170-gr. bullet at 2,200. 
The answer in both cases is not higher 
pressures but more efficient powders. 


Built to Take Punishment 


Actions have been improved largely 
in the composition of the steel used and 
in the heat treatment. Basically the 
Model 71 Winchester action is the same 
as the old Model 86 action designed for 
black powder, but it is made of stronger 
alloyed and heat-treated steel. The 
Model 99 Savage action, originally 
designed for cartridges like the .30/30 
and the .303 Savage, is now of tougher 
and stronger steel, and has been fur- 
ther strengthened with rounded instead 
| of square shoulders where the breech 

bolt fits into the receiver. Likewise a 
modern nickel-steel Springfield action 
| can take more pressure than one of the 
| old case-hardened jobs. 

| Cases for modern cartridges have 
also been strengthened with much more 
brass at the point where there’s danger 
of head separation. Sectioning a .30/30 
cartridge and one for the Swift, the 
.270, or the .300 Magnum (strongest of 
all brass cases) will show the differ-

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ence. Even at that, though, the brass 
vase is still the weak link in the chain. 
Although higher performance could be 
obtained with higher pressures, the 
brass will not take it. 

Steel cartridge cases would solve the 
problem, but they’re much more difficult 
o manufacture. Another solution is an 
iction like that on the Remington 
Models 721 and 722, in which the whole 
head of the case is enclosed by the steel 
of the recessed bolt face and chamber. 
Eventually, new cartridges giving much 
higher working pressures may be de- 
signed for these actions. 

The man who sticks to factory ammu- 
nition in a factory rifle is not going to 
have any trouble with excessive pres- 
sures so long as he uses the right 
cartridge in the right rifle and doesn’t 
try to shoot with an obstruction in the 
bore. 

The moment, though, that a char- 
acter starts cooking up his own fodder, 
he can run into trouble in more ways 
than Solomon had wives, unless he has 
a bit of theory and some common 
sense in his noggin. 


How Not to Handload 


Let’s take a peek at some of the ways 
pressures can be run up: 1. Using 
standard loads in a rifle with a tight 
bore or a tight chamber, or both. 
2. Using oversize bullets. 3. Using 
bullets of the correct weight for the 
charge but with a longer bearing sur- 
face or harder, tougher jackets. 4. 
Using noncorrosive primers with pow- 
der charges intended for use with 
milder corrosive primers. 5. Using the 
wrong powder. 6. Using too much of 
the right powder. 7. Using a powder 
charge intended for a light bullet with 
a heavy bullet. 8. Letting case necks 
lengthen and wedge bullet between case 
and lede. 

Let us take a few examples culled 
from the mail. One lad discovered an 
old shot-shell reloading outfit and de- 
cided to try his hand. Very carefully 
he measured out 314 drams of some hot 
modern dense shotgun powder instead 
of the same amount of black powder or 
bulk smokeless. He blew his gun up. 

Another chap decided to take up 
handloading. A pal recommended a 
certain bullet with 45 gr. of Hercules 
HiVel No. 2. He went to the store to 
buy powder. He forgot the name, but 
saw a can of Hercules No. 2400 and 
decided that was it. Boy, was it! After 
the first shot, he was in the market for 
anew gun! . 

A third chap, wanting a _ reduced 
load with No. 2400 for a .30/06, got 
absent-minded and put in two charges. 
He ruined a nice Model 70. 

Still another citizen found he could 
unfurl his wadless-crimp 12 gauge 
shells, fill them full of shot, put cello- 
phane over the ends, and use them 
Single shot. Eventually he had a new 
gun, 

Many men fool around for years with 
excessive pressures without getting into 
Serious trouble. Then a flock of hurtful 
factors join forces, and blooie! Pal of 
mine was a catch-as-catch-can hand- 
loader, a careless and reckless fellow 
who nevertheless knew it all.

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loading with noncorrosive primers for 
the .30/06, he always used powder 
loads developed for the milder corrosive 
primers. He never bothered to trim the 
necks of his cases, so when he rammed 
one of his home-cooked cartridges into 
his gun the bullet was wedged tight 
in the lengthened case neck by the 
rifling at the lede. 

Then he swapped for some foreign- 
made bullets, with very hard cores and 
steel jackets, that measured about .311 
n. instead of .308. First shot with the 
|new batch of handloads blew off the 
extractor, bent the floor plate, shat- 
| tered the stock and filled the lad’s fore- 
head full of brass, burned powder, and 
other debris. If he hadn’t been wearing 
shooting glasses he would have lost 
his eyesight. 
| Neither the sportsman nor the gun- 
| Smith has access to pressure barrels, 
| but if he knows his stuff he can make 
|some reasonably shrewd guesses as to 
| pressures. Once upon a time when 
| corrosive potassium primers were uni- 
| versally used, the practiced handloader 
would cock an eye at a fired primer and 
say, knowingly: “That primer shows a 





pressure of 41,500 lb.”” When the present | 


|hot noncorrosive primers came 
use, much less could be told from their 
appearance and it became fashionable 
to say that nothing could be told. 

It is my notion that both positions are 
extreme. Facts ascertainable by gazing 
on a corrosive primer are at best rela- 
tive. On the other hand, something can | 
be told by the average appearance of, 
let us say, 10 noncorrosive Pn 
fired with a certain load. 

If the dent made by the firing pin is 
smooth and round and if the shape of | 
the primer is preserved, pressures are 
mild—from 40,000 to 45,000 Ib., per- 
haps. If, on the other hand, the metal 


the firing pin, pressures are nearing | 
50,000 lb. If, in addition, the primer | 
has flattened against the bolt face and | 
has plastered itself tight around the | 
edges of the primer pocket, pressures | 
are probably too high and the load | 
should be reduced. 


From Bad to Worse 


Still worse is the primer that is 
blackened around the edges from a 
slight leak brought on by tremendous 
pressure. This is definitely bad medi- 
cine. Slightly higher pressures start 
“blowing” primers—that is, opening up 





out. A punctured primer, another sign 
of very high pressure, means that the 
dent made by the firing pin has turned | 
inside out and ruptured. 

Primers showing signs of high pres- 
sure go hand in hand with cases that | 
are hard to extract. The high souenne' 
forces the brass of the case into the | 
minute reamer marks left in the cham- 
ber. Often the extractor will slip off the 
head and the case has to be punched out 
with a cleaning rod. The tendency of 
cases to stick will show up in a lever 
action sooner than in a bolt action be- 
cause of the lack of camming power of 
the lever and the narrower extractor.

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his pressures are running pretty high 
or his cases are soft. At any rate the 
pressure is too much for that particular 
batch of cases. 

Extraction trouble can also come 
from improperly annealed cases. Re- 
cently a worried handloader sent me 
some fired .270 cases with primer 
pockets so enlarged they were egg- 
shaped. Loads he had fired in them 
were maximum but should have been 
safe enough. He wanted to know what 
was wrong. I could say only one thing 
for certain: pressure was too high for 
the cases he was using. My hunch is 
that the trouble was soft brass. It 
might have been improperly measured 
powder, untrimmed case necks, over- 
size bullets, a too-tight throat, or vari- 
ous combinations of all these pressure- 
raising factors. 

Actually the handloader is playing 
it smart to load somewhat under maxi- 
mum. If he does so he'll get longer 
barrel life, longer case life, less report 
and recoil, and usually better accuracy. 


Ten Good Rules 


So let’s lay down a few rules as to 
how to avoid pressure troubles: 

1. Always use the cartridge for which 
the rifle is chambered, and never fire a 
cartridge in a strange rifle just because 
you can pop it into the chamber and 
close the action on it. 

2. Never use smokeless-powder loads 
in an old shotgun with any type of twist 
barrels designed for black powder. 

3. Never use smokeless-powder loads 
in a revolver designed for black pow- 
der. This goes for a whole flock of 
old handguns from .22 to .45 caliber. 

4. Never rebarrel an old action de- 
signed for pressures of say 40,000 lb. to 
take cartridges giving pressures of 50,- 
000 lb. or so. These outmoded actions 
include Mauser Models 1888, 1891, and 
1893, the Krag, the British Enfield 
(but not the so-called 1917 Enfield), 
the Mannlicher-Carcano, the 1896 
Mannlicher, and the Model 1895 
straight-pull Mannlicher. 

5. Never use high-velocity cartridges 
in old .22 rifles brought out before the 
advent of such ammunition. 

The following apply particularly to 
handloaders: 

6. Never start with maximum loads. 

7. Always stop at the first sign of 
high pressure and learn what’s wrong. 

8. Use the right amount of the right 
powder and remember that powder 
(particularly government powder like 


No. 4895) varies a good deal from lot 
to lot. 
9. If there is any doubt whatsoever 


about bore size and bullet size, check 
carefully. (Foreign rifles, particularly 


the various 8 mm. specimens, vary 
enormously in bore dimensions.) 
10. Remember that the case is all 


that keeps the pressure pushing the 
bullet down the bore and not blowing 
a lot of gas into your face. Use only 
good brass. Throw away all cases with 
loose primer pockets or any other sign 
of weakness. 

Pressure goes hand in hand with 
performance; but believe me, it is al-

| development of a new, medium-priced 
rifle to take some of the heat off of the 
| Model 70 in .22 Hornet and also to get 
at the boys who do not have $106 in 
their jeans to lay out for a varmint- 
and-pest job. The Model 43 is it. Some- 
what to my surprise, it is chambered 
not only for the .22 Hornet and the .218 
Bee cartridges, which I expected, but 
also for the .25/20 and the .32/20. 

For the benefit of my more innocent 
readers, let me say right here that 
some of the rifles are chambered for 
the .22 Hornet, others for .25/20 and 
so on. And it isn’t good form to try to 
use a .32/20 in a .22 Hornet, or vice 
versa. Anyone who attempts that will 
feel very frustrated indeed, for the 
various cartridges are not interchange- 
able. 

I mention this because at least once 
a week I get a letter that runs about 
as follows: “I have just purchased a 
Winchester Model 70 rifle, caliber 
.30/06. The advertisements say the 
Model 70 is chambered for the .22 
Hornet, .250/3000, 7mm., .270, .30/06, 
.200 Magnum, and .375 Magnum. I 
thought I was buying a versatile rifle, 
yet I find I cannot get a .300 Magnum 
cartridge in my rifle. What is wrong? 
What other ammunition besides .30/06 
can I use?” 

The first impression of the little 
Model 43 is that it is an overgrown 


| Model 75 sporter. It has the same lines, 


the same general look, and the same 
feel. The barrel is slender and grace- 
fully contoured, and the rifle weighs 
6 lb. I, for one, wish it weighed a pound 
more, as the added weight would make 
it hang steadier from any shooting 
position. However, leave us not squawk. 
She’s a pretty good little musket as she 
stands. 

Length of pull is 13% in., which is 
about right for the average man; drop 
at comb 15 in., at heel 2% in. This is 
all very well for iron sights, but there's 
too much drop at both comb and heel 
for a scope. In this respect any manu- 


|facturer is behind the §8-ball. If he 


makes a stock that is O.K. for iron 
sights, it has too much drop for scope 


|} use. If he makes it for scope use, it 
| cannot be used with iron sights at all. 
| Lads who want to use a scope will find

Stock, well-shaped and good-looking, is 
available either without checkering or 
checkered at pistol grip and fore-end.

Opposite the bolt another lug turns into 
a recess in the receiver for additional 
strength. Lugs are quite a whoop and a 
holler from the bolt face. Which brings 
up the question: Will the bolt set back? 

I doubt it very much. The .22 Hornet 
cartridge is a pretty hot little number, 
and when Hornet rifles are rechambered 
to blown-out versions and the cases are 
reloaded, they are still hotter. I might 
mention certain Hornet rifles that have 
developed excessive headspace in spite 
of the fact that because of the small 
area of the head the backthrust does 
not amount to much. For strength, the 
Model 43 isn’t any Model 70, but it 
should be strong enough. 

No alteration of bolt is necessary for 
the lowest scope mounting on the little 
rifle. Sling swivels are standard equip- 
ment. Receiver is tapped and drilled 
for the Lyman 57-A receiver sight. 
Magazine holds three .22 Hornet, .218 
Bee, or .25/20 cartridges; two .32/20's. 

Accuracy? The sample rifle came 
equipped with a 57-A receiver sight that 
had more wobble in it than a hula 
dancer’s hips. I shimmed it up as best 
I could, blackened the front bead, and 
shot from a rest. Results were, alas, 
not spectacular—groups running around 
3 in. at 100 yd. I am sure it was the 
fault, not of the rifle or ammunition 
but of the sights. I hope someday to 
rig a Model 43 up with a scope and 
get the real story.—J. O’C.

You Can’t Stump Our Gun Editor! 


Question: Although I do very little shoot- 
ing, I am a regular reader of your interesting 
Shooter’s Problems and am prompted to sub- 
mit one of my own: 

I have hunted deer with a handmade, cus- 
tom-built Bavarian flintlock using .30/22066 
caliber Super-Splat, mushroom-nose,  zinc- 
chromated 295.0004-gr. bullets. At a range of 
3,000 yd. (using a Glaucoma 60.45X scope, 
cross-mounted) these bullets only tear out 
the heart and lungs, leaving the deer other- 
wise intact. Like every true sportsman, I want 
my bullets to make salami -out of these 
critters. 

I have tried super double-speed, short-nose, 
longshank, barge-tail bullets with a '%-Ib. 
mixture of black powder and U-235. Although 
this is a good varmint load for dinosaurs, wal- 
ruses, and gnu, it doesn’t mess up a deer. 

A friend of mine uses a modified bazooka 
with detachable trigger guard, firing high-ve- 
locity aircraft rockets. This is a very de- 
pendable deer gun but it’s a nuisance having 
to go around and pick up the meat after the 
animal is hit. 

What do you suggest?—J. L. George, Ga. 


Answer: Ever try a stone ax? I killed my 
last elk with a stone ax having an obsidian head 
that weighed 63 Ib. The elk was 700 yd. away, 
across a canyon. I hurled that ax at a 30-degree 
angle, realizing that it would have to sheer 
through nine spruce trees before it hit the elk. 
My aim was true. I heard a crashing of timber 
and the terrified bawling of the elk. 

Next day, when I had traveled for 11 hours 
through down timber and over cliffs, pausing 
only to eat filet mignon, French-fried potatoes, 
shrimp cocktail, and baked Alaska, I found my 
elk—cut completely in two by the terrific ve- 
locity of that stone ax head. 

Taking the front quarters in one hand and 
the rear quarters in the other, and with my 
trusty ax between my teeth, I went back to 
camp on a trot.—J. O’C 


Reaching Way Out Yonder 


Question: You say 45 or 50 yd. is the maxi- 
mum killing range for a full-choke 16 gauge 
gun. In the last four seasons, using a Belgian 
Browning automatic with 28-in. barrel, and 
No. 7%4 shot (maximum load), I have repeatedly 
killed ducks and geese at 65 and 70 yd. The 
same goes for Chinese pheasants—and I have 
witnesses to prove it.—O. L. Forbes, Wash. 


Answer: If you don’t believe that killing a 
duck, a goose, ot a pheasant at 65 or 70 yd. is 
pretty largely luck, put up a paper target at 
that distance sometime and shoot at it. You'll 
discover that your pattern is pretty thin way 
out there, and that your kills were probably 
due to lucky hits in the head. 

Another little test: Put up a pine board, back 
65 yd. away, and shoot at it with No. 7% 
shot. You'll be astounded at how little pene- 
tration you get with those small pellets at that 
distance. 

To kill consistently at such ranges a man 
not only must be an excellent gunner but he 
should use large shot, and plenty of it. Other- 
wise he'll lose too much velocity and get too

Shotgun Barrel Length 


Question: Being of the old school, I believe 
in a 32-in. shotgun barrel for ducks and geese 
and around 26 in. for upland birds; but a 
friend insists anything longer than 24 in. adds 
little or nothing to either velocity or range. 

Recently I purchased what seems to have 
the makings of an all-round autoloader—a 12 
gauge Remington Sportsman—but I had to take 
a 26-in. barrel, bored improved cylinder. If I 
have a Poly-Choke installed to give an overall 
barrel length of say 2734 in., would that bring 
the results I’m after?—Charles C. Witkowski,

Answer: For upland shooting you're pretty 
well fixed up as is. However, with a Poly- 
Choke adjusted to modified or full choke, you'd 
be able to reach out farther, so probably you're 
wise in having one put on. 

As between a 26 and a 30-in. barrel, there is 
very little difference in velocity. Published 
velocity tables are based on a 30-in. barrel, but 
with standard loads the 26-in. barrel delivers 
only about 30 foot seconds less. That's peanuts; 
for all practical purposes, killing power and 
necessary lead remain unchanged. 

But if I were you I’d have the Poly-Choke 
installed to give an overall barrel length of 
26 in. That’s plenty, when you consider that 
the repeating shotgun has a long receiver. In 
fact, even in a double-gun I prefer 26 in.— 
certainly not more than 28—for all-round use. 
Anything longer makes a gun clumsy to handle 
and slow to swing. 

The killing range of your shotgun will depend 
largely on how carefully you pattern it (to 
determine the adjustment that gives you the 
densest patterns), how wisely you select the 
ammunition your particular gun handles best, 
and how faithfully you stick to it.

Since it’s rather weak for that purpose, I'd like 
to make a good varmint rifle out of it, for then 
I wouldn't feel that I'd thrown my money away. 

Instead of the regular 117-gr. bullets, could I 
have lighter ones—weighing say 60 or at most 
87 gr.—custom-loaded to give me good results 
on varmints?—John J. Gassner, Mich. 


Answer: I’m afraid you’re doomed to disap- 
pointment. A good .25/35, using the 117-gr. 
bullet, is surprisingly accurate. But the twist 


of rifling (1 in 8) in that barrel was designed 
for that bullet weight, and with lighter bullets 
the accuracy falls off a great deal. For in- 
stance, I’ve never shot 87-gr. .25/35’s that would 
group within a 2-in. circle at 100 yd. However, 
I've seen the 117-gr. bullet group into slightly 
more than 1 in. at that distance. 

As far as accuracy goes, then, the 117-gr. 
bullet is fine. But it’s heavy and its velocity is 
moderate, so the trajectory is quite curved, and 
that makes long-range hits on small varmints 
very difficult. Futhermore, the long bullet with 
its moderate velocity is so prone to ricochet 
that the use of factory loads on varmints is to 
be discouraged. Too many shots go sailing off 
across the township, to get other varmint hunt- 
ers in bad odor. 

The .25/35 factory rifle, then, 
odd number, neither fish nor fowl. In the hands 
of a good, careful shot it will kill deer; in the 
hands of a poor and excitable one it has a bad 
reputation as a wounder. And as you know by 
now, it’s not too hot on varmints.

Answer: I doubt that a .30/06 case necked 
to 7 mm. would pay off. The bullet could be 
given a little higher velocity, because it would 
have less sectional density and less bearing 
surface, but such a load would offer little if 
any advantage over the factory .270. 

Incidentally, the idea is a very old one and 
the stunt has been tried many times. 

The European 7 x 64 mm. is practically what 
you have in mind except that it has slightly 
less case capacity. In fact, it uses less powder 
than the .270 and does not develop such high 
velocities. In playing with it, I’ve been sur- 
prised at how quickly the pressures began to 
run up.

Too Hard on the Revolver! 


Question: I had a very good machinist tap 
the holes a little deeper in the cylinder of my 
Smith & Wesson .38/44 Heavy Duty revolver, 
so that it would handle .357 Magnum cartridges. 
I've fired it several times and it seems to work 
out fine. But a couple of people tell me that 
even though it's on the .44 frame, the same as a 
regular .357 Magnum, the revolver will blow 
up sooner or later. What's your slant on this? 
—W. E. Weatherman, Calif. 


Answer: If I were you I'd lay off of shoot- 
ing .357 Magnum ammunition in that .38 44 
S. & W. Heavy Duty revolver. Otherwise you're 
going to shake it to pieces, for it wasn’t de- 
signed to take the very high pressured of the 
.357 Magnum. 

I doubt if the gun will blow up, for it’s a 
strong one. But you'll find that in time the 
continued use of the .357 cartridge will have 
it rattling like the one-horse shay. 

Incidentally, yours isn’t the first inquiry I've | 
had along such lines; and when I talked the | 
matter over with the Smith & Wesson people 
they advised very strongly against the very

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Electric Hand Tool Makes Quick Work of Cheekering

After the guide lines have been cut, the head, with the cutter, follows the groove 


Ar exceedingly clever hand power tool 
which should interest all stock- 
makers, both amateur and professional, 
is an electric checkering machine turned 
out by the Dem-Bart Co. of Tacoma, 
Wash. It speeds up what has always 
been a tedious, slow, and eye-ruining 
job—and it speeds it up plenty. 

One of the big bottlenecks in filling 
postwar demand has been the checker- 
ing of high-grade gunstocks. At vari- 
ous times stamped checkering has been 
tried, but it looks like the devil. On 
certain surfaces automatic machine 
checkering has worked out. The grips 
of Smith & Wesson revolvers are check- 
ered by machine, for example; and right 
now in the rack I have an automatic 
shotgun with a lot of good machine 
checkering on the fore-end, which is 
round in cross section and can be 
checkered mechanically. On the same 
gun, though, the pistol grip was too 
much for the machine and had to be 
checkered by hand. 

The Dem-Bart machine consists of a 
motor, a fiexible shaft, a wall bracket 
to hang the motor up with, and a foot- 
operated rheostat for controlling speed. 
The flexible shaft and the motor are 
like those used in the familiar dental 
drill. The head consists of a cutting 
wheel, which is a little circular saw, 
and a guide. 

You lay out the pattern and cut the 
guide lines with a riffler (a common 
checkering tool that looks like a tri- 
argular file with the end bent). Then 
you place the guide in a guide line, 
turn the motor on, and start cutting. 
Operation is very fast. Speed of cutting 
Wheel can be increased when a tough 
patch of wood is encountered. Two 
wheels come with the outfit, and be- 
tween them they can be adjusted to 
cut anywhere from 14 to 32 lines an 
inch. After lines on the pattern are all 
cut in one direction, the other guide line 
is followed to cut them in the other. 
When pattern is complete, the diamonds 
are cleaned up and sharpened with a 
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hand tool. That’s all there is to it. 

After watching George Schielke, the 
gunsmith of Lewiston, Idaho, operate a 
Dem-Bart I'd say a checkering job that 
ordinarily takes 15 hours can be done 
in 5, with no dropping off in the quality 
of the work. I'd also say it takes about 
one-tenth as long to develop skill with 
the Dem-Bart as it does with all hand 
tools. Also, I believe that better quality 
of checkering can be done on poor wood. 

A geod stock calls for good checker- 
ing, and that’s always been a chore. 
This tool takes a lot of eyestrain out 
of « tough job.—J. O’C.

Summer’s around the corner. 
But it won’t mean much if your 
boat isn’t ready. Here are timely 


tips that will help speed the job 


friend recently made a very pro- 
vocative criticism of boating 


writers. He complained that 
many of the articles which appear each 
spring on the fitting out of boats tend 
to discourage sportsmen. He said many 
a would-be owner is likely to conclude 
that if he has to do all the work that is 
described, he'd just as soon not have a 
boat. 

In a way my friend is right. Boat- 
ing writers are inclined to come up 
with a lot of unnecessary advice. Most 
of the instructions concern old boats 
which, more often than not, are owned 
by experienced boatmen who don’t have 
to be told how to care for their craft. 
And since new owners usually have new 
boats which don’t require much work, 
they shouldn’t be burdened with a lot 
of directions which don’t apply to their 
craft. 

On that assumption, therefore, this 
article will deal solely with the prob- 
lems a new owner is likely to encounter 
in fitting out a fairly new boat. 

The first thing to realize is that while 
comparatively littke work may be re- 
quired, how that work is performed is 
extremely important. The quality of 
paint or varnish, how it is applied, and 
how the various surfaces are prepared 
to receive it, will all have a lot to do 
with making future upkeep easy or 
difficult. It is also important each 
spring to give your boat at least a little 
attention. If you neglect it one year 
you'll find that possibly three times as 
much work will be required the follow- 
ing year. Keeping up the surfaces of 
a boat is a fairly simple job. But let 
them deteriorate to the point where 
water and weather can reach the under- 
layers of paint or varnish, or the hull 
itself, and you'll have a tough job get- 
ting them back in shape. 


Steer a Middle Course 


Some owners keep putting off the 
conditioning of their boats until “the 
weather gets better.”” More often than 
not they never get to it—or if they do 
they frequently find themselves work- 
ing like beavers on a clear, sunny day 
when the boating weather is ideal and 
the fish are biting like mad. On the 
other hand there is the owner who is so 
oversolicitous about his boat’s appear- 
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ance and condition that he is almost 
afraid to use it. The sensible thing, of 
course, is to steer a middle course—to 
spend enough time on your boat to 
keep it in good shape, but not pamper 
it to a point where the work interferes 
with your enjoyment of it. 

Order now the materials you will 
need, plan your work well in advance, 
and get at it soon enough so that the 
craft will be in condition when the boat- 
ing season begins. The wise owner, of 
course, will have already done some of 
this work, or at least have prepared 
for it, way back last fall when he stored 
his boat. A little washing and cleaning 
then would save a lot of preparatory 
work in the spring, for oil, dirt, and 
scum are much easier to remove when 
the boat is hauled out and is still wet. 
If the craft is cleaned and then stored 
out of the weather, the finish and con- 
struction will come through the winter 
in practically as good shape as when 
it was laid up. If you leave a boat un- 
covered in the open, or with only the 
protection of boards or tar paper, dry 
winds and extremes of temperature are 
likely to damage the paint or varnish to 
such an extent that considerable pre- 
paration and sanding will be required 
before you can apply another finish. 
Remember that a boat can deteriorate 
more from poor storage than from hard 
usage during the summer. 

A common mistake is to store a boat 
in a place that is either too hot or too 
dry. An all-metal boat will be unaf- 
fected, but the seams and joints of a 
wood or plywood boat may be forced 
open as the wood dries out. 

It is important, therefore, to check 
your boat promptly to see how it has 
come through its storage, and to de- 
termine what materials you will need 
for its reconditioning. Do this now so 
that you will have plenty of time to get

whatever you may find that you need. 

The chances are that either paint or 
varnish will be the only major require- 
ment. But be particularly wary about 
using a make or grade that does not 
“agree” with what was originally ap- 
plied. A good plan is to find out from 
the manufacturer of your boat what 
type of finish was used—and then apply 
that. If this can’t be done, get a recog- 
nized marine brand, ordering it from a 
marine-supply house if your local deal- 
er hasn’t got it. But a word of caution: 
don’t be misled by household varnishes 
or paints which are described as ‘‘deck” 
or “floor and deck’”’ types, for these 
don’t always stand up well on a boat. 
If you have any doubt, don’t hesitate to 
get advice at a marine hardware store 
or from a man who’s had lots of experi- 
ence in conditioning boats. 


Avoid High-gloss Enamels 


If the finish is a dull gloss rather than 
a shiny one, you'd better stick to a semi- 
gloss grade. In fact it is usually best to 
avoid high-gloss enamels, for despite 
good initial appearance they often check 
or blister more quickly than semi-gloss 
or marine-gloss paint. 

Be careful about changing the color 
of your boat—for two reasons. First, 
the job will undoubtedly require two 
coats, with the result that too thick a 
covering might build up. Secondly, ac- 
cording to some boat owners, putting 
one color over another often speeds 
the deterioration of the entire paint job. 

Since paint applied over varnish will 
not adhere for long, it is usually neces- 
sary, even when the varnish is worn, to 
remove it right down to the bare wood, 
either by sanding or by using paint and 
varnish remover. The new paint should 
be built up by applying several thin 
coats rather than a fewer thick ones. It’s

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important to realize that while chang- 
ing from a varnished surface to a 
painted one is compartively simple, the 
reverse is almost impossible. Once 
you’ve painted over bare wood and the 
pigment has soaked into the pores, you 
can’t expect to go back to a varnished 


surface with any hope of getting a/| 


good job. 

If you have an aluminum or other 
metal-alloy boat which is now bare or 
has a natural finish, think twice before 
painting it. Besides standing up per- 
fectly in fresh water, a bare hull is a 
lot easier to keep up since it merely 
has to be reburnished. However, if you 
intend to use the hull in salt water and 
want to give it the added protection of 
paint, be sure to get complete instruc- 
tions for the job either from the manu- 
facturer of the boat or from one of the 
marine-paint companies which make 
preparations for this purpose. Etching 
and priming will be important parts of 
the job, for without them paint as ordi- 
narily applied will not adhere for long. 

If the bottom of your boat has a coat 
of copper paint for protection against 
marine borers and growths found in cer- 
tain salt-water areas, be careful about 


| using a copper paint that is different | 
from the type already on the hull. Some | 


of the newer and more expensive cop- 
per bottom paints last longer, but they 


| don’t adhere well to the old paints. 


Therefore, you must follow carefully the 
instructions for preparing the surface 
which are usually printed on the con- 


| tainer. Equally important is the ques- 


tion of whether the boat will be left in 
the water for the season, or will be in 
and out as in the case of a car-top or 
trailer-carried boat. Since ordinary 
copper paint remains soft and rubs or 
washes off easily, it is apt to be messy 
on a boat that is handled a lot. In such 
cases, a bronze paint or a hard or rac- 
ing-type copper paint should be used. 
If there is danger of worms, the paint 
must also be an antifouling grade. 


Don’t Use Cheap Varnish 


If you decide to use varnish instead 


|of paint, buy the best grade. A low- 


priced paint may do an adequate job, 
but a low-priced varnish never will. 

During winter storage, the seams and 
joints of your boat may open up. To 
fill them, get a true marine seam filler 
or composition. Putty is a poor substi- 
tute because it dries hard and soon be- 
comes lifeless. A good filler remains 
plastic, will come and go with the wood, 
and will even press out if the wet wood 
eventually swells enough to close the 
seams. 

Since open seams are usually the re- 
sult of wood shrinking in a hot, dry 
storage place, there may be a question 
of whether it is better to fill the seams 
or just let the wood soak and swell un- 
til they close naturally. If the seams of 
your boat were tight last year, the 
chances are they will tighten up again 
in the water. To hasten their closing, 
move the boat to a spot where the air 
is more moist, or provide moisture in 
the storage room by putting a bucket 
of water on a heater so the water will 
vaporize. 

For shallow depressions or deep

painting, use marine trowel cement or | 
a good grade of plastic wood. Fill these | 
spots a little more than flush, let the 
filler dry, then sand it flush. For in- 
structions on how to repair more seri- | 
ous damages, such as a deep dent in an | 
aluminum boat or a bad snag on a| 
canoe or canvas-covered craft, write to 
the manufacturer. 

Decide now where you will be able 
to do the work. If it can’t be done where 
the boat is stored (assuming this is in- 
doors), try to move the boat to a garage 
or shed where you will have heat (if 
only from a stove) and electricity. Be- 
sides providing light, the electricity can 
aiso be used for power tools. With such 
accommodations you'll be able to work 
in comfort at any time of the day or 
night, and without regard for the 
weather conditions. 


Surface Must Be Dry 


If you do the reconditioning outdoors, 
the surfaces of the boat will seldom be 
sufficiently dry for finishing—and a dry 
surface is imperative. At this time of 
the year, and especially if you are work- 
ing near water, early-evening dews 
ruin an otherwise careful job. There- 
fore, even if you use a paint or varnish 
that will set up in a couple of hours (as 
most modern marine makes will) com- 
plete the job by 2:30 p.m. Otherwise 
a dew, even one which may be imper- 
ceptible at first, may catch the finish 
before it sets, and the next day the 
finish might be so dull that a complete 
resanding and another coat would be 
necessary. 

To be sure of doing a competent job, 
spend at least as much time preparing 
the surface as you spend covering it. 
First wash every part of the boat thor- 
oughly with a fairly strong soap-powder 
solution, then hose it with fresh water. 
Never use salt water. If the craft was 
washed the previous fall and the boat 
has been stored in a clean place, all that 
will be needed is a thorough wiping to 
remove the accumulation of dust. The 
important thing is to eliminate oil and 
dirt. Use gasoline or turpentine on oil 
and tar spots, and scour off all marks 
and stains. 

When the surfaces are dry, sand them 
Use coarse or fine paper accord- 


ing to the condition of the paint. Where 


| the paint has chipped off or worn, sand 


the edges of these areas so that they 
slope off smoothly. Scrape off 
paint, cut away bubbles, and also sand 
those spots. In filling dents, scratches, 
and open seams, be careful not to leave 
any of the filler material on adjoining 
surfaces. Touch up all the bare places 
and filled spots, feathering the edges 
neatly into the old paint. And finally, 
when the spots have dried, sand them 
lightly with fine paper before applying 
the finishing coat. Even if you put on 
only one coat of paint, it needn’t be a 
particularly heavy one. 

If you must varnish your boat, how- 
ever, the coating should be a thick one. 
So even if the original varnish is in good 
condition,

The secret of 
maintaining a bright varnish finish is 
to keep the outermost surface in such 
good condition that the weather can’t 
get to the wood or even to the under- 
layers of varnish. 

While these directions will enable you 
to do a satisfactory job, I suggest you 
obtain from a paint manufacturer a 
booklet covering the use of his products. 
By following the instructions you'll find 
the problem of refinishing so simplified 
that the work involved won’t interfere 
with your enjoyment of the boat.—J. A. 
Emmett. 


‘inding Leaks in Canvas 


‘i find a leak in a canvas-covered 
canoe or boat, it is often necessary 
to haul the boat out and half fill it with 
water. Then check the outside covering 
for signs of dampness and mark the 
leak for patching. If you try to locate 
the leak from inside, with the craft in 
the water, you'll generally find that the 
moisture does not come in right at 
the leak, but seeps along beneath the 
covering until it finds a seam in the 
planking.—J. A. E. 


Spring Care of Outboards 


he modern outboard motor is a 

pretty foolproof affair and will 
stand up to a lot of abuse. That is no 
reason, however, for neglecting the 
routine spring attention which is only 
common sense with any engine. 

Before filling the tank at the start 
of the new season, flush out the fuel 
system and clean the carburetor. If any 
old oil or sediment has formed a gummy 
deposit, remove it with alcohol. 

If you poured oil in the cylinders 
when you laid the motor up last fall, 
remove the spark plugs and ground the 
wires on the head while you pull the 
starter cord to work the oil out. While 
the plugs are out, give them a check- 
ing; if their condition is doubtful, get 
new ones of the type specified for the 
motor and with the gap recommended. 

Check the propeller for dents in the 
ends of the blades, and file minor ones 
flush. For any greater damage, or 
possibly a bent blade, don’t try to d 
anything about it yourself; take the 
wheel off and turn it over to an out- 
board service station, or else get a new 
one. 

Don’t neglect the lower unit. Remove 
the drain plug and flush out the old 
grease with a mixture of kerosene and 
oil, then repack with the waterproof 
grease recommended for the motor. 

Using wrenches of the correct size 
(ngt pliers), check the tightness of nuts 
and tubing connections about the motor 
Be careful not to strip threads or wring 
anything off. In tightening the nut o1 
the propeller, hold the wheel securely 
with one hand so you won’t break th 
shear pin. 

That’s as far as you’d better go un 
less you have considerable mechanical! 
ability. If the motor doesn’t run well 
after this treatment, turn it over t 
your dealer’s repair crew.—J. A. E.

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_ Answers to Boating Fans — 


Materials for Houseboat 


Question: I’m interested in building a house- 
boat, but I can’t get the cedar that the plans 
call for. Can I use either %4-in. plywood or pine 
with small knots?—Herbert G. Johnson, Mass. 


Answer: If you decide on the plywood it 
will have to be at least 5% or % in. thick. If, 
however, you can get only % or %-in. ma- 
terial, you’ll have to use bottom frames. Ply- 
wood is tough, but it doesn’t have the strength 
of regular lumber, and can’t alone provide the 
rigid kind of hull required in this type of craft. 

Since an advantage of this type of hull is 
that it doesn’t require top-grade material, I 
would recommend using the pine, provided that 
it is air-seasoned and that the knots are sound 
and not too large. Small, loose knots can be 
bored out and the holes filled with plugs cut 
of flush. But you don’t want too many of 
them!—J. A. E. 


Will New Propeller Help? 


Question: I have a 3-horsepower outboard 
motor fitted with a three-bladed 9-in. propeller. 
1 understand it is a heavy-duty prop designed 
more for power than speed. If, in driving an 
18-ft. rowboat, I substitute a two-bladed pro- 
peller of the same or smaller diameter, will I 
get more speed?—Lyle W. Schumacher, III. 


Answer: If your motor is now turning up at 
the speed it was designed to develop, substi- 
tuting a smaller or different type of propeller 
so that it will turn faster may cause serious 
damage to the motor. 

If you use the motor to push a light and 
easily driven boat, a smaller, faster-turning 
propeller might give you more speed. But if 
you intend to drive an 18-{ft. skiff-type row- 
boat, I doubt if you'll gain anything by a 
change of propeller.—J. A. E. 


Mending Broken Ribs 


Question: Several of the ribs in my 14-ft. 
boat have split, and I’m afraid that water will 
get in the cracks and hasten the loosening-up 
process. What do you suggest?—W. H. Barnes, 
Wis. 


Answer: Unless those cracked ribs have dam- 
aged the outer surface of the hull, I wouldn't 
worry about them. Where there are a lot of 
ribs, the failure of a few—unless they adjoin— 
will not weaken a boat materially. 
Fill the cracks with plastic wood, and then 
ndpaper and varnish the ribs to keep water 

of the grain. If the ribs are cedar, they 
should stand up well and won't rot out.—J. A. E.

‘nswer: I doubt if any rocker bottom you 
c i put on the skiff without forcing a change 
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in the shape of the sides, would improve it 
enough to be worth while. A 3-in. camber or 
curve is about all you could get—and it would 
require frames about every 15 in., with the 
new bottom planks laid fore and aft. 

Rather than make such an extensive altera- 
tion, it might be more advisable to get another 
hull with a semi-V bottom.—/J. A. E. 


Kit-built or Used Boat? 


Question: I'm thinking of getting either a 
used inboard runabout, or a kit for building a 
hull into which I can install either a converted 
jeep engine or a regular marine engine. If I 
decide on a secondhand boat what are the 
chances of getting a good buy?—G. K. Swan- 
son, N. Dak. 


Answer: I think a kit-built boat would be 
a better bet than a secondhand one, for the 
engine in the latter is likely to have had hard 
use. A marine or a converted jeep engine would 
be suitable for a kit boat, although I strongly 
urge that you select the type of engine speci- 
fied by the company that makes the kit 

If you buy a used boat, choose an established 
make so that you'll be sure of getting a good 
hull model. Don’t be persuaded to select any- 
thing too big or too powerful—even though it 
looks like a buy. And lastly, regard the engine 
with suspicion until it is checked by a compe- 
tent mechanic. Even then, you'll probably have 
to give it an overhauling.—J. A. E. 


Dual-pur pose Motor 


Question: I'd like to get an outboard motor 
to use on both my 15-ft. aluminum canoe and 
my 14-ft. flat-bottomed boat. What horsepower 
do you suggest?—C. N. Arnold, Mich. 


Answer: You'll have to suit the motor to 
the canoe, rather than to the boat. And one of 
214-horsepower would be about all the power the 
canoe could use safely and effectively. To be 
certain about that, write the canoe manufacturer 
before buying the motor, since canoes ordinarily 
come in standard and lightweight models. If 
yours is ultralight it might be thrown off bal- 
ance by too heavy a motor.—J. A. E. 


Galvanized-steel Craft 


Question: I have an opportunity to buy a 
12-ft galvanized-steel boat fitted with air 
chambers. Are there disadvantages to this type? 
Could an outboard motor be used with it?— 
Leon Lee Chapuis, Mo. 


Answer: Except for being rather noisy, and 
hot to the touch in summer weather, galvanized 
steel boats are satisfactory and are usually good 
values for the price. An outboard—if it’s not 
too large—can generally be used with one 
But ask the builder of the boat for advice 
before ordering it.—J. A. E. 


When It’s Not in Use— 


Question: My 13%%-ft. marine-plywood boat 
has been finished with shellac and four coats 
of varnish. Should it be covered with a water 
proof fabric when it’s not in use? Or should it 
be hauled out?—C. R. Douglass, Ind. 


Answer: I don’t think it would be very con- 
venient to haul out a boat as large as yours 
very often. A craft finished as you describe 
will stand up well in ordinary use and won’t 
deteriorate if it’s left in the water. 

Moor it, bow and stern, to stakes. Or if you 
leave it alongside a dock, secure it so that the 
sides won't chafe. A cover would keep dirt and 
water out of the boat, but it wouldn't protect 
the outside surfaces.—J. A. E.

Eleetrie Outboards 


Ithough the new-model gasoline out- 
boards perform far more satisfac- 
torily at low trolling speeds than did 
most of the old ones, electric outboards 
continue to be popular. Fishermen par- 
ticularly like the quietness of their op- 
eration and the lack of attention they 
require while running. These advan- 
tages, as much as the ability to shove a 
boat at a very low, even speed, contrib- 
ute to their popularity. Before the war, 
another factor in their favor was the 
low prices at which several makes were 
offered. They were so inexpensive then 
that many gasoline-outboard owners 
bought one as a second motor for oc- 
casional use. 

Since then prices have advanced—a 
trend partly offset by improvements in 
late models. They still run only a lim- 
ited number of hours on a charged bat- 
tery, and they’re not powerful enough 
to drive a boat very fast. They work 
out best when used as a fishing motor 
in conjunction with a gasoline outboard. 
The latter takes the boat to and from 
the fishing grounds, the electric one 
goes into service when trolling or cast- 
ing begins. 

In some waters where gasoline out- 
boards are prohibited electric out- 
boards, because of their quietness and 
limited speed, are permitted. 

While their weight is relatively low, 
around 25 lb., the weight of the battery 
must also be considered although it can 
be transported separately. 

How many hours of service can you 
expect on a single battery charge? Ten, 
perhaps more; for such a motor is usu- 
ally run only intermittently and usually 
at low speed. The average owner re- 
charges the battery every other week- 
end. In this connection there are now 
on the market compact low-priced rapid 
battery chargers that the sportsman 
can use himself. 

Mounting the motor on the boat is 
simple. Clamp it well to one side of the 
transom and shift the heavier gasoline 
outboard far enough to the other side— 
preferably at one of the notches on the 
transom—to balance the weight but not 
interfere with driving the boat. 

Operation of the electric motor re- 
quires merely a turn of the control 
handle toward “off’’ or ‘‘on’’ to regulate 
the speed, which can be cut well below 
that of rowing. The boat moves steadily 
and smoothly and the water is less dis- 
turbed than it would be by oars or a 
paddle. 

Steering is easy, too, for at such low 
speeds it requires only a touch of the 
handle with the hand or body, or even 
the foot, and needn't interfere with the 
operator’s fishing.—J. A. E.

Why not build a log cabin? 
Pick the right site, timber, plan, 
and method of construction—and 


be off to a flying start! 


lot of people dream about owning 
A a log cabin in the woods—but 
that, unfortunately, is as far as 
they ever get. Don’t let yourself drift 
into this group. If you want a cabin, 
begin working on it now. Pick out a 
site, select a plan, and locate a source 
for the needed timber. You can’t start 
too soon for there are numerous de- 
tails to decide upon before the first tree 
is cut and the actual construction gets 
under way. 

The cabin can be a place to spend 
week-ends and vacations, or it can be 
the means of economical, independent 
year-round living. In either case you'll 
find that, just as with regular frame 
construction, the cost of building has 
increased. But if you have suitable 
timber on your land, you can save a 
substantial sum. Then the main ex- 
penses will be labor, flooring, roofing, 
sash, and doors. But you can cut labor 
costs by doing some or all of the work 
yourself, even if you've never handled 
tools before. 

The first step is to pick a site. This 
may take considerable time, so begin 
looking now. Choose the spot carefully 

-you can’t move a cabin around as if 
it were a tent! If the land has timber 
suitable for building, so much the bet- 
ter. But be sure there’s adequate drain- 
age and a good view. These are im- 
portant for comfort and satisfaction. 


Protection and Exposure 


The ideal cabin site also has some 
natural protection from winter storms 

say a background of hills or timber 
lying to the north or northeast. It 
should be exposed to the morning sun 
(to dry off mist and dew) and be 
shaded during the hotter midafternoon 
hours. If you build on a lake or river, 
set the cabin high enough on the bank 
to escape high-water floods. 

Lacking a near-by spring, you may 
have to dig a well. In that case, remem- 
ber that while water may be only 20 ft. 
underground, it could be several times 
deeper, especially near a rocky hilltop. 
It’s a good notion to have water from 
any source, spring or well, tested by 
your state board of health. All you 
need do is mail them a sample and ask 
for a report. 

Numerous books are available which 
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show plans of different types and sizes 
of cabins. Also, several lumber manu- 
facturers issue booklets of cabin plans 
which can be obtained by asking at your 
local lumberyard. No matter if you 
choose a stock design or originate one, 
keep it simple. Avoid frills and freak- 
ish notions. If you stick to plain, sub- 
stantial pioneer lines, your cabin will 
go up more easily, last longer, and re- 
tain more resale value. 

Cabin size must sometimes be ad- 
justed to fit the material on hand. If 
the maximum length of the logs you cut 
or buy is 16 ft., for example, then no 
unbroken run of wall can be that long 
because of the footage used up by 
corners. It’s best not to splice logs 
unless absolutely necessary. Exceptions 
are sills that rest on solid foundations; 
also plate logs lying over door and 
window openings (where splicing makes 
it possible to lift the logs into their high 
position in two sections instead of a 
single heavy one). 

A 14 x 18-ft. cabin is about the mini- 
mum size for two. A floor size of 16 x 20 
would be better and would house two 
adults and one or two children for a 
time. But cabins that seem roomy 
enough at the start often become 
cramped after some occupancy; so 
build as large a structure as is practical 
or, better still, pick a plan that permits 
rooms to be added in the future. 

For example, if you start with a 
14 x 18-ft. cabin, you can later build an 
8 x 10 or 10 x 12-ft. shed-roofed room 
at the rear, to serve as kitchen or 
bunkhouse. (Bunks are popular in 
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cabins because they give maximum 
sleeping facilities for a given space.) 
Or you can add a 6 or 8-ft. porch clear 
across the cabin front, siding the porch 
part-way up with slabs and fitting 
screens and sash above, so the porch 
can be used for eating or sleeping pur- 
poses. 

Remember, though, that very large 
cabins are unduly hard to heat in winter 
with the customary wood stove or fire- 
place. One good way to gain elbow 
room in a small cabin is to floor over 
the space between the gable ends and 
store supplies and infrequently used 
items there. To reach this attic, use 
a short ladder which has been firmly 
nailed to the wall in one corner. 


Types of Logs That Can be Used 


Cedar, pine, fir, balsam, hemlock, and 
spruce are woods commonly used for 
log cabins. Western cedar is probably 
the very best, with Norway pine a 
close second; both trees grow tall and 
Straight with minimum taper. If you 
have only a few of these, better save 
them for sills, ridgepole, and purlins. 
Balsam is very easy to work, tamarack 
(American larch) is lasting and dur- 
able but hard to chop and hew. Hard- 
wood trees are often too crooked and 
branchy to yield straight logs without a 
lot of broadax or adz work. 

If there’s timber on your site that’s 
suitable.for building, you can inventory 
it quickly with a log caliper, which 
is simply a piece of board or plywood 
with an 8 x 8 or 10 x 10-in. notch cut 

















“Sure it’s prefabricated—I only put the pieces together!” 
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into one edge. When the notch is placed 
against the tree trunks, a quick glance 
shows if they’re too small or too big. 

The best cabin logs have an average 
diameter of 7 or 8 in. tapering from 
about 10 in. at the butt to 6 to 7 at the 
top. Smaller logs will serve if no others 
are at hand. Larger ones can be used 
if available and if you have the man- 
power required to place them on the 
walls. Heavy timbers should be rolled 
up and into place on skids leaned 
against the partly finished wall, not 
lifted bodily. 

When measuring standing timber, re- 
member that all logs need not be the 
full length of the walls. There are 
spaces between doors and windows, and 
between these and the corners, where 
short pieces will fit. If all trees are 
short and stubby, you can still use them 
if you get a sawmill to split the logs in 
half lengthwise and true each edge. 
Then nail the pieces upright to a plank 
frame, and the vertical slabs will join 
close together without unsightly cracks.

Processed Logs 


When no local source of logs exists, it 
may be possible to buy processed logs 
from manufacturers who will deliver 
by train or truck. Two kinds may be 
had: regular round logs, with centers 
hollowed out to lighten them and pro- | 
vide insulation through the dead air | 
space, or thick siding with one side | 
curved to imitate the face of a log. The 
round logs are laid up like regular 
cabin timbers; the siding must be ap- | 
plied over studs. Both kinds have ship- 
lap or grooved edges, to give weather- | 
tight joints that need no chinking. |

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ings with wire mesh, to exclude rats 
and skunks, and in winter, plug them 
with grass or tar paper to conserve in- 
side heat. 

If piers or posts are used, space them 
at 5-ft. intervals in rows that are not 
more than 6 ft. apart. Close spacing is 
needed to avoid springy floors. For 
durability, choose posts of tamarack, 
cedar, post oak, white oak, arbor vitae, 
or locust. Avoid hemlock, balsam, and 
spruce; also yellow pine unless it’s 
first treated with a wood preservative. 
Posts or piers should extend into the 
ground below frost line, which may be 
4 or 4% ft. down. Local residents can 
inform you about this. 

When a solid concrete slab serves as 
both floor and foundation, provide foot- 
ings around the edges that extend well 
into the earth. If sills are laid directly 
on such a slab or on a wall, extend them 
a couple of inches out from the edge of 
the concrete, so rain won't run down 
the walls and under the sill to rot it. 
For extra protection, seal joint between 
sill and foundation with thick paint or 
calking compound. The small, inexpen- 
sive metal levels you hook to a tightly 
drawn line are usually accurate enough 
to level up posts and piers. 

Logs from 6 to 7 in. in diameter can 
be placed between the sills for floor 
joists, but 2 x 6-in. timbers obtained 
from a sawmill make a smoother job. 
Hew off the top of each log joist to pro- 
vide a true nailing surface that’s about 
1 in. wide. Sills and joists should be 
placed with any crown (curve) up, so 
the weight of walls and floor presses 
them down true. 


Arranging the Logs 


When laying walls, alternate tops 
and butts of logs to maintain an even 
height. Logs should be supported at 
their ends only; if they do touch in the 
center, run the crosscut saw between 
them to clear the space. In the case of 
a log that’s quite crooked, set the bowed 
side up, then make several saw cuts 
down into the upper side of the curve, 
so the log can settle down into a 
straight line. 

Wall logs should be graded for both 
size and appearance. Use the thickest 
ones at the bottom of the wall and put 
scarred or gnarled pieces at the rear 
of the cabin. For the corners, there are 
various types of joints; choose one 
where water can’t run down into an 
open cut to start decay. Notches are 
first roughed out with an ax, then trued 
with wide chisel and mallet. 

Different types of notches with in- 
structions for marking and cutting them 
are shown in U.S. Dept. of Agricul 
ture’s Miscellaneous Publication No 
579, Building With Logs. To get a copy

Types of Roofing 


If using wood shingles, give the roof 
at least a one-third pitch to shed water 
capably.

and 3 cu. ft. of sand. These dry in- 
gredients can be measured in a 12 x 12- 
x 12-in. box. 
give a stiff consistency; if too runny, 
log surfaces will be unduly soiled. 

Some backing is needed for wide 
cracks. This can be oakum or used rope, 
rammed in with a calking tool, or strips 
of expanded metal lath nailed to upper 
and lower log surfaces.

ere’s a quick, simple way to make 

leather laces or thongs for shoe- 
pacs, lashings, or even an emergency 
pair of snowshoes. 

All you need is a sharp knife (or a 
single-edged razor blade), a slat of 
wood about 1 ft. long, 1 in. wide, and 
% to 4% in. thick, and a piece of leather 
salvaged from a pair of old shoes or 
boot tops. 

With a saw, cut halfway across the 
slat, about an inch down from one end. 
Next, using a knife, cut a circular hole 

about 1 in. in diameter— in the center 
of the piece of leather. Start the lace 
by cutting a strip 2 in. long from the 
inside of the circle, leaving it attached 


| to the leather. 


Now, as shown in the drawing, slip 
the leather into the slot and hold the 


| knife blade at the V formed by the 
inner edge of the circle and the lace. 


Grasp the end of the lace with your 
other hand and pull. The piece of 
leather will begin to revolve as the lace 
is cut from it. 

Length of the lace, of course, will de- 
pend upon the size of the piece of 
leather. Its width will be determined by 
the position of the blade; varying 
widths from 1/16 to ‘4 in. can be ob- 
tained. The more perfectly rounded the 
original hole in the leather, the more 
uniform the lace will be. Naturally, the 
narrower it is, the longer it will be 
when you get through. 

I find that sitting on the slat, thus 
steadying it while cutting the leather, 
is a practical way to do the job. 

A little neat’s-foot oil rubbed into 
the lace will make it pliable and help 
to preserve it.—Edwin Johnson.

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The Machete in Camp 


he machete is a long, straight- 

bladed, hacking knife that depends 
upon velocity rather than weight for 
effect. Although essentially a jungle 
tool and weapon, it will serve campers 
for light chopping duty. You can use 
the machete to cut tent stakes, split 
kindling, or clear trails and camp sites 
of brush and vines. For heavy work, 
however, it is better to use an ax. A 
machete is not practical for felling 
trees or cutting their trunks and limbs 
into firewood—a fact which should be 
remembered by former service men who 
were favorably impressed by the 
machete during overseas duty. 

The safest way to carry a machete is 
in a full-length sheath hung on your 
belt, with the cutting edge pointed for- 
ward. Then the tool can be drawn with- 
out danger of cutting your body or legs. 
Because a machete must be very sharp 
for good service, keep it in its sheath 
when not in actual use. 

A machete is handled differently than 
either an ax or a hatchet. Most of the 
chopping swing is made with the wrist 
and fingers rather than with a full 
sweep of the arm and shoulder. This 
enables you to chop steadily with a 
minimum expenditure of strength and 
energy. When starting a blow with the 
machete, hold its handle with your 
thumb and first two fingers only. Then 
snap the fingers and wrist forward as 
you bring the blade down. As soon as 
the edge strikes, grasp the handle 
firmly with all five fingers to prevent 
it from slipping. 


Don’t Cut Across Grain 


Vines and brush are more easily 
severed when hit at an angle of about 
45 degrees. Never try to cut straight 
across the grain. And never chop di- 
rectly toward your feet. Instead, aim 
all blows either to your right or left. 
A sharp machete can be dangerous in 
careless hands, and an army rule is 
that machete men must work at least 
5 yd. apart when clearing trails. 

A new machete has a blunt edge like 
that of a new ax, and should be ground 
back and thinned in much the same 
way. To eliminate any chance of cut- 
ting your fingers should they slide for- 
ward on the blade, don’t sharpen the 
4 in. nearest the handle. Instead, let 
the grindstone rub straight across this 
part of the blade until it is dull. 

To keep the machete in good condi- 
tion use a medium-coarse sharpening 
stone which has been firmly wedged 
into a notch chopped out of the top of 
a log or board. Then hold the machete 
handle with one hand, press down on 
the side of the blade with the other, and 
move the tool in a circular motion 
against the stone, keeping the blade at 
a very small angle to the stone. 

If you plan to use the machete ex- 
tensively don’t groove the handle cr 
bind it with tape or cord for a firmer 
grip, for this will only produce blisters. 
\nd lastly, remember that a machete’s 
blade is much thinner than that of an 
ax, and therefore more easily damaged. 
So be careful about chopping into stones 
or into the ground.—M. H. D.

Bacon Sauce for Fish 


This is especially good on boiled fish. 
But you can use it on camp bread, po- 
tatoes, or rice with equally good re- 
sults. 


4 lb, bacon, 1 cup boiling 
cut fine water 

3 tbsp. flour 2 tbsp. vinegar 

1, tsp. pepper 1 onion,minced 


Fry bacon until most of the grease is 
extracted. Then add onion and lightly 
brown. Stir in dry flour, cook 2 min- 
utes, then add water and seasoning. 
Simmer and stir until smooth. Enough 
for two or three. 


Toasted Corn 


Pioneer families ate a lot of this 
crunchy food, and primitive peoples in 
different parts of the world still do. 
It’s thoroughly concentrated, and hikers 
will find it ideal for lightweight pack- 
ing. Simply remove kernels from dry, 
mature field corn and toast them in a 
dry, heavy, iron skillet. Don’t add 
water or grease. When the kernels are 
brown and can be easily crunched with 
the teeth, they’re done. 

Store in waterproof sacks or tins. 
To serve, warm kernels up with a little 
butter and salt. Can also be eaten with 
sirup or milk. Serve 1 cup dry corn 
per person. 


Smoked Sturgeon 


Clean a small sturgeon and skin it, 
but leave the tail on. Soak in salt 
water 6 hagurs then smoke, suspended 
by the tail, from 6 to 8 hours over mod- 
erate heat. A burlap bag over one end 
of a barrel makes a simple rig, but a 
smokehouse made by draping a tar- 
paulin over uprights connected by a 
cross pole makes a better one because 
the fish can be suspended head down 
and kept a good 3 ft. from a smoulder- 
ing blaze. In any case, the smoke 
Should escape slowly, and the fire 
should throw off a lot of smoke but not 
too much heat. Hickory is considered 
a good wood for smoking. In the South, 
even when hickory is available, bay 
is often preferred. 


Blueberry Pudding

<« cups sugar and 1 cup water in a pot 
and bring to a boil.

When the insects are particularly bad, a hea 
net of coarse cheesecloth may be helpful; it cut 
off some of the air, but campers often prefe 
that to the flies. Cover your hands with gloves 
fasten your sleeves down tightly, wear shirt 
with close-fitting collars, and tie a big hand 
kerchief around your neck.

secticide to eliminate flies and mosquitoes that

Answer: Your idea of packing the bacon in 
friction-top tins is good. Perhaps no deteriora- 
tion would set in in 5 weeks’ time, but as you 
Say, it’s best to take precautions. 

First, then, select a high grade of bacon; 
cheaper ones seldom keep as well or as long. 
Next, the first week’s supply can be sliced as 
you suggest; but since it’s almost impossible 
to rid thin slices of mold should it set in, I sug- 
gest that the rest of the bacon should be cut 
in chunks big enough to fit the tins fairly 
snugly. 

Examine them at least once a week. 
find traces of mold, wash the chunks in a 
solution of baking soda and water, dry them 
in the sun or near your camp stove, and then 
repack them in the tins.—M. H. D

Gasoline or Bottled Gas? 


Question: What are the relative merits of 
gasoline and bottled gas as fuel for stoves in- 
tended for trailer and camp use?—L. B. Jen- 
kins, Ohio. 


Answer: For trailer use, I regard the gaso- 
line stove as safer because it has no long sup- 
ply line. Many trailers get pretty rough usage, 
and if it caused a leak in the line to develop, 
the closed trailer could become filled with gas 
that might explode when a match was struck. 
And when the tank is stored in the trailer 
trunk, with the pipe leading to the stove run 


between the walls, there’s no way to check the 


connections. 

In camp, of course, you could—and should— 
do so regularly. I’ve tried out practically every 
make of gasoline camp stove, and find them 
safe enough when used carefully. But any sort 
of fuel-oil stove must be used with caution in- 
Whenever possible, I 
place the stove under an awning outside the 
door. This greatly increases the margin of 


| safety.—M. H. D. 





Porcupine Trouble 


Question: I am having porcupine trouble. 
The pests have chewed their way through the 
floor of my cabin and seem to like the premises 
a great deal. Is-there any effective way to dis- 


courage their use of my camp?—Herbert 
Brook, N.Y. 
Answer: Owners of northern cabins tell me 


they have successfully repelled porcupines and 
kept them from gnawing wood surfaces by 
painting such places with a mixture of linseed 
oil and red pepper. This treatment has been 
used on porch railings and posts, and across 
the lower portions of outside doors. A suggested 
formula is 4 or 5 oz. pepper to 3 qt. oil. 

Personally, I think better immunity can be 
obtained by covering vulnerable wooden sur- 
faces with tin or with wire netting or wire 
cloth. If the animals work from underneath 
the floor, seal the space below the cabin with 
stiff wire cloth. Strips of tin nailed across the 
lower quarter of a door, or a little higher than 
a porcupine can reach, are effective since tin 
is too slick for them to climb.—M. H. D.

The springer spaniel qualifies 
both in the field and at home. He’s 
rugged, versatile, alert, and—with 


training—readily adaptable 


he springer spaniel, with eager 
ways and winning personality, is 
fast climbing the ladder of pop- 
ularity not only as a gun dog, but as 
a companion in the household as well. 
The qualities of the breed would be 
quite enough to assure an enthusiastic 
acceptance. But, as a matter of fact, 
the changing times have had something 
to do with it, too. 

When firearms were in the flintlock 
stage—and particularly in England— 
all types of spaniels were active afield. 
Later, with the introduction of breech- 
loading, double-barreled weapons, hunt- 
ers required a larger, faster, and less 
impetuous dog. They chose the wide- 
ranging pointer, and the setter. Both 
breeds were efficient, they covered lots 
of ground, found game, and were stanch 
on their points. 

After a pointer or setter located the 
game, a hunter liked to move up at a 
leisurely pace. Perhaps he’d even stop 
to pass the time of day with his com- 
panions. All this time the dog remained 
on point. Undue haste, then at least, 
would have been considered undignified. 

However, as society became increas- 
ingly urban, space both in kennel and 
household was more limited. In many 
homes there simply wasn't room for a 
dog as large as a pointer or setter. The 
solution was to get a smaller gun dog. 
That's one reason why springers (orig- 
inally imported from England by rela- 
tively few hunters) began to be a great 
deal more common. 


An Enthusiastic Retriever 


As far as disposition is concerned, 
springers have much to recommend 
them. Their cleanliness, intelligence, 
and strong desire to please make them 
very desirable companions. As gun 
dogs, one of their principal assets is the 
inborn ability to retrieve—a task to 
which they bring unbounded enthusi- 
asm. 

It is interesting, but certainly not 
very easy, to trace the origin of any 
breed of dog. That applies particularly 
to the springer spaniel. Some authori- 
ties are of the opinion that the poodle 
was an ancestor of the spaniel. Others 
claim, just as positively, that the poodle 
itself was an offshoot of the spaniel. In 
any case, during the reign of Queen 
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Elizabeth, spaniels were widely used to 
“springe” game from the coverts. 

At that time, apparently, there were 
no well-defined or distinctive types of 
spaniels. They were all classed accord- 
ing to size, the chief varieties being 
the springer, or large, spaniel, the small, 
or cocking, spaniel, and the small, deli- 
cate, domestic spaniel, or comforter. 
It is quite likely that the springer of 
that day didn’t have much resemblance 
to the dog that bears the name today. 
The earlier type was leggier and more 
rangy. But its hunting characteristics 
were similar to the modern dog’s. 

Breeders have used care and effi- 
ciency in developing the different types 
of spaniels as we know them today. It 
was not until 1902, however, that the 
Kennel Club of England recognized the 
English springer spaniel as a distinct 
breed. There were relatively few of the 
dogs in America at that time and they 
didn’t gain much recognition until field 
trials became popular. By the middle 
1930's, though, there were more than 
2,000 springers registered in this 
country—eighth on the list of all breeds. 

Sportsmen were quick to recognize 
springers as real gun dogs, and efforts 
were made to keep them in that class. 
Changes in conformation for bench- 
show purposes were frowned upon and, 
as a result, the springer has retained its 
hardy physical characteristics. 

Taking the field with an active

springer is far from a leisurely method 
of hunting. The dog doesn’t establish 
stanch points. Once he finds a hot 
pheasant track he goes away on it— 
fast. He may make a number of cir- 
cular casts near the gun, but once the 
trail is straightened out he takes off. 
The hunter is obliged to keep pace with 
him because when the game is cornered 
the springer rushes in. There is no 
hesitancy at all, just a few eager 
whines, a violent wagging of the tail, 
and a direct lunge or “spring.’’ Then 
the bird hurtles into the air. 


To Get a Good Shot 


The hunter who is well aware of his 
dog’s technique, and who acts accord- 
ingly, will get a perfect shot. If he’s 
not in a favorable position when the 
bird is flushed it’s nobody’s fault but 
his own. 

Of course any dog’s performance is 
modified to some extent by tempera- 
ment, and in the springer there appears 
to be a wide variation. Some springers 
are exceedingly tractable. Others are 
stubborn or headstrong. 

The working out of such traits is il- 
lustrated by the experience of a friend 
who took his young springers along 
with his pointers and setters when he 
hunted quail. His idea was to keep the 
springers at heel until the covey was 
flushed and the birds were down—either 





Sportsmen realize springers are real gun dogs—and try to keep them in that class 
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dead or wounded. Unless the birds 
could be found immediately the larger 
dogs would lose patience and press on 
to find another covey. But the springers, 
demonstrating their remarkable per- 
severance, would stick to it until they 
retrieved the grassed birds. 

There was one hitch, however. As the 
young springers gained maturity they 
became eager to leave their station at 
heel and range out with the other gun 
dogs. As a result, when the pointers and 
setters were stanch on a covey the 
springers would forge ahead, pass the 
pointing dogs, and bump the birds. 


Nothing Would Hold Them 


My friend tried numerous methods— 
check cords, stern commands, even pun- 
ishment—to restrain the springers. But 
in vain. They continued to charge the 
coveys. Finally the attempt to work 
them with the larger dogs had to be 
abandoned. But, and here’s the point, 
investigation showed that all those 
springers came from the same strain- 
a strain noted for its hard-headedness. 

Since that time I’ve seen other spring- 
ers and pointers or setters work to- 
gether with a great deal of success. But

that was because the particular spring- 
ers were tractable by nature and could 
be restrained. They realized what was 
expected of them, and they remained 
at heel until the covey was flushed. | 
Clearly enough, temperament of the 
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individual dogs was the determining 
factor. 

As I’ve said, springers are natural- 
born retrievers. They’ll bring game to 
hand without being previously trained 
to do it. Some individuals have a tend- 
ency to be hard-mouthed—a trait that 
may stem from an early experience 
with a wounded pheasant. The crippled 
bird, armed with sharp spurs on its legs, 
can severely injure a dog’s muzzle or 
eyes before it is squeezed into submis- 
sion. Even if the dog escapes injury, 
when he clamps down on the struggling 
bird he may get a mouthful of feathers. 
Finding this distasteful, he’ll drop the 
bird and be very reluctant to pick it 
up again and complete the retrieve. 

With experience in the field, the 
springer will eventually learn to grasp 
a pheasant by the back just above the 
wings, and thus avoid the sharp spurs. 
This is learning the hard way, but I 
don’t know any other way a dog (and 
perhaps a man, too) can learn. 

Besides being efficient on upland 
game, the springer qualifies admirably 
in the pursuit of rabbits. He’ll scent the 
track, follow it to the form, and flush 
out the rabbit with great enthusiasm. 
So widespread has become the use of 
springers on rabbits that I wouldn't 
doubt there are as many rabbits killed 
over springers as over hounds. Spring- 
ers also are fine retrievers in water. 

Readily adapting themselves to house- 
hold conditions, springers make good 
pets.

The dog must penetrate thick covers, 
and an outing may last many hours. To 
meet these conditions the springer must 
have stamina and be neither light of 
bone nor too small. On the other hand, 
the dogs must not be too heavy of bone 
—and, therefore, slow. Best weight is 
from 35 to 40 lb. 

In color, springers are generally 
either liver and white, or black and 
white. Tails are docked but the indi- 
viduals manage to emphasize the white 
flagging at the tip. 

Particular attention should be paid 
to the dog’s expression, especially of 
the eyes, for they indicate the animal’s 
intelligence to a great degree. The ex- 
pression should show marked alertness 
at all times, and a sustained eagerness. 
Of course, there are stupid individuals 
in all breeds and the springer is no 
exception. Intelligence may not be too 
essential in a pet, but it is required in 
a gun dog because he must be able to 
solve many problems in the field. In 
addition he must understand and obey 
his master’s signals and commands. 

Training a springer presents few 
problems—provided the dog is intelli- 
gent. The process is far simpler, in fact, 
than the training of some other breeds 
of gun dogs. 
springer is a born hunter and retriever. 


natural attributes and adapt them to 
procedures in the field. 

Every eager spaniel has a tendency 
to hunt on his own regardless of the 
closeness of the gun and, if permitted, 
_he will follow a fresh track into the 
|mext county. Hence it’s necessary to 
teach the dog to make casts in a limited 
area, and not exceed a certain gun 
| range. Otherwise, the hunter would soon 
wear himself out tearing over the 
countryside in pursuit of a violently 
wagging tail with its wisp of white flag. 





Where the Hunter Should Stand 
When, by his actions, the dog indi- 


take a stand where the range will be 
satisfactory and where he'll have an 
unobstructed view of the rising bird. 
After the game flushes (or runs, in the 
case of a jumped rabbit) the springer 
should be trained to remain motionless. 
This isn’t a difficult lesson as far as 
feathered game is concerned, but the 
springer that can sit still while a 
frightened rabbit races through the 
cover is, indeed, a well-trained dog. 

When a bird is grassed and the 
springer is ordered in, he should go 
directly to the fallen bird, take it in his 
mouth as delicately as possible, and 
| return with it. He should then sit and 
wait until the hunter reaches out his 
| hand to receive the game. 

As far as basic training is concerned, 
it’s necessary—as with all dogs—to 
teach obedience. Unless the dog learns 
to respond properly he won't be of much 
| value no matter how much natural 
talent he has. He should know his name, 
| come when called, stop at command, 
| and remain at heel when ordered. Those 
are the fundamental requirements and 
|there must be no backsliding from

Lose His Nose? 


Question: My 6-month-old beagle has just 
been cured of distemper. Is it true that his 
sense of smell will be permanently injured by 
this illness? —E. G. Shultz, Pa. 


Answer: Because your dog has had distemper 
does not necessarily mean that his sense of 
smell will be affected. Many dogs recover from 
this illness without losing their ability to 
scent. If this ability is affected, it may be 
only temporarily.—J. R. K. 


Misbehaving Pup 


Question: My pup has the unfortunate habit 
of wetting the floor every time she comes into 
the house, no matter how long she has been 
outdoors. What can I do about it?—Eigger 
Tuediserp, Tex. 


Answer: Watch her closely when she comes 
into the house, and if she attempts to perform 
this duty, speak to her in a firm voice, and then 
take her out again immediately. When she 
performs this duty outdoors, speak to her 
kindly, and give her a tidbit as a reward. The 


important thing is to be patient with her.—

To Stop Shedding 
Question: For some time now my English 


pointer has been shedding badly. What can I 
do to stop it?—Dr. Edward A. Haegele, Pa. 


Answer: Rub coconut oil well into the dog’s 
skin, let it remain for an hour, then rub it out 
with a dry bath towel. Do this twice a week. 
Groom the dog every day, using a brush with 
rubber bristles. 

The dog’s diet should consist of rare beef, 
stale whole-wheat bread, cooked vegetables, 
milk, cereal, and a raw or soft-boiled egg four 
or five times a week. Also add % tsp. of wheat- 
germ oil to the food once a day. 

In place of beef you can occasionally sub- 
stitute beef heart, liver, kidney, poultry, fish, 
ottage cheese, or a prepared food.—J. R. K. 


Has Lost His Pep 


Question: I have a young black and tan 
foxhound who leaves most of his food in the 
lish. As a result he is in poor condition and 
as no vitality. I have treated him for both 
oundworm and tapeworm, but have never found 
ny trace of either. How can I put some weight 
yn the dog?—Quirin Weber, Wis. 


Answer: Feed him rare beef mixed with stale 
vhole-wheat bread, and also cereal and milk. 
Ince a day give him a raw or soft-boiled egg. 
n place of the beef you can occasionally give 
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him beef heart, liver, kidney, poultry, or fish. 
But don’t feed him any bones. Also give him 
1 tsp. of sherry with vitamin B1 three times a 
day, and 1 tbsp. of cod-liver oil once a day.—

Fatal Litter? 


Question: I have a small female beagle 
which recently mated with a much larger dog 
Friends tell me that because of the large pups 
she will have she is likely to die. Is this true?

Answer: I suggest you have your dog 
examined by a veterinarian to determine if a 
Caesarean operation will be necessary. I 
believe, however, that the dog will have her 
puppies normally.—J. R. K. 


Ear Trouble

stantly, but when I examine his ears I can't 
find anything wrong. What do you suggest?—

Answer: Clean the dog’s ears with cotton 
dipped in ether or hydrogen peroxide. Then 
apply a few drops of camphorated oil, massage 
gently, and remove the surplus oil. Do this 
once a day for a few days, then every other 
day.

half a 5-gr. aspirin tablet three times a day.— |

Has Become Shy 


Question: I have a 6-month-old 
triever which I recently boarded out with a 
dog of the same litter. Six weeks ago this 
other dog was seized with convulsions and had 
to be destroyed. I immediately brought my 
dog home, and for about 2 weeks he had a 
twitch in his flank. Although this condition has 
now improved; the dog has become very shy 
and acts as if he had been beaten. Since I’m 
sure he has not been mistreated I’m wondering 
if his behavior is due to some illness. Would 
you please advise me?—H. Van Doren, Minn. 


Answer: It is possible that your dog has 
gone through some illness such as distemper. 
The twitching is probably chorea, and it may 
be many months before it subsides.

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mouth, press his lips against his fangs until 
he does. Then put the article in his mouth. 
Compel him to hold it, using the command 
“Hold.”” When you say “Give,” he should re- 
lease it. If he won't, force his mouth open (not 
roughly, though) and take it. 

When he has learned this lesson thoroughly, 
give him the article and make him carry it 
around until you again command “Give.” At the 
command he should sit in front of you and drop 
it into your hand held beneath his muzzle. 

Next, throw the article and command him to 
“Fetch.”” Make him bring it to you—which he 
will do after a few lessons. 

Finally, make a manikin of feathers and 
rabbit fur and toss that out for him. When he 
becomes proficient in retrieving it, throw it 
when he’s not watching, and thus compel him 
to use his nose to find it. 


Don’t make the lessons too long, and be 
patient. You are certain to get good results.—

Instinct and Training 


Question: Can I train my German shorthair 
pointer pup to point and retrieve quail and 
pheasants?—David Snyder, Calif. 


Answer: While your dog will probably point 
these birds instinctively, you'll have to train 
him to retrieve. That kind of thing doesn’t just 
come naturally.—C. B. M. 


Training on Rabbits Only 


Question: The kennel from which I plan to 
buy a black and tan rates the dogs as fox and 
coon hounds. I want a specialist on rabbits. If 
I get a pup could I train it for that purpose? — 
Albert Gilias, Pa. 


Answer: If you train the pup yourself, keep- 
ing it away from both foxes and raccoons and 
concentrating on rabbits only, it will stick to 
rabbits. You won’t have much competition from 
raccoons, anyway, since they are nocturnal. Your 
hound may become interested in a fresh fox 
track some damp morning, but if he’s been 
trained properly you shouldn’t have difficulty 
calling him off.—C. B. M. 


Urging Retriever to Swim 


Question: My 9-month-old golden retriever 
will wade in to retrieve, but he refuses to swim 
to an object in deep water. Once I carried him 
to the center of a pond and he swam back to 
shore—but I don’t think he enjoyed the trip 
Is there any way I can accustom him to swim- 
ming?—A. B. Wood, N.Y. 


Answer: Some individual retrievers, when 
young, are inclined to be water-shy. Forceful 
attempts at correction (such as throwing the 


dog into the water) will only destroy confidence 
Instead, play along with your dog during his 
retrieving lessons, and each day throw the 
article to be retrieved a little farther out. When 
the dog brings it back, be sure to reward him 
with praise and a tidbit. If he refuses to venture 
out into deeper water he'll soon realize that he 
doesn’t get the reward and, as a result, he’ll 
gradually overcome his aversion to swimming.

Dealing With a Blinker 


Question: My l-year-old beagle picks up 
scent easily but she seems to lose it when she 
gets near the game. In fact the closer she is to 
a rabbit the less scenting ability she shows, and 
the hotter the track thd less she bays. Can 
you tell me the reason—and the cure? —Edward 
Herrmann, N.Y. 


Answer: Apparently your beagle is game- 
shy. Among bird-dog men she’d be termed a 
blinker—a trait rather rare in hounds. It is 
usually caused by fear or dislike of the report 
of a gun. The dog realizes there will be no 
gunfire if it passes up the game when it gets 
close to it. Therefore it goes off the trail. 

The best way of dealing with the fault is to 
take your dog out several times without carry- 
ing a gun. At first the hound will pass up the 
game, but when she doesn’t hear the report of 
the gun she may gain confidence and round 
back into form. Then you can resume hunting 
—being particularly careful not to use fire- 
arms too close to her.—C. B. M.

Train rounded curve, but dog held 
point, died under wheels of train... 
How old is “old”? Jim Morrow, Tweed- 
side, N. B., perhaps is North America’s 
oldest active guide. At 84 years he still 
conducts nonresident hunters and fish- 
ermen, killed an 18-point buck last fall, 
and this year is making his 64th log 
drive on the St. John River. 


Poacher’s hat a creel. Two wardens, 
Penobscot County, Maine, last season 
watched a man who appeared to be 
keeping undersize trout. Nailed him as 
he stepped ashore. Fellow swore he 
had no fish, but wardens found 15 four- 
inchers under his hat .. . “Extinct,” yet 
alive. Panthers in New Brunswick sup- 


| posed to have been extinct for some 
|time, but their tracks have ‘recently 
| been seen on the Little Tobique River. 


Men who found the tracks also came 
across six-point buck with its throat 
torn open. 

Year-round game. Wisconsin has no 
close season, no bag limit on snowshoe 
hares in 18 northern counties.

Alaska’s bison and elk. Buffalo and 
elk transplanted to Alaska in 1928 show 
healthy increase. Twenty-three bison 
were brought from Montana, released 
in Big Delta region, near Fairbanks. 
Herd now numbers 325. Eight elk from 
Washington have descendants totaling 
211 on Afognak Island, near Kodiak ... 
More food, heavier deer. In northwest- 
ern Wisconsin adult and yearling does 
on poor range average 97 lb.; on good 
range 101 lb.

Golden trout weighing 11 
lb. was caught on spinning equipment 
in Cook’s Lake, near Pinedale, Wyo., 
last summer by Charles S. Reed. Be- 
lieved that this trout is a record for the 
species . . . Slow-growing trout. Michi- 
gan fisheries research men, studying 
28 lakes, 44 streams, say that 2-year- 
old brook trout averaged 5.9 in., 3-year- 
olds 8.5 in., 4-year-olds 10.9, and 5- 
year-olds 13.7 in. Ice fishing in 
reverse. Colorado Game and Fish De- 
partment men last winter stocked a 
reservoir with trout by chopping holes 
through the ice ... New sport. Julian 
Crandall, Ashaway, R.I., caught a 7- 
lb. 7-0z. bonefish with fly-fishing tackle 
last February, at Islamorada, Fla... . 
Flying trout eggs. Canadian Lands and 
Forests Dept. has shipped 50,000 Lake 
Ontario trout eggs by Pan American 
World Airways to Colombia. When 
hatched the fish will be stocked in 
streams of the interior . . . Stripers as 
game fish. New Jersey probably does 
more to protect the splendid striped 
bass than any other state. Netting of

This law ended a 
battle between netters and sportsmen 
which waged hotly for many years. 

Birds know the calendar. Snow geese 
wintering in Pea Island National Game 
Refuge in North Carolina leave there 
on northward migration during the full 
moon of February. Canada geese, vari- 
ous species of ducks, follow in March 
and early April . . . High duck mor- 
tality. Frank C. Bellrose, Illinois Natu- 
ral History Survey, has found that of 
100 Illinois River Valley mallards on 
September 1, only 45 will be alive a 
year later. Hunters will get 22, and 33 
will die from natural causes .. . Upper 
Peninsula ptarmigan. Michigan’s efforts 
to stock northern peninsula with ptar- 
migan from Saskatchewan, heretofore 
unsuccessful, now give some promise. 
Of recent air-express shipment of 54 
birds, 31 survived the trip, were re- 
leased in a willow region near the Paint 
River. 

Pollution punished. Ohio, fighting to 
reduce fish killing by pollution, has col- 
lected $50,000 from offenders in last 
two years ...

Big 
Indiana waterfowl feeding, resting, and 
breeding ground is now assured with 
purchase by state Department of Con- 
servation of 3,700 acres of the Willow 
Slough area in Newton County. Cost 
$146,537.04 High percentage of 
3,081 arrests 
made by law-enforcement officers of 
the Ohio Division of Conservation and 
Natural Resources in 1948, conviction 
failed in only 10 cases. 

Public hunting grounds. Wisconsin 
now owns public hunting grounds cov- 
ering 46,710 acres, leases 184,625 addi- 
tional acres. Motor-powered boats in- 


crease. In 1930 New Hampshire reg- 
istered 1,181 inboard, 1,377 outboard 
boats. In 1948 registrations had in- 


creased to 1,453 inboard and 10,192 out- 
board boats.

bbe can reach the Gallatin River from 
either Bozeman, Mont., or the West 
Entrance to Yellowstone Park. The 
river parallels Highway 191 for much 
of its length. Should you wish to spend 
a day or two on this splendid trout 
stream in connection with a visit to 
the park, you can strike the river at a 
point about 25 miles north of the town 
of West Yellowstone. While this part 
of the Gallatin is actually in the park 
it is away from the tourist crowds.

The bottom 
doesn’t have much trout cover, but 
don’t let that fool you. Every bit of 
water close to undercut banks, and 
each fairly deep run, should be fished 
with meticulous care. Rainbows up to 
4 lb. or better have a way of material- 
izing out of what seems to be nothing, 
right before your eyes. Use any good 








floating fly that you favor. For the| 
/'most part you'll be fishing swift runs, | 
|with the water surface ripply and | 
broken, so that precise imitation of a| 
hatch, if any, is unessential. What is 
important is a high-floating fly that can 
readily be seen on the rapids. 

Early fall is the nicest time to fish 
the lower part of the Gallatin. The 
| marrow valley is very beautiful at that 
| time of the year. Snow-capped peaks rise 
on either side, and there are many odd 
rock formations. But in the golden days 
of Indian summer the mixed forest of 
| hemlock, fir, and blue spruce is high- 
|lighted with gleaming orange aspen 
clumps, a picture of indescribable 
beauty. Then, even on off days, the 
| Gallatin will look good to you. 

Except for one or two places that 
can be measured in yards, the river 
runs either on national park or national 
| forest land. It is all accessible by road. 
| There are three ranches, all with 
Gallatin Gateway, Mont., as a post office 
|address, which give accommodations. 
Two of them are of the high-class dude 
type, while the third caters to profes- | 
sional people and at a lower price 
scale. Other accommodations are avail- 
able near by.—Don Martinez.

surroundings, Maryland’s Pretty Boy 
Lake is notable. Lying in upper Balti- 
more County, several miles off York 
Road, the man-made lake is one of Bal- 
timore’s main sources of water supply. 
It has a long shoreline, and its beauty 
rivals the wilderness lakes of Maine 
and Canada. 

The lake was opened to fishing last 
season.

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bass and large crappies satisfactorily. 

Wildlife is plentiful along the shores 
of the lake, but it is a sanctuary and 
no shooting is permitted. Its shores are 
well timbered with pine, hemlock, oak, 
hickory, ash, and other trees. Pretty 
Boy is easily reached from York, Pa., 
or Baltimore via the York Road. It is 
about 20 miles from Baltimore and 40 
miles from York. As the country is 
hilly, the weather around the lake is 
cool in summer, and usually there is a 
refreshing breeze. The water is crystal 
clear and pure enough to drink. Hence, 
fish caught from it are excellent eating. 

Several bridges span Pretty Boy, and 
the panfish angler will find superlative 
angling for big crappies and bluegills 
in the shady recesses of the bridge sup- 
ports. Last July I fished from the 
bridge which is upstream from the 
checking station, and caught crappies 
up to 2 lb. and giant bluegills. The 
Gunpowder River feeds the lake, and 
although I’ve heard rumors of very 
large brown trout being hooked at the 
river’s mouth, I personally have never 
seen trout taken there. However, the 
clarity, purity, and temperature of the 
water all are favorable for them, and 
in all probability there are trout—tak- 
ing them remains the angler’s problem. 

By all means, if you get into Mary- 
land, fish Pretty Boy. The scenery alone 
justifies the trip.—Sherman Lee Pruitt. 


Long Trail Hike 


er summer, for the first time in the 
history of the Appalachian Trail, a 
hiker went over it in a continuous jour- 
ney. The Trail’s conqueror was Earl V. 
Shaffer of York, Pa. It took him 124 
days to complete the 2,043-mile trip. 
Five other persons have walked the 
Trail from end to end, but they covered 
it a portion at a time over a period of 
years. Others have essayed the continu- 
ous trip but failed. 

On his record-breaking trip, Shaffer 
averaged about 17 miles a day, with 
no layovers. His pack weight averaged 
10 lb. He started at the southern ter- 
minus of the Trail—Mt. Oglethorpe, 
Ga.—April 4, 1948, and arrived at Mt. 
Katahdin, in Maine, the northern termi- 
nus, August 5. A considerable portion 
of the Trail traverses some of the wild- 
est country in the East.

heads, and smelt. Of these, perch and 
ciscoes are the species most caught by 
Great Lakes anglers, with perch lead- 
ing in numbers. Whitefish and burbot 
are rarely taken. Catfish and sheeps- 
heads are caught in some numbers 
after moving into large tributaries or 
connecting streams such as the St. 
Joseph, Grand, and Detroit Rivers. 
Large numbers of smelt are taken out 
of some bays and tributaries of upper 
Lakes Michigan and Huron. 

Most of the perch fishing is done 
from harbor breakwaters or piers 
which jut out into the big lakes at 
many of the sizable coastal towns. 
Some fishing is done from rowboats, as 
on Saginaw Bay in Lake Huron. When 
the perch are feeding inshore, residents 
crowd the piers. The perch fishing at 
St. Joseph, on lower Lake Michigan, 
has gained more than local fame. 

In general there are two types of 
perch tackle used on the Great Lakes. 
One consists of cane pole, line, leader 
weighted with split shot, and a couple 
of hooks. The other includes a casting 
rod and reel with two hooks, and a 
heavy sinker at the end of 50 yd. of 
line. In early spring, and sometimes in 
the fall, when the perch are feeding 
near the bottom, the casting tackle is 
the more effective. When the fish feed 
nearer the surface, the cane-pole outfit 
gives better results. Cane poles or fly 
rods are used for cisco fishing. 

Live minnows from 1 to 2 in. long are 
the most popular bait for the panfish. 
The angler can seine his supply near 
the fishing site or buy them from bait 
dealers near most of the fishing 
grounds. If minnows are not available, 
cut bait is sometimes substituted. Arti- 
ficial lures are seldom used, though the 
right type should prove effective. The 
use of a fly rod and artificial lures in 
these waters may be a coming sport. 

Fishing in the Great Lakes is no 
sure-fire proposition. When the fish 
have moved in from the depths and are 
hungry, a limit catch of perch may be 
taken within an hour; at other times 
it seems as though there are no fish. 
Days in spring, summer, and early fall 
are most productive. 

One of the best periods for perch 
along the shores of the big lakes in 
southern Michigan is one week in mid- 
June. The exact time varies from year 
to year, and usually coincides with the 
blooming of the catalpa trees. The bag 
limit on perch in the described waters 
is 50 a day.—Clarence Taube. 


Arizona Wilderness Area 


n area which is a natural haven for 
wildlife, but dangerous for the in- 
experienced traveler of arid country, is 
the Superstition Mountains district of 
Arizona, east of Phoenix. Rocky Moun- 
tain and desert mule deer, whitetail 
deer, javelina, and quail inhabit it, with 
the last two game species the most 
abundant. The region is accessible 
only by horseback or on foot. 

The area is a maze of trails, deep can- 
yons, high ridges, and cliffs, including 
both desert and elevations covered with 
scatterings of yellow pine.

No hunter should overlook this 
great opportunity to extend his 
sport. A man who has never hunted 
before, or who finds only a- rare 
chance to use his rifle during regular 
hunting seasons, will discover that 
chuck shooting is one of the best of 
all ways to get his eyes in trim and 
sharpen his reflexes. 

Woodchucks are masters at duck- 
ing lead, and the new chuck hunter 
may find them to be astonishingly 
tough targets. A sitting chuck is as 
alert as any military sentinel. Usu- 
ally he’s not far from his den, and 
a single shot at him may be the 
quota for a rifleman. This calls for 
good shooting, the kind that pays 
off in the woods come November. 

So let’s take out our rifles—the 
scope-sight jobs which have rested 
unused in their cases since last year; 
the modest iron-sight carbines, work- 
horses in the fall and just as useful 
now; or the rimfire .22’s, a challenge 
to any man’s stalking ability and 
judgment of eye.

We Won't Have Any Fishing or Hunting 
if the Politicians Keep Control 


few months ago we stated on 

this page that fish and game 

departments must be divorced 
from politics if fishing and hunting 
are to survive. 

As if to confirm our words, almost 
immediately a new governor took 
office in a Midwestern state. One of 
his first official acts was to fire the 
head of the state conservation de- 
partment. Not to be outdone, the new 
conservation director gave the ax to 
sixty of the state’s eighty-odd game 
wardens and to various other em- 
ployees. 

Why? Because they are Republi- 
cans and the new state administra- 
tion is Democratic. Four years ago 
most of these men had themselves 
replaced Democrats when the Repub- 
licans won the election. And with the 
next political upheaval we'll prob- 
ably find the Republicans back in the 
driver’s seat. 

Fish and game administration is a 
highly specialized profession. Obvi- 


ously an efficient fish and game de- 
partment cannot be made up of men 
whose principal qualification is that 
they’re loyal party workers—nor 
even of competent men if they hold 
their jobs only as long as the big 
boss holds his. 

If you live in a state in which 
the personnel of the fish and game 
department gets the boot each time 
the political tide changes, it would be 
well for you to study the law under 
which the department operates. 
Maybe all the license money doesn’t 
go for fish and game—and that may 
explain why professional politicians, 
instead of trained conservationists, 
are running the department and 
want to keep on running it. 

Remember that, if something is 
wrong in the fish and game set-up in 
your state, your vote on election day 
is the only thing that can fix it. 

About 26,000,000 fishing and hunt- 
ing licenses were sold to Americans 
last year. That’s a lot of votes! 


Why This Sniping at Conservation? 


ast year William Vogt, a world 
authority on conservation, 
wrote a dynamic and impor- 
tant book called Road to Survival. 
It told, with instances, how lack of 
good conservation practice was de- 
stroying the living of most of the 
world. Road to Survival was a best 
seller for months. 

This book was attacked savagely 
by one of the mass-circulation mag- 
azines, which made the flat state- 
ments that Vogt was merely an 
alarmist and that we really had no 
cause for worry about such things as 
increasing populations and decreas- 
ing natural resources. 

It’s one thing to hold an adverse 
opinion of a book; another to attack 
malevolently the subject of guard- 
ing our living. It may be easier to 
shut our eyes and ears to the dan- 
gers around us, but this is a luxury 
we can no longer afford. 

Fairfield Osborn, president of the 
New York Zoological Society and an 


eminent conservationist, wrote a 
similar book titled Our Plundered 
Planet. Like Vogt’s book, this was a 
best seller, and for the same obvi- 
ous reasons. 

Our Plundered Planet seemed to 
have stepped on toes, too. A few 
more publications began to scream. 
One syndicated writer, who is paid 
to turn out a funny column, recently 
directed his humor against Our 
Plundered Planet. He included the 
whole conservation program of the 
Department of the Interior as well. 
We think humorous sniping at a sub- 
ject as vital as conservation borders 
on idiocy. 

Why is such criticism being writ- 
ten and published at a time when 
grave shortages are impending in 
America and already haunt the rest 
of the world? If these writers are 
not fronting for interests which seek 
to loot the remainder of our re- 
sources, we'd like to know what 
their motives are.
